Report  of  Selectmen 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1946 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  for  1946. 

The  Board  organized  on  February  26,  1946,  with 
Charles  F.  Maynard,  Chairman  and  Ray  M.  Newell  as  Clerk. 
J.  P.  Kerin  was  quite  ill  at  the  Lowell  General  Hospital.  On 
March  16,  1946,  J.  P.  Kerin  passed  away,  the  town  losing  a 
very  good  citizen  and  also  a  very  sincere  and  conscientious 
Town  officer.  * 

A  special  election  was  held  on  May  6,  1946  and  Chester 
H.  Waterous  was  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

The  Board  continued  to  carry  out  all  policies  of  fair  and 
constructive  town  management,  an  impartial  administra-. 
tion  that  reflects  credit  to  our  Board. 

After  reorganizing  we  found  that  the  time  had  come 
when  a  Clerk  was  necessary,  so  after  giving  due  notices 
we  received  a  number  of  applications.  After  much  consid- 
eration Mrs.  Laura  Saunders  was  engaged  for  this  position 
on  a  part  time  basis.

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Report  of  Playground  Committee 


The  Playground  Committee  submit  the  following  re- 
port for  the  year  1946. 

The  year  1946  showed  a  decided  increase  in  the  activi- 
ties at  our  playground. 

With  more  interest  now  shown  in  Tennis  and  Outdoor 
Basketball  it  is  hoped  that  arrangements  can  be  made  for 
competitive  matches  in  these  sports. 

The  ballfield  was  in  continuous  use  from  early  spring 
to  mid  October.  The  installation  of  the  wire  fence  along- 
first  and  third  base  lines  has  insured  greater  safety  for  the 
spectators.  It  is  now  hoped  that  new  bleachers  can  be 
purchased  and  erected  at  the  field.  Water  was  installed  and 
drinking  fountain  made  available. 

The  skating  rink  was  in  great  demand  during  skating 
season.  Spraying  was  done,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Fire 
Department,  which  helped  to  keep  the  rink  usable.  Flood 
lamps  were  installed  which  provided  opportunity  for  night 
skating. 

The  Committee  wish  to  thank  all  who  assisted  in  any 
way  to  make  the  playground  and  its  activities  so  successful. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  additional  improvements 
should  be  made  if  money  is  ever  available  and  believe  that 
the  citizens  of  Pepperell  should  give  thought  to  the  possibil- 
ity of  a  swimming  pool.  This  matter  is  vital  to  every  child 
in  the  community  and  therefore  every  parent  should  be  in- 
terested.

I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  Pepperell  District  Nurse 
Association  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1946. 

Mrs.  W.  W.  Nagle,  R.  N.  was  on  duty  through  July  and 
Mrs.  E.  Shaughnessy  carried  on  in  August.  I  came  on  duty 
September  1st.  In  November  Mrs.  Mary  Wells  was  secured 
to  take  over  weekends.

Toxoid  Clinic  was  held  in  May  —  80  children  were  im- 
munized. In  November  because  of  the  prevalence  of 
diphtheria  in  this  area  Dr.  Porter  thought  it  advisable  to 
hold  another  at  which  110  children  were  immunized  and  225 
were  given  booster  doses  making  a  total  of  335  children 
treated. 

Well  child  conferences  were  held  every  two  months 
with  Drs.  Porter  and  Graves  alternating.  These  clinics  were 
well  attended.  Miss  Almeda  King,  State  Nutritionist,  has 
been  most  helpful  both  at  the  clinics  and  in  making  home 
visits  to  families  requiring  special  help.  Salvation  Army 
Funds  were  used  to  purchase  cod  liver  oil  for  several  chil- 
dren. 

Clinic  service  at  Lowell  General  and  St.  John's  hospi- 
tals have  been  used.  Chief  King  and  I  took  two  patients  to 
Gardner  for  observation. 

Service  through  crippled  children  service  was  con- 
tinued and  appointments  were  made  for  children  to  attend 
habit  and  speech  defect  clinics. 
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In  September  arrangements  were  made  through  Seal 
Sale  funds  to  have  the  employees  of  Bemis  Bro.  Bag  Co. 
and  St.  Regis  Paper  Company  have  chest  X-rays  which  will 
be  done  in  March.  I  also  assisted  Dr.  Crocker  give  influenza 
vaccine  to  the  employees  of  St.  Regis  Paper  Mill. 

The  Ayer  Diagnostic  Clinic  was  reopened  in  September 
and  eight  patients  have  been  X-rayed  there  and  four  at  Wal- 
tham. 

I  attended  ten  lectures  in  Fitchburg  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Organization  of  Public  Health  Nurses  meeting  at 
Statler  Hotel  in  Boston.  During  July  the  office  was  moved 
to  the  Town  Hall.  Mrs.  Saunders  takes  nurse  calls  between 
9—12  A.  M.  —  1 :30— 5  P.  M.  This  has  proved  to  be  a  great 
convenience.

The  Permanent  Honor  Roll  and  War  Memorial  Commit- 
tee submits  their  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1946. 

This  Committee  met  on  September  19,  1946  and  elected 
Kenneth  W.  Marriner  as  Chairman  and  Paul  R.  Taylor  as 
Secretary. 

Several  types  of  Memorials  based  on  suggestions  re- 
ceived are  listed  as  follows: 

1 —  Remodel  existing  Memorial  Monument  on  Town 
Common. 

2 —  Locate  new  Memorial  Monument  on  new  Rotary 
Traffic  Island  at  junction  of  Main,  Hollis  and  River 
Streets. 

3 —  Construct  swimming  pool  —  Scheme  1  — -  Artificial 
pool.   Scheme  2  —  Natural  pool  in  Nissitissit  River. 

4 —  Children's  Reading  Room  in  Library  Building. 

5 —  Community  Center  for  the  young  people. 

6 —  Prescott  Hall  Renovation  —  as  a  Memorial  Hall. 

7 —  Entire  Town  Hall  Renovation  —  new  Town  Offices 
—  rooms  for  different  groups  —  larger  hall  for  din- 
ners, etc.   Prescott  Hall  Renovated. 

8 —  Playground  development  as  a  Memorial  Playground. 

9 —  Railroad  Square  development. 

10 — Electrically  operated  carillonic  bells  (chimes) 

It  is  the  understanding  of  this  Committee  that  their 
duty  consists  of  bringing  before  a  future  Town  Meeting  as 
many  different  types  of  projects  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary with  plans  and  estimates  of  costs  so  that  the  citizens 
may  pick  from  the  group  the  type  of  permanent  Honor  Roll 
and  War  Memorial  desired. 

The  Selectmen  were  requested  to  set  up  an  account  on 
the  Town  Books  to  be  called  "Permanent  Honor  Roll  and 
War  Memorial  Fund"  so  that  any  contributions  received  by 
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the  Town  may  be  earmarked  for  this  purpose.  This  has 
been  done  and  the  account  has  a  balance  of  $80.75. 

The  citizens  of  Pepperell  were  requested,  through  the 
local  papers,  to  submit  any  suggestions  they  may  have  to 
this  Committee,  care  of  the  Selectmen's  Office. 

The  Committee  met  again  on  December  27,  1946  and 
we  submit  the  following  report  of  progress : 

Plans  for  a  Permanent  Honor  Roll  were  discussed  ?nd 
it  was  decided  that  it  would  be  impractical  to  settle  on  this 
part  of  the  project  until  a'definite  ruling  was  received  as  to 
the  proper  date  for  closing  the  list  of  names  for  World 
War  II. 

Plans  for  a  War  Memorial  were  discussed  and  it  was 
decided  that  because  of  high  construction  costs  and  scarcity 
of  materials  it  would  be  impractical  to  submit  any  plans  at 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1947  or  until  these  conditions 
improve.

RECORDING  OF  BIRTHS 


Births  occuring  late  in  the  year  are  sometimes  record- 
ed without  the  Christian  name.  In  ail  such  cases  parents 
should  return  the  name  to  the  Town  Clerk  as  soon  as  it  is 
selected  in  order  that  it  may  be  entered  upon  the  town 
books  as  an  incompleteness  of  the  records  may  involve 
much  trouble  in  the  future. 

Read  the  Law 

Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a  child, 
and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth  in  its 
house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk  of 
the  town  where  such  child  is  born.  General  Laws,  Chapter 
46,  Section  6. 

Why  Births  Should  Be  Recorded 
There  is  hardly  a  relation  of  life — social,  legal  or  economic — 
in  which  the  evidence  furnished  by  an  accurate  registration  of 
births  may  not  prove  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  value,  not  only  to 
the  individual,  but  also  to  the  public  at  large.  It  is  not  only  an 
act  of  civilization  to  register  birth  certificates  but  good  business, 
for  they  are  frequently  used  in  many  practical  ways,  some  of 
which  are  listed  below: 

(1)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  age  and  legitimacy  of  heirs: 

(2)  As  proof  of  age  to  determine  the  validity  of  a  contract 
entered  into  by  an  alleged  minor; 
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(3)  As  evidence  to  establish  age  and  proof  of  citizenship 
and  descent  in  order  to  vote; 

(4)  As  evidence  to  establish  the  right  of  admission  to  the 
professions  and  to  many  public  offices. 

(5)  As  evidence  of  legal  age  to  marry; 

(6)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  claims  of  widows  and 
orphans  under  the  widows'  and  orphans'  pension  law; 

(7)  As  evidence  to  determine  the  liability  of  parents  for 
the  debts  of  a  minor; 

(8)  As  evidence  in  the  administration  of  estates,  the  set- 
tlement of  insurance  and  pensions; 

(9)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  irresponsibility  of  children 
under  legal  age  for  crime  and  misdemeanor,  and  various  other 
matters  in  the  criminal  code. 

(10)  As  .evidence  in  the  enforcement  of  law  relating  to 
education  and  to  child  labor; 

(11)  As  evidence  to  determine  the  relations  of  guardians 
and  wards; 

(12)  As  proof  of  citizenship  in  order  to  obtain  a  passport; 

(13)  As  evidence  in  the  claim  for  exemption  from  or  the 
right  to  jury  and  military  service.

GENERAL  LAWS,  CHAPTER  46 
Extracts  from  Sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  6  and  8 
Section  1.    Each  city  and  Town  Clerk  shall  receive  or 
obtain  and  record  *  *  *  facts  relative  to  births  *  *  *  in  his 
city  or  town. 

Section  3.  Every  physician  or  medical  officer  regis- 
tered shall  keep  a  record  of  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases 
of  which  he  was  in  charge  and  *  *  *  shall,  within  fifteen  days 
after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar  of 
the  town  where  such  birth  occurred  a  report  *  *  *  If  the 
child  is  illegitimate,  the  name  and  other  facts  relating  to 
the  father  shall  not  be  stated  except  at  the  request  in  writ- 
ing of  both  father  and  mother  filed  *  *  *  Upon  presentation 
to  him  of  a  certificate  of  the  town  clerk  stating  that  any 
such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the  town  treasurer  shall 
pay  to  such  physician  or  officer  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents 
for  each  birth  so  reported.  *  *  *  A  physician  or  any  such 
officer  violating  any  provisions  of  this  section  shall  forfeit 
not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 
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Section  4.  A  member  or  servant  of  a  family  in  which 
a  child  is  born,  having  knowledge  of  the  facts  required  *  *  * 
shall  furnish  the  same  upon  request  of  the  clerk  of  the 
town  *  *  *  or  of  any  person  authorized  by  him.  (Penalty 
for  refusal  not  more  than  ten  dollar.) 

Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth 
of  a  child,  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a 
birth  in  his  house  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to 
the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born. 

Section  8.  (Penalty  for  neglect  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  6,  not  more  than  five  dollars.) 

GENERAL  LAWS,  CHAPTER  207 

Section  36.  If  a  marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  state 
between  parties  living  in  this  Commonwealth,  who  return 
to  dwell  here,  they  shall  within  seven  days  after  their  re- 
turn file  with  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  town  where  either  of 
them  lived  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a  certificate  or 
declaration  of  their  marriage,  including  the  facts  required 
in  a  notice  of  intention  of  marriage. 

Section  55.  Whoever  violates  Section  36  shall  forfeit 
ten  dollars. 

The  Town  Clerk  hereby  gives  notice  that  he  is  prepared 
to  furnish  parents,  householders,  physicians,  and  registered 
hospital  medical  officers  applying  therefor  with  blanks  for 
return  of  births  as  required  by  law.

DOGS  MUST  BE  LICENSED  ON  OR  BEFORE 
MARCH  31 

Or  the  Owners  or  Keepers  Thereof  Are  Liable  to  a  Fine 
BRIEF  EXTRACTS  OF  THE  DOG  LAWS 

The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  March  31st,  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for 
one  year  from  April  1st  following  if  the  dog  is  kept  in  Bos- 
ton, in  the  office  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  or  if  in  any 
other  town  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  thereof.  The  owner  or 
keeper  of  a  licensed  dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its 
neck  or  body  a  collar  or  harness  of  leather  or  other  suitable 
material  to  which  shall  be  attached  a  tag  upon  which  shall 
appear  the  license  number,  the  name  of  the  town  and  the 
year  of  issue.  If  any  such  tag  is  lost  the  owner  or  keeper 
shall  forthwith  secure  a  substitute  tag  from  the  town  or  city 
clerk.  Any  person  may  bring  from  another  state  any  dog 
licensed  under  the  laws  thereof  and  keep  such  dog  in  this 
commonwealth  not  exceeding.  30  days,  without  licensing. 

A  person  who  after  April  first  in  any  year  becomes  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  not  duly  licensed,  and  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  when  it  becomes  three  months  old 
after  March  thirty-first  in  any  year,  shall  cause  it  to  be  reg- 
istered, numbered,  described,  licensed,  collared  or  harnessed 
and  tagged  as  required  by  section  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven.  A  person  who  after  April  first  in  any  year  becomes 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  duly  licensed  in  the 
town  where  kept  shall  forthwith  give  notice  in  writing  to 
the  clerk  of  such  town  or  if  kept  in  Boston,  to  the  Police 
Commissioner,  that  he  has  become  such  owner  or  keeper, 
and  said  clerk  or  said  police  commissioner,  as  the  case  may 
be  shall  change  the  record  of  such  license  to  show  the  name 
and  address  of  the  new  owner  or  keeper. 

The  fee  for  every  license  (except  as  otherwise  provid- 
ed) shall  be  $2.00  for  a  male  dog  and  $5.00  for  a  female.  If 
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a  female  dog  has  been  spayed,  such  dog  can  be  licensed  for 
$2.00  providing  a  proper  certificate  from  a  registered  veter- 
inarian is  filed  with  the  clerk. 

Whosoever  violates  the  provisions  of  the  dog  law  shall- 
be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $15.00. 

The  Bo?.rd  of  Health  is  required  to  furnish  anti-rabic 
vaccine  free  of  charge,  and  treatment  of  persons. 

A  dog  license  is  valid  throughout  the  state.  In  case  of 
permanent  removal  to  another  town,  the  dog  must  be  li- 
censed withta  thirty  days  in  such  town. 

The  assessors  shall  annually  take  a  list  of  all  owners  or 
keepers  of  dogs.  An  owner  or  keeper  who  gives  false  infor- 
mation to  assessors  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10. 

The  Mayor  and  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  one 
or  more  dog  officers.  ,  Such  officers  may  also  be  appointed 
by  the  County  Commissioners.  . 

The  Mayor  and  Selectmen  shall  between  June  1  and  10 
issue  a  warrant  to  such  dog  officers  directing  them  to  seek 
out,  catch  and  confine  all  unlicensed  dogs  and  prosecute  com- 
plaints against  the  owners  or  keepers,  and  shall  kill  all  such 
dogs  after  being  confined  for  six  days.  Dog  officers  failing 
to  comply  with  the  warrant  shall  be  removed. 

Cropping  or  cutting  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  ears 
of  dogs  is  forbidden. 


KENNEL  LICENSE 

Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  kennel  may  apply  for  a  license 
in  the  town  where  the  kennel  is  located.  Such  license  shall 
be  in  lieu  of  any  other  license  while  said  dog  rs  kept  in  such 
kennel.  Such  owner  or  keeper  shall  cause  each  dog  so  kept 
to  wear,  while  it  is  at  large,  a  collar  or  harness  of  leather  or 
some  suitable  material  to  which  shall  be  attached  a  tag 
showing  the  number  of  the  kennel  license,  the  name  of  the 
town  and  year.  These  tags  are  to  be  furnished  by  the  town 
clerk  where  the  kennel  is  licensed.  The  fee  for  each  kennel 
license  shall  be  $25.00  if  not  more  than  ten  dogs  are  kept  and 
$50.00  if  more  than  ten.  Dogs  under  six  months  of  age 
shall  not  be  included  in  the  number  of  dogs  kept.  Holders  of 
kennel  licenses  may  operate  a  boarding  kennel.  The  name 
and  address  of  every  owner  of  such  dog  shall  be  kept  avail- 
able for  inspection. 

Every  holder  of  a  kennel  license,  on  delivery  of  an  un- 
licensed dog  shall  attach  to  such  dog  a  collar  or  harness 
which  shall  carry  a  tag  marked  with  the  name  and  address 
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of  the  kennel  licensee,  and  a  number  to  be  recorded;  and 
shall  also  furnish  to  the  owner  or  keeper  of  the  dog  a  certifi- 
cate, bearing  the  same  number  and  description,  date  of  pur- 
chase, which,  with  the  tag,  shall  be  a  legal  substitute  for  a 
license  for  two  weeks  only.  The  purchaser  shall  within  two 
weeks,  either  return  the  dog  to  the  kennel  with  the  collar, 
harness,  tag  and  certificate  or  return  to  the  kennel  said  tag 
with  a  certificate  from  the  city  or  town  clerk  certifying  that 
the  dog  has  been  licensed.  If  a  purchaser  of  a  dog  fails  to 
comply  with  the  foregoing  the  owner  of  the  kennel  shall 
notify  the  city  or  town  clerk.  Kennels  are  liable  to  inspec- 
tion to  see  if  they  are  maintained  in  a  sanitary  and  humane 
condition.

TOWN  WARRANT

Article  1.   To  choose  a  Moderator. 

Article  2.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
the  sum  of  $100.00,  if  needed,  from  surplus  revenue  with  per- 
mission of  the  Tax  Commissioner  for  Memorial  Day  Exercises  on 
May  30,  1946,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  3.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
the  sum  of  $2,649.16  from  the  existing  special  account  "Drainage 
Project,  W.  P.  A."  to  a  workable  account  "Drainage  Projects"  to 
be  spent  as  needed,  by  the  Highway  Surveyor,  or  take  any  action 
in  relation  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  existing  Town  By-Laws,  with  the  approval  of  the  Attorney 
General,  by  inserting  a  new  Section  under  the  heading  of  Traffic 
Regulations  which  will  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  For  the  purpose  of  these  Rules  and 
Orders,  the  words  and  phrases  used  herein  shall  have  the  follow- 
ing meanings  except  in  those  instances  where  the  context  clearly 
indicates  a  different  meaning. 

(a)  "Street  or  Highway."  The  entire  width  between  prop- 
erty lines  of  every  way  open  to  the  use  of  the  public  for  pur- 
poses of  travel. 

(b)  "Roadway."  That  portion  of  a  street  or  highway 
between  the  regularly  established  curb  lines  or  that  part,  ex- 
clusive of  shoulders,  improved  and  intended  to  be  used  for 
vehicular  traffic. 

(c)  "Lane."  A  longitudinal  division  of  a  roadway  into  a 
strip  of  sufficient  width  to  accommodate  the  passage  of  a  single 
line  of  vehicles. 
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(d)  "Vehicle."  Every  device  in,  upon  or  by  which  any 
person  or  property  is  or  may  be  transported  or  drawn  upon  a 
street  or  highway,  execept  devises  moved  by  human  power  or 
used  exclusively  upon  stationary  rairs  or  tracks. 

(e)  "Parking.5'  The  standing  of  a  vehicle,  whether  occu- 
pied or  not,  otherwise  than  temporarily  for  the  purpose  of  and 
while  actually  engaged  in  loading  or  unloading,  or  in  obediance 
to  an  officer  or  traffic  signs  or  signals,  or  while  making  emer- 
gency repairs  or,  if  disabled,  while  arrangements  are  being  made 
to  move  such  vehicle. 

(f)  "Crosswalk."  That  portion  of  a  roadway  ordinarily 
included  within  the  prolongation  or  connection  of  curb  lines  and 
property  lines  at  intersections,  or  at  any  portion  of  a  roadway 
clearly  indicated  for  pedestrian  crossing  by  lines  on  the  road 
surface  or  by  other  markings  or  signs. 

(g)  "Railroad  Crossing."  Any  intersection  of  ways  with 
a  railroad  right-of-way. 

(h)  "Official  Traffic  Signs."  All  signs,  markings,  and  de- 
vices, other  than  signals,  not  inconsistent  with  these  Rules  and 
Orders,  and  which  conform  to  the  standards  prescribed  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts and  placed  or  erected  by  authority  of  a  public  body  or 
official  having  jurisdiction,  for  the  purpose  of  guiding,  directing, 
warning,  or  regulating  traffic. 

(i)  "Officer."  For  the  purpose  of  these  Rules  and  Orders 
an  officer  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  officer,  any  investiga- 
tor, examiner,  or  inspector  of  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  any 
constable  or  special  officer,  provided  he  has  his  badge  of  office 
displayed  over  his  left  breast  and  upon  his  outer  garment. 

(j)  "Traffic  Control  Area."  Any  area  along  any  way, 
other  than  an  intersecting  way,  at  which  drivers  are  to  be  con- 
trolled by  traffic  control  signals. 

(k)  "Emergency  Vehicle."  Vehicles  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, Fire  Patrol,  police  vehicles,  ambulances  and  emergency 
vehicles  of  federal,  state  and  municipal  departments  or  public 
service  corporations  when  the  latter  are  responding  to  an  emer- 
gency in  relation  to  the  police  or  fire  departments. 

(1)  "Bus  Stop."  An  area  in  the  roadway  set  aside  for  the 
boarding  of  or  alighting  from  and  the  parking  of  busses. 

(m)  "Taxicab  Stands."  An  area  in  the  roadway  in  which 
certain  taxicabs  are  required  to  park  while  waiting  to  be  engaged. 

(n)  "Official  Curb  Marking."  That  portion  of  a  curbing, 
the  painting  of  which  has  been  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, and  which  complies  with  the  standards  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  has 
the  written  approval  of  said  Department. 

(o)  "Official  Street  Marking."  Any  painted  line,  marking 
or  marker  placed  in  or  upon  any  way  by  authority  of  the  Board 
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of  Selectmen  and  which  complies  with  the  standards  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  and|has  the  written  approval  of  said 
Department. 

Section  2.    Authority  and  Duties  of  Police. 

(a)  Officers  to  Direct  Traffic.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  offi- 
cers designated  by  the  Chief  of  Police  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  these  Rules  and  Orders.  Such  officers  are  hereby  authorized 
to  direct  all  traffic  either  in  person  or  by  means  of  visible  or 
audible  signals  in  conformance  with  the  provisions  of  these  Rules 
and  Orders,  provided  that  in  the  event  of  a  fire  or  other  emer- 
gency to  expedite  traffic  or  safeguard  pedestrians,  officers  of  the 
Police  of  Fire  Department  may  direct  traffic,  as  conditions  may 
require,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  these  Rules  and 
Orders. 

(b)  Police  may  close  streets  temporarily.  The  Chief  of 
Police  is  hereby  authorized  to  close  temporarily,  any  street  or 
highway  in  an  impending  or  existing  emergency,  or  for  any  law- 
ful assemblage,  demonstration  or  procession  provided  there  is 
reasonable  justification  for  the  closing  of  such  street 

(c)  Police  may  prohibit  parking  temporarily.  The  Chief 
of  Police  is  hereby  authorized  to  prohibit,  temporarily,  parking 
on  any  street  or  highway  or  part  thereof  in  an  impending  or 
existing  emergency,  or  for  a  lawful  assemblage,  demonstration 
or  procession  provided  there  is  reasonable  justification  for  such 
prohibition.  Vehicles  parked  in  places  where  parking  is  pro- 
hibited temporarily  may  be  moved  by  or  under  the  direction  of 
an  officer.  \W>*?1 

(d)  Obedience  to  Police.  Drivers  of  vehicles  shall  comply 
with  any  lawful  or  reasonable  order,  signal  or  direction  of  any 
officer. 

(e)  Police  to  keep  and  use  an  accident  record  file.  The 
police  shall  maintain  a  suitable  system  of  filing  traffic  accident 
reports.  Accident  reports  or  cards  referring  to  them  shall  be 
filed  alphabetically  by  location. 

As  the  accidents  at  any  particular  location  become  more 
numerous,  the  police  shall  study  such  accidents  and  inform  the 
selectmen  of  their  findings  and  conclusions. 

(f )  Exemptions.  The  provisions  of  these  Rules  and  Orders 
shall  not  apply  to  operators  actually  engaged  in  work  upon  a 
street  or  highway  closed  to  travel  or  under  construction  or  re- 
pair, to  officers  when  engaged  in  the  performance  of  public 
duties  nor  to  drivers  of  emergency  vehicles  while  operating  in 
an  emergency  and  in  performance  of  public  duties  when  the 
nature  of  the  work  of  any  of  these  necessitates  a  departure  from 
any  part  of  these  Rules  and  Orders.  These  exemptions  shall  not, 
however,  protect  the  driver  of  any  vehicle  from  the  consequences 
of  a  reckless  disregard  of  the  safety  of  others. 

Section  3.   Traffic  Signs,  Signals,  Markings  and  Zones,

(a)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  hereby  authorized  and  as  to 
those  signs  and  signals  required  hereunder  it  shall  be  its  duty,  to 
place  and  maintain  or  cause  to  be  placed  and  maintained  all 
official  traffic  signs,  signals,  markings  and  safety  zones.  All  signs, 
signals,  markings  and  safety  zones  shall  conform  to  the  standards 
as  prescribed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts. 

Parts  b  and  c  of  Section  2,  Part  b  of  Section  5,  and  Part  a 
of  Section  6  relating  to  parking  shall  be  effective  only  during 
such  time  as  a  sufficient  number  of  official  signs  are  erected  and 
maintained  in  each  block  designating  the  provisions  of  such  sec- 
tions and  located  so  as  to  be  easily  visible  to  approaching  drivers. 

(b)  Display  of  Unauthorized  Signs,  Signals,  and  Markings 
Prohibited.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  place  or  main- 
tain or  to  display  upon  or  in  view  of  any  street  any  unofficial 
sign,  signal,  marking  or  device  which  purports  to  be  or  is  an 
imitation  of  or  resembles  an  official  traffic  sign,  signal,  marking 
or  device  or  which  attempts  to  direct  the  movement  of  traffic 
or  which  hides  from  view  any  official  sign  or  signal.  The  Chief 
of  Police  is  hereby  empowered  to  remove  every  such  prohibited 
sign,  signal,  marking  or  device  or  cause  it  to  be  removed,  with- 
out notice. 

(c)  Interference  with  Signs,  Signals,  and  Markings  Pro- 
hibited. Any  person  who  wilfully  defaces,  injures,  moves,  ob- 
structs, or  interferes  with  any  official  traffic  sign,  signal  or  mark- 
ing shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  (20)  dollars 
for  each  and  every  offence. 

(d)  Location  of  Bus  Stops.  The  location  of  all  bus  stops 
shall  be  specified  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

(e)  Obedience  to  Traffic  Signs  and  Signals.  No  driver  of 
any  vehicle  shall  disobey  the  instructions  of  any  official  traffic 
control  signal,  sign,  marking,  marker  or  legend,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  a  police  officer. 

Section  4.    Coasters  and  Zones  of  Quiet. 

(a)  Streets  Reserved  for  Coasting.  On  those  days  when 
conditions  are  suitable  for  coasting,  vehicular  traffic  is  hereby 
prohibited  from  using  certain  streets  or  parts  of  streets,  during 
such  time  as  official  signs  are  erected  indicating  that  such  streets 
or  parts  of  streets  are  reserved  for  coasting. 

The  foregoing  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  drivers  of  ve- 
hicles having  business  within  such  reserved  areas  or  to  drivers  of 
vehicles  whose  residences  are  within  such  reserved  areas. 

(b)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  temporarily  establish  a 
zone  of  quiet  upon  any  street  where  a  person  is  seriously  ill,  if 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  written  statement  of  at  least  one  regis- 
tered physician  certifying  to  its  necessity.  Said  temporary  zone 
of  quiet  shall  embrace  all  territory  within  a  radius  of  two  hun- 
dred (200)  feet  of  the  building  occupied  by  the  person  named 
in  the  request  of  said  physician.    Said  temporary  zones  of  quiet 
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shall  be  designated  by  the  police  by  placing  at  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  street  a  sign  or  marker  bearing  the  words  "Zone  of 
Quiet." 

No  person  operating  a  motor  vehicle  within  any  designated 
and  signed  zone  of  quiet  shall  sound  the  horn  or  other  warning 
device  of  said  vehicle  except  in  an  emergency. 

Section  5.  Parking. 

(a)  General  Prohibitions.  No  person  shall  park  a  vehicle 
in  any  of  the  following  places  and  vehicles  found  parked  in  vio- 
lation of  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  be  moved  by  or  under 
the  direction  of  an  officer  and  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  to  a 
place  where  parking  is  permitted. 

1.  Within  an  intersection. 

2.  Upon  any  sidewalk. 

3.  Upon  any  crosswalk. 

4.  Upon  a  roadway  where  parking  is  permitted  unless  both 
wheels  on  the  right  side  of  the  vehicle  are  within  12  inches  of 
the  curb  or  edge  of  the  roadway  except  where  angle  parking  is 
required. 

5.  Upon  any  roadway  where  the  parking  of  a  vehicle  will 
not  leave  a  clear  and  unobstructed  lane  at  least  ten  (10)  feet 
wide  for  passing  traffic. 

6.  Upon  any  street  or  highway  within  ten  (10)  feet  of  a 
fire  hydrant. 

7.  Upon  or  in  front  of  any  private  road  or  driveway. 

8.  Upon  any  street  or  highway  within  twenty  (20)  feet 
of  an  intersecting  way,  except  alleys. 

9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  park  upon  a  street 
or  highway  any  vehicle  displayed  for  sale. 

10.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  driver  of  any  vehicle  other 
than  one  acting  in  an  emergency  to  park  said  vehicle  on  any 
street  for  a  period  of  time  longer  than  one  hour  between  the 
hours  of  1:00  A.  M.  and  6:00  A.  M.  of  any  day. 

(c)    All  vehicles  parked  on  the  public  ways  of  the  town 
shall  after  sundown  show  proper  parking  lights. 
Section  6.    Operation  of  Vehicles. 

(a)  Obedience  to  Isolated  Stop  Signs.  Every  driver  of  a 
vehicle,  or  other  conveyance,  approaching  an  intersection  of 
ways  where  there  exists  facing  him  an  official  sign,  bearing  the 
word  "stop"  and  authorized  by  this  section,  said  sign  having 
apart  from  this  regulation,  the  written  approval  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  such 
approval  being  in  effect,  shall  before  proceeding  through  the  in- 
tersection, bring  such  vehicle,  or  other  conveyance  to  a  complete 
stop  at  such  point  as  may  be  clearly  marked  by  a  sign  or  line,  or 
if  a  point  is  not  so  marked,  then  at  a  place  between  the  said 
"stop"  sign  and  the  nearer  line  of  the  street  intersection.  In  the 
case  of  a  line  of  two  or  more  vehicles  approaching  such  "stop"

sign,  the  drivers  of  the  second  and  third  vehicles  in  line  in  any 
group  shall  not  be  required  to  stop  more  than  once  before  pro- 
ceeding through  the  intersection.  This  section  shall  not  apply 
when  the  traffic  is  otherwise  directed  by  an  officer  or  by  a  law- 
ful traffic  regulating  sign,  signal  or  device. 

Section  7.  Accident  Reports,  Responsibility,  Penalties  and 
Repeals. 

(a)  Drivers  Must  Report  Accidents.  The  driver  of  any 
vehicle  involved  in  an  accident  resulting  in  the  injury  or  death 
of  any  person  or  property  damage  to  an  apparent  total  extent 
of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars  or  more  shall  within  twenty-four 
hours  make  a  full  and  complete  report  in  writing  of  such  acci- 
dent to  the  police  headquarters  in  this  town.  A  driver  who  has 
been  incapacitated  as  a  result  of  such  accident,  and  to  such  extent 
as  to  make  reporting  impossible  or  unfavorable  to  his  recovery, 
shall  not  be  required  to  report  such  accident  until  he  has  recov- 
ered sufficiently  to  be  able  to  do  so.  The  reports  shall  be  made 
on  a  form  furnished  by  the  police  department,  copies  of  which 
shall  be  available  at  the  police  station.  Compliance  with  this 
section,  however,  shall  not  relieve  such  driver  from  the  addi- 
tional responsibility  of  reporting  to  the  Registrar  of  Motor  Vehi- 
cles any  accident  in  which  a  person  is  killed  or  injured. 

(b)  Owner  Prima  Facie  Responsible  for  Violation.  If 
any  vehicle  is  found  upon  any  street  or  highway  in  violation  of 
any  provisions  of  these  rules  and  orders  and  the  identity  of  the 
driver  cannot  be  determined,  the  owner  or  the  person  in  whose 
name  such  vehicle  is  registered,  shall  be  held  prima  facie  respon- 
sible for  such  violations. 

(c)  Penalties.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  any 
rule,  regulation  or  order  regulating  the  parking  of  motor  vehi- 
cles made  by  anybody  authorized  to  make  same  shall  be  dealt 
with  as  provided  in  Chapter  176  of  the  Legislative  Acts  of  1935, 
amending  Section  20A  of  Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws,  and 
any  person  violating  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  applicable 
to  State  Highways  made  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  under  authority  of  Chapter  85, 
Section  2  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalty 
provided  in  such  rules  and  regulations. 

Any  person  convicted  of  a  violation  of  any  rule,  regulation  or 
order  made  hereunder,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  ($20)  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

(d)  Repeal.  These  rules  are  adopted  with  the  intent  that 
each  of  them  shall  have  force  and  effect  separately  and  independ- 
ently of  every  other  except  insofar  as  by  express  reference  or 
necessary  implication  any  rule  or  any  part  of  a  rule  is  made  de- 
pendent upon  another  rule  or  part  thereof. 

The  provisions  of  these  rules  so  far  as  they  are  the  same  in 
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effect  as  those  of  any  existing  valid  rules,  orders  or  regulations 
heretofore  made  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Pepperell  relative 
to  or  in  connection  with  official  signs,  lights,  markings,  signal 
systems  or  devices  shall  be  construed  as  a  continuation  thereof, 
but  all  other  existing  rules,  orders,  and  regulations  so  made  for 
the  regulation  of  vehicles  are  hereby  expressly  repealed.  This 
repeal,  however,  shall  not  effect  any  punishment  or  penalty  im- 
posed or  any  complaint  or  prosecution  pending  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  hereof  for  an  offense  committed  under  any  of  the  said 
valid  rules,  orders  or  regulations  hereby  repealed. 

Article  5.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
from  surplus  revenues  with  the  permission  of  the  Tax  Commis- 
sioner the  sum  of  $600.00  for  the  installation  of  an  oil  burner  and 
the  necessary  accessories  in  the  Lawrence  Memorial  Library,  or 
take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  6.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
from  surplus  revenues  with  the  permission  of  the  Tax  Commis- 
sioner the  sum  of  $165.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  power  lawn 
mower  to  be  used  on  the  grounds  of  the  grounds  of  the  Lawrence 
Memorial  Library,  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  7.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
from  surplus  revenues  with  the  permission  of  the  Tax  Commis- 
sioner the  sum  of  $800.00  for  the  construction  of  bituminous  con- 
crete driveways  and  sidewalks  on  the  grounds  of  the  Lawrence 
Memorial  Library,  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  8.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  appointment  a  committee  consisting  of  three 
legal  voters  to  study  the  advisability  of  rescinding  the  vote  of 
March  23,  1903  and  all  other  votes  of  the  Town  Meetings  relative 
to  the  holding  of  a  Citizens  Caucus,  said  Committee  to  submit* 
their  findings  and  recommendations  at  a  future  meeting. 

Article  9.  To  authorize  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee of  three  legal  voters  to  draft  appropriate  Resolutions  ex- 
pressing the  Town's  appreciation  for  the  loyal  and  faithful 
service  of  former  Town  Treasurer  Addison  Woodward.  Said 
Resolution  to  be  brought  in  at  a  future  meeting  for  proper  action. 

Article  10.  (By  Petition)  To  determine  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  authorize  the  Water  Commissioners  to  extend  the  water 
main  from  the  junction  of  Oak  Hill  and  Maple  Streets  to  the 
boundary  of  Robert  N.  Turner,  Jr.  and  Lige  Coakley  land.  To 
expend  from  the  Water  Department  surplus  or  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $3,750.00  or  take  any  action  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 

Article  11.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
the  sum  of  $150.00,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  expended  for  the 
perpetual  care  of  the  John  Farrell  lot  in  the  Woodlawn  Ceme- 
tery. 

Article  12.    To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
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the  sum  of  $150.00,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  expended  for  the 
perpetual  care  of  the  Katherine  and  Fred  Dunlap  lot  in  the 
Woodlawn  Cemetery. 

Article  13.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Water  Commissioners  to  expend  from  Department  Surplus 
a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  pay  for  repairs  of  damage  done  on 
Lowell  and  Hollis  Streets  caused  'by  installations  of  water  mains, 
or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  14.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
the  sum  of  $100.00  from  surplus  revenues  with  the  permission  of 
the  Tax  Commissioner  to  gravel  road  from  Main  Street  to  the 
Tomb,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as 
follows: 
SECTION  1 

Chapter  eighty-five  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  after  section  eleven,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercen- 
tenary Edition,  the  following  new  section: — 
SECTION  11A 

No  resident  of  any  city  which  accepts  this  section  by  vote 
of  its  city  council,  or  of  any  town  which  accepts  this  section  by 
vote  of  the  town,  shall  operate  a  bicycle  within  the  limits  thereof, 
unless  such  bicycle  is  registered  under  this  section  in  such  city 
or  town  and  unless  the  registration  plate  issued  therefor  is  at- 
tached to  such  bicycle. 

The  police  department  of  such  a  city  or  town,  or  selectmen 
of  such  a  town  having  no  organized  police  department,  shall 
register  all  bicycles  owned  by  persons  residing  within  the  city 
or  town  and  issue  to  the  owners  thereof  certificates  of  registra- 
tion, which  shall  be  in  effect,  unless  suspended  as  hereinafter 
provided,  so  long  as  such  registrants  own  said  bicycles. 

The  application  for  registration  shall  contain  the  name, 
address  and  age  of  the  owner,  the  make  of  the  bicycle,  and  serial 
number,  if  any,  affixed  by  the  maker,  or  any  other  identifying 
marks. 

The  certificate  of  registration  shall  contain  the  name  and 
address  of  the  owner,  a  description  of  the  bicycle  and  a  register 
number. 

Every  bicycle  so  registered  shall  have  attached  thereto  a 
registration  plate  furnished  by  the  police  department  or  the 
selectmen,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  city  or  town  where  regis- 
tered. Such  plate  shall  bear  the  register  number  assigned  to  the 
bicycle  and  the  name  of  the  city  or  town  where  registered. 

Upon  the  sale  or  other  transfer  of  a  registered  bicycle,  the 
registrant  shall  remove  the  registration  plate  and  surrender  the 
same  to  the  police  department  or  the  selectmen,  as  the  case  may 
be,  or  may,  upon  application  but  without  payment  of  an  addi- 
tional fee,  have  said  plate  assigned  to  another  bicycle  owned  by 
the  applicant. 
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A  bicycle  rental  agency  in  any  city  or  town  which  accepts 
this  section  shall  not  rent  or  offer  any  bicycle  for  rent  unless 
the  bicycle  is  registered  and  a  registration  plate  is  attached 
thereto  as  provided  herein.  Every  person  engaged  in  buying 
or  selling  new  or  second-hand  bicycles  in  such  a  city  or  town 
shall  make  a  report  to  the  said  police  department  or  selectmen, 
as  the  case  may  be,  of  every  bicycle  purchased  or  sold  by  such 
dealer,  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  from  whom 
purchased  or  to  whom  sold,  a  description  of  such  bicycle  by  name 
or  make,  and  the  number  of  the  registration  plate,  if  any,  at- 
tached thereto. 

Blank  forms  of  applications  and  certificates  for  use  in  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  prepared  and  fur- 
nished by  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  to  all  such  cities 
and  towns  at  their  expense. 

Every  bicycle  shall  be  equipped  with  a  red  reflector  visible 
from  the  rear  and  at  least  two  inches  in  diameter. 

A  fee  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  cents  shall  be  collected 
for  each  registration  plate  and  certificate  issued  under  this  sec- 
tion. 

In  such  cities  and  towns,  operators  of  bicycles  shall  conform 
to  traffic  rules  and  regulations  so  far  as  they  are  obviously  and 
reasonably  applicable  for  their  own  safety. 

No  operator  of  a  bicycle  shall  permit  any  person  in  excess 
of  the  number  for  which  such  bicycle  is  designed  and  equipped 
to  ride  thereon  with  him,  and  no  operator  of  a  bicycle  shall  per- 
mit it  to  be  drawn  by  any  other  moving  vehicle. 

Violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  one  dollar  and  in  addition  the  police  department 
of  such  a  city  or  town,  or  the  selectmen  of  such  a  town  having 
no  organized  police  department,  may  suspend  the  registration 
certificate  of  any  registered  bicycle  operated  in  violation  of  any 
such  provision. 

In  case  the  person  operating  a  bicycle  in  violation  of  any 
such  provision  is  a  minor,  the  police  department,  or  the  select- 
men, as  the  case  may  be,  instead  of  prosecuting  such  minor  here- 
under, may  with  the  consent  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  impound 
such  bicycle  for  a  period  not.  exceeding  fifteen  days. 

This  section  shall  apply  only  to  a  bicycle  at  least  one  wheel 
of  which  exceeds  twenty  inches  in  diameter. 

No  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  relative 
to  the  registration  of  bicycles  shall  affect  any  civil  right  or  liabil- 
ity, nor  shall  any  such  violation  by  a  minor  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  be  considered  a  criminal  offense.

POST-WAR  PROJECT  REPORT  FOR  WATER 
DEPARTMENT 


In  March,  1945,  at  the  annual  Pepperell  town  meet- 
ing, it  was  voted  to  appropriate  from  the  Water  Depart- 
ment surplus  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $500.00  to  pay  for  an 
engineering  survey  on  the  possibilities  of  extensions,  as  a 
post-war  project. 

As  a  result,  a  representative  of  the  engineering  firm  of 
Fay,  Spofford  and  Thorndike  of  Boston,  accompanied  by 
Lewis  D.  Bemis,  superintendent  of  the  Water  Department, 
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and  Lyman  F.  Robbins,  secretary,  made  a  proposal  survey 
of  the  following  projects: 

Capacity  of  the  water  supply ;  Equipment  at  the  pump- 
ing station;  equipment  at  the  auxiliary  station  on  Mason 
Street;  conditions  on  the  standpipes  on  Mason  and  Mt. 
Lebanon  Streets;  a  new  main  across  from  the  Nissittisit 
River  at  J.  G.  Wiley's  residence;  changing  of  the  main  at 
the  Main  Street  bridge  from  the  river  to  the  side  of  the 
bridge;  a  new  road  to  the  pumping  station;  an  up-to-date 
map  of  the  water  system;  Hydrant  rentals;  water  rates; 
a  main  from  the  pumping  station  to  Lawrence  Street  on 
Oak  Hill;  Extensions  from  the  corner  of  Oak  and  Maple 
Streets  to  Lige  Coakley's  property;  a  continuance  of  the 
extension  from  there  via  Maple  Street  to  the  corner  of  Heald 
and  Sheffield  Streets;  a  main  on  Willow  Street;  a  main  on 
Townsend  Street  and  South  Road  to  the  Town  line;  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  main  on  River  Road  from  the  Keyes'  Farm 
to  Grayson  Hardy's  property;  a  continuation  of  the  main 
on  Hollis  Street  to  Richard  Munn's  property ;  a  continuation 
of  the  main  on  Nashua  Street  to  the  corner  of  Pierce  Street ; 
testing  of  all  the  water  mains  in  town ;  replacing  mains  on 
Boynton  Street  and  Tucker  Avenue. 

As  soon  as  the  cost  of  the  survey  has  been  sent  to  the 
Water  Board,  it  will  be  decided  whether  the  Board  has 
enough  money  to  pay  for  this  survey,  and  at  least  the  best 
possible  survey  will  be  made  for  the  money  which  is  avail- 
able.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Pepperell: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  School  Department. 
Organization. 

At  the  time  the  new  High  School  was  built  our  system 
was  changed  from  the  8-4  to  the  6-6  plan.  While  it  must 
be  admitted  that  this  plan  permits  more  complete  depart- 
mentalization of  subjects,  and  therefore  affords  better 
instruction,  we  are  faced  with  the  problem  of  overcrowding 
in  the  High  School.  It  appears  from  the  study  of  local 
conditions  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  provide  additional 
class  rooms  so  that  the  7th  grade  could  be  removed  from 
the  High  School. 

It  is  also  apparent  that  the  enrollment  in  the  Clara  M. 
Shattuck  school  will  require  more  class  room  space  in  order 
to  eliminate  the  large  classes  now  being  taught  by  one 
teacher.  You  will  note  that  the  1st  and  2nd  grades  each 
have  55  pupils,  the  3rd  and  4th  grades  each  42  pupils,  the 
5th  grade  39  pupils  and  the  6th  grade  47  pupils.  At  the 
present  time,  in  order  to  eliminate  the  condition  in  the  1st 
and  2nd  grades,  we  have  organized  a  combined  grade  taking 
about  15  pupils  from  the  1st  and  2nd  grades.  This  arrange- 
ment, however,  only  provides  half  of  the  time  for  instruc- 
tion that  is  given  a  single  grade.  It  is  apparent  to  us  all 
that  as  these  pupils  progress  the  situation  will  become 
increasingly  worse.  At  the  Groton  Street  school,  due  to 
the  increased  enrollment,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  sepa- 
rate rooms  for  the  1st  and  6th  grades.  This  can  be  done  as 
there  is  a  room  available  in  the  school. 

In  order  to  provide  the  necessary  facilities  to  take 
care  of  the  increased  enrollment,  it  is  recommended  that 
a  committee  be  appointed  to  act  with  the  School  Board 
and  present  plans  and  recommendations  to  the  Town  for 
additional  facilities. 

Program  of  Instruction. 

There  has  always  been  a  very  definite  need  in  this 
Town  for  vocational  training  but  owing  to  the  lack  of  proper 
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and  adequate  space  nothing  has  been  provided  for  the  boys, 
and  a  very  inadequate  course  in  domestic  science  for  the 
girls.  It  is  my  earnest  recommendation  that  necessary 
facilities  for  full  time  instruction  be  given  for  both  the 
boys  and  girls  in  domestic  science  and  manual  arts.  The 
formal  instruction  throughout  the  school  system  should 
be  enriched  by  providing  visual  instruction.  Most  of  us 
are  sightminded  and  we  learn  much  more  rapidly  by  seeing 
than  in  any  other  way.  Therefore,  motion  picture  machines 
should  be  provided  for  all  the  schools  and  a  library  of  films 
purchased.  We  should  also  plan  to  build  up  an  adequate 
library  for  the  High  School  of  supplementary  reading. 

The  program  of  instruction  in  Music  and  Art  is,  in  my 
opinion,  a  very  important  part  of  our  instruction.  We  have 
been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  a  graduate  of 
the  Lowell  Teachers'  College  for  our  instructor  in  music. 
The  entire  time  of  this  teacher  during  the  morning  is  de- 
voted to  this  instruction  and  such  additional  time  as  may 
be  necessary  in  the  afternoon  to  the  instruction  of  the  High 
School  orchestra.  We  can,  therefore,  look  forward  to  a 
decided  improvement  in  the  course  offered  in  music.  I  be- 
lieve that  we  should  provide  additional  time  for  instruction 
in  art. 

Finances. 

The  budget  for  1947  as  proposed,  shows  a  decided  in- 
crease over  any  other  budget  previously  recommended.  This 
budget  is,  however,  rather  conservative  as  compared  with 
school  budgets  in  other  localities.  We  are  faced  with  the 
fact  that  living  costs  have  risen  approximately  60%.  This 
proposed  budget  as  indicated,  is  an  increase  of  about  25% 
over  the  amount  expended  in  1946,  and  it  provides  for  the 
amount  of  money  estimated  to  carry  us  through  the  year 
without  asking  for  additional  funds. 

The  major  portion  of  the  increase  is  due  to  the  addi- 
tional cost  of  teachers'  salaries,  transportation  and  oper- 
ating expenses.  The  teachers  of  this  Town  have  long  been 
under-paid  while  the  teaching  load  has  very  materially 
increased.  The  amount  requested  for  teachers'  salaries 
is  about  on  the  same  level  with  other  towns  of  similar  size 
and  valuation. 

While  the  budget  appears  to  be  rather  large,  it  must 
be  remembered  that  the  State  reimburses  the  Town  about 
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$11,000.00  a  year  which  reduces  the  actual  cost  consider- 
ably. 

Supplementary  Reports. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  detailed  reports  of  the 
Principals  of  the  several  schools  and  to  that  of  the  School 
Nurse. 

Conclusion. 

The  citizens  of  the  Town  have  always  supported  the 
schools  to  the  extent  requested  by  the  School  Department 
with  the  firm  belief  that  they  should  provide  the  best  pos- 
sible facilities  for  their  children.  It  is  apparent  to  all  of 
us  that  the  burden  of  taxation  must  be  borne  locally  until 
such  time  as  the  State  passes  the  necessary  laws  to  provide 
additional  assistance  and  reimbursements  for  adequate  edu- 
cational programs.  Certainly  the  events  during-  and  since 
the  close  of  World  War  II  drives  home  the  realization  that 
no  democracy  is  safe  unless  sustained  by  an  intelligent  and 
enlightened  electorate.  In  our  public  schools  our  pupils 
must  learn  the  rights  and  duties  of  citizenship.  They  must 
learn  to  recognize  and  abide  by  the  accepted  rules  of  the 
game  as  it  should  be  played  in  a  democratic  society.  It  is 
therefore  apparent  that  our  standards  of  education  must 
be  kept  on  a  high  level. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreci- 
ation to  the  School  Committee,  the  faculty  and  the  Citizens 
who  have  been  so  cordial  and  co-operative  since  my  return 
after  almost  six  years  in  the  service.

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Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School 


Col.  Charles  Stephenson, 
Supt.  of  Schools 
Pepperell,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir: 

At  the  outset  of  this  report  I  wish  to  pay  a  tribute  to 
my  predecessor,  Mr.  Sergius  Bernard,  who  did  so  much  to 
improve  the  morale  of  Pepperell  High  School.  During  a 
period  when  many  schools  blamed  a  let-down  in  student 
morale  upon  war  emotions,  I  believe  Pepperell  High  School 
showed  a  marked  improvement. 

Not  all  is  well  at  Pepperell  High  School.  Is  it,  or  was 
it  ever,  anywhere  ?  We  have  some  pupils  incapable  of  mas- 
tering the  courses  we  have  to  offer.  We  have  some  pupils 
we  have  been  unable  to  interest  in  mastering  the  courses 
we  have  to  offer.  For  both  these  groups  good  courses  in 
the  mechanical  and  domestic  arts  might  be  of  value.  Our 
results  in  the  standardized  tests  which  we  give  for  final 
examinations  each  June,  and  the  results  which  former  pu- 
pils have  obtained  in  army  tests  show,  however,  that  our 
scholastic  average  is  well  above  that  for  the  rest  of  the 
country. 

We  have  the  problems  of  discipline.  Newspaper  ac- 
counts and  the  experiences  of  teachers  moving  into  and  out 
of  our  system  indicate  more  serious  problems  elsewhere. 
My  first  experience  with  the  Pepperell  schools  was  when 
Mr.  Whitmarsh  asked  me  to  help  with  the  football  team 
which  had  "fired"  the  sub-master  as  its  coach. 

Much  has  been  said  about  overemphasis  on  athletics. 
I  believe  much  might  be  said  about  overemphasis  on  formal 
education.  Many  highly  educated  and  many  very  success- 
ful men  have  never  completed  grammar  school  and  many 
"dull,  conceited  asses  confuse  their  minds  in  college  classes." 
I  perceive  no  useful  purpose  in  keeping  in  school  to  the  age 
of  sixteen  or  more  a  pupil  who  is  unable  or  unwilling  to  bene- 
fit from  what  the  schools  have  to  offer.  I  believe  that  much 
of  the  trouble  in  our  schools  today  is  traceable  to  well- 
intentioned  laws  based  upon  the  erroneous  assumption 
that  laws  compelling  attendance  at  school  can  produce  uni- 
versal education. 
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Due  to  the  purchase  of  new  basketball  uniforms  last 
year  we  had  insufficient  funds  to  carry  us  through  the 
baseball  season.  To  supply  funds  to  further  our  athletic 
program  this  season  the  pupils  earned  well  over  four  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  school,  selling  magazine  subscriptions.

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Report  of  Principal  of  C.  M.  Shattuck  School 

December  31,  1946 
The  following  is  my  report  for  the  past  year : 

1.  School  opened  in  September  with  the  usual  large 
number  of  pupils,  several  new  teachers,  and  the  return  of 
Col.  Charles  Stephenson  as  Superintendent.  Among  the 
new  teachers  were  Mrs.  Kathleen  Coles  of  Chelmsford,  who 
replaced  Mrs.  Dorothy  Foss  who  retired  from  the  teaching 
profession  after  teaching  for  eight  years  at  this  school. 
Mrs.  Elsie  Gasper  who  replaced  Mrs.  Mary  H.  Cossette, 
who  taught  for  sixteen  years  in  the  Pepperell  schools.  Mrs. 
Irene  W.  Wright  accepted  a  year's  leave  of  absence,  but 

-  has  been  very  helpful  as  a  substitute  on  several  occasions. 
Mrs.  Sidney  Mason  acted  as  assistant  in  grade  six  for  the 
first  three  months  of  the  year,  when  her  place  was  taken 
by  Miss  Patrice  Meehan  of  Lowell,  who  became  music 
supervisor  for  the  entire  town,  and  assistant  in  grade  six. 

2.  Due  at  first  to  the  lack  of  food,  and  later  on  to  its 
high  cost,  the  lunch  room  was  not  opened  in  September. 
A  program  of  hot  soup  was  arranged  for  the  month  of  De- 
cember, and  plans  made  in  the  budget  of  1947  for  the  oper 
ation  of  a  lunch  room,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  School 
Committee.  After  an  audit  of  the  books,  by  Mr.  Lyma^ 
Robbins,  the  profit  accumulated  through  the  previous  lunch 
program,  amounting  to  $125.00  was  turned  over  to  the 
School  Committee  for  use  in  the  school  lunchroom. 

3.  The  milk  program  was  continued  this  fall,  but 
with  an  increase  in  cost  to  the  pupil,  as  the  State  will  stand 
the  expense  up  to  two  cents  per  bottle  only.  About  190 
bottles  of  milk  are  averaged  daily  at  this  school. 

4.  Some  much  needed  repairs  have  been  made  this 
fall,  such  as  the  changing  of  the  lighting  to  a  system  more 
adequate,  the  overhauling  of  the  heating  equipment,  and 
the  fixing  of  some  leaks  in  the  building. 

5.  With  the  coal  strike  coming  on,  we  were  fortunate 
to  have  all  coal  bunkers  full. 

6.  Chief  Harold  King  has  done  a  good  job  as  attend- 
ance officer,  and  no  truancy  has  resulted. 

7.  Dr.  Porter  and  Mrs.  Dee,  the  nurse,  have  made 
their  examinations,  and  Mrs.  Dee  her  follow  up  work. 

8.  The  addition  of  a  teacher  for  special  class,  and 
backward  children  is  urgent  and  more  room  space  can  be 
realized  by  constructing  four  rooms  in  the  attic  of  this 
school.

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Report  of  the  Groton  Street  School  Principal 


The  large  entering  class  for  the  second  consecutive 
year  has  increased  the  enrollment  and  filled  grades  one  and 
two  to  capacity.  It  will  be  necessary  to  install  more  desks 
and  seats  if  there  are  any  other  applications  for  admission 
to  either  of  these  grades. 

When  classes  are  large  and  a  teacher's  time  divided 
between  two  grades  it  is  impossible  for  a  child  to  receive 
the  necessary  attention  required,  especially  in  a  first  grade. 
The  school  continues  to  function  with  three  room  in  use 
and  three  teachers.  Each  teacher  having  two  grades.  The 
extra  room  is  used  by  Dr.  Porter  and  Mrs.  Dee,  the  school 
nurse,  for  physical  examinations  for  children. 

Two  very  good  teachers,  Miss  Dreven  and  Miss  Dia- 
mond, resigned  to  accept  positions  paying  higher  salaries 
elsewhere.  They  were  replaced  by  Mrs.  Bailey  and  Mrs. 
Roberts.  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  was  recalled  to  take  over  the 
work  of  Janitor. 

Sixteen  children  were  immunized  against  diphtheria 
at  the  Toxoid  Clinic  held  at  the  High  School  in  May  and 
forty-seven  in  December. 

Mrs.  Nagle,  whose  pleasing  personality  endeared  her 
to  pupils  and  teachers  alike,  resigned  during  the  summer. 
It  was  nice  to  have  Mrs.  Dee  return  to  the  position  she  held 
sometime  ago  and  so  ably  filled. 

The  milk  program  is  being  sponsored  through  the  co- 
operation of  the  Mothers'  Club. 

Contributions  were  given  to  various  campaigns  carried 
on  during  the  school  year. 

The  sale  of  war  bonds  and  stamps  were  continued  un- 
der the  direction  of  Miss  Diamond  from  January  to  June. 
Disposal  bags  were  made  and  funny  books  collected  as  part 
of  Junior  Red  Cross  work.  The  Teachers  in  service  last 
May  received  certificates  in  recognition  of  meritorious  ser- 
vice performed  from  the  American  National  Red  Cross. 

Miss  Attridge  continues  as  supervisor  of  Art.  We  were 
without  the  services  of  a  Music  supervisor  due  to  Mr.  Prisk's 
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resignation  last  summer,  until  Miss  Meehan  took  over  this 
work  in  December. 

Mr.  Bowen,  who  had  been  acting  superintendent,  ac- 
cepted a  position  in  Acton. 

Col.  Stephenson  returned  from  the  Service  to  his  duties 
as  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  opening  of  the  fall 
term.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  in  having  him  and  it's  a 
pleasure  to  welcome  him  back.  He  acquaints  himself  with 
the  problems  of  the  school  and  is  always  willing  to  better 
conditions  in  so  far  as  the  school  budget  will  allow. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  have 
contributed  in  any  way  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation 
during  the  last  year.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  school  nursing  service 
since  September  1st. 

The  annual  school  physicals  of  the  Grammar  Schools 
have  been  completed  and  the  greater  part  of  the  High  School 
group  have  been  done  by  Dr.  Porter. 

Home  visits  have  been  made  to  all  having  defects  re- 
quiring immediate  attention.  The  parents  of  these  children 
have  been  most  cooperative  in  having  the  necessary  correc- 
tions, either  through  clinic  service  or  a  visit  to  their  family 
doctor.  A  high  percentage  of  the  defects  are  dental. 

Due  to  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  in  the  surrounding 
district,  Dr.  Porter  and  I  thought  it  advisable  to  hold  the 
toxoid  clinic  in  November.  One  hundred  and  fifty  children 
were  immunized. 

First  aid  has  been  rendered  whenever  necessary  and 
several  ill  children  have  been  taken  home. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  again  be  associated  with  the 
members  of  the  School  Department  and  I  wish  to  thank 
all  for  their  kindness  and  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service 

1946 


Food  Production  was  of  the  utmost  importance  during 
1946  and  the  main  effort  of  the  Extension  Service  was 
along  this  line.  Through  meetings,  radio,  farm  and  home 
visits,  county  bulletin,  news  releases  and  calls  in  person  and 
by  telephone  at  the  office,  assistance  was  given  to  as  many 
people  as  possible 

Fruit  growers  this  year  were  interested  especially  in 
knowing  more  about  frost  damage  and  its  prevention  and 
the  latest  materials  to  use  in  spraying  to  overcome  insects 
and  diseases.  Because  of  the  wet  season,  there  was  a  severe 
infestation  of  scab  and  growers  required  all  the  assistance 
possible  to  produce  a  good  quality  crop.  Twilight  meetings 
of  interest  to  local  growers  were  held  in  various  parts  of  the 
county.  Information  was  sent  out  to  local  papers  and 
through  town  libraries  as  well  as  over  the  radio  to  help  all 
those  interested  in  home  gardens. 

Three  projects  were  emphasized  to  assist  those  inter- 
ested in  poultry  —  namely,  Better  Use  of  Ranges ;  Brooding 
and  Rearing;  Disease  Control  and  Sanitation. 

Of  interest  to  dairymen,  the  Selective  Breeding  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Herd  Improvement  Association  were  de- 
veloped and  expanded  during  the  year. 

Because  of  the  many  food  shortages  experienced  dur- 
ing the  year,  homemakers  were  given  assistance  to  help 
them  in  problems  in  feeding  their  families  the  right  foods 
essential  to  health  despite  the  shortages.  Demonstrations 
and  illustrated  talks  were  given  on :  When  Meat  is  Scarce ; 
Sugar-Saving  Desserts;  Use  of  Available  Foods;  Oil-Spar- 
ing Salad  Dressings.  Homemakers  were  interested  in  cloth- 
ing renovation  and  Short  Cuts  and  Speed  Tricks  in  clothing 
construction.  Food  preservation  was  the  main  project  fol- 
lowed during  the  summer  to  assist  homemakers  in  the  best 
procedure  to  insure  satisfaction  in  home  canning  and 
preparation  of  foods  for  freezing. 

4-H  Club  work  was  carried  on  in  clothing,  home  fur- 
nishing, canning,  garden,  poultry  and  livestock  projects. 
These  clubs  were  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Sophie  Tier- 
ney,  Mrs.  Duane  McDuffee,  Mrs.  Bernard  Scott,  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam Ryan,  Miss  Florence  Flynn  and  Charles  F.  Maynard. 
Evelyn  Yeutter  carried  on  an  individual  home  furnishing 
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project  and  was  the  county  winner  in  the  National  Koom 
Improvement  Contest.  She  also  participated  in  the  state- 
wide canning  judging  contest  and  exhibit  at  the  State  Col- 
lege. Mrs.  Leslie  Smith  attended  the  Leaders'  Camp  at 
Amherst.  George  Farmer  was  awarded  a  prize  on  his 
garden  in  the  contest  sponsored  by  the  Middlesex  North 
Agricultural  Society.

Due  to  the  lack  of  elected  Cemetery  Commissioners 
during  the  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  served  as  Act- 
ing Commissioners. 

Following  the  war  period  when  labor  for  maintenance 
was  practically  unobtainable  a  good  deal  of  work  was  re- 
quired in  placing  Walton  and  Woodlawn  Cemeteries  again  in 
first  class  condition.  Early  in  the  spring  the  Commission- 
ers appointed  Mr.  Harry  Dow  as  superintendent  in  charge 
of  the  two  cemeteries  and  under  Mr.  Dow's  supervision 
adequate  labor  was  secured  and  employed  to  maintain  the 
grounds  in  the  best  condition  prevailing  for  a  number  of 
years. 

A  new  section  was  developed  in  Woodlawn  along  the 
eastern  boundary,  this  section  measuring  approximately  60 
feet  east  and  west  and  approximately  350  feet  north  and 
south.  The  ground  was  leveled,  disced  and  seeded  and  a 
good  stand  of  grass  had  started  prior  to  the  beginning' of 
winter.  This  new  section  will  provide  an  ample  number  of 
desirable  lots  for  a  number  of  years  ahead.  In  connection 
with  this  development  work  the  weeds  and  underbrush 
along  the  east  fence  were  grubbed  out  and  the  fence  itself 
painted. 

Following  the  war,  equipment  was  also  at  low  ebb  and 
during  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  repair  and  use  to  the 
best  advantage  possible  the  old  lawn  mowers  until  two  new 
ones  became  available  during  the  spring.  Toward  the  close 
of  the  year  two  additional  hand  mowers  were  purchased  in 
readiness  for  next  season,  and  also  with  funds  available  the 
Acting  Commissioners  purchased  a  top  quality,  strongly 
built  25-inch  power  mower  which  will  simplify  and  make 
more  economical  future  caretaking  in  parts  of  both  ceme- 
teries. 

In  1945  due  to  inability  to  provide  adequate  labor  for 
the  cemeteries  no  statements  were  mailed  to  those  lot 
owners  under  annual  care  and  in  years  previous  to  1945  the 
amount  secured  under  annual  care  had  been  comparatively 
small.  The  Acting  Commissioners  during  1946  prepared  a 
new  mailing  list  covering  annual  care  lot  owners,  letters 
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and  statements  were  mailed  to  these  owners,  and  a  very 
gratifying  response  was  received  from  the  public.  These 
annual  care  payments  plus  the  interest  for  perpetual  care 
funds  aid  materially  in  reducing  the  cost  to  the  Town  of 
proper  maintenance. 

A  new  Deed  Book  was  purchased  by  the  Acting  Com- 
missioners and  placed  in  use  in  connection  with  new  lots  of 
which  four  were  sold  during  the  year. 

From  the  two  appropriations  during  1946  totaling 
$2200.00  together  with  annual  care  receipts,  perpetual  care 
interest,  the  Soldiers  Graves  appropriation,  and  other 
miscellaneous  income,  it  was  possible  to  maintain  Walton 
and  Woodlawn  in  excellent  condition  during  1946. 

We  urge  that  this  type  of  maintenance  be  continued 
and  for  1947  recommend  appropriation  as  follows: — 
Cemeteries  $2250.00 
Soldiers  Graves  150.00 

We  also  suggest  for  the  consideration  of  the  Town  a 
nominal  salary  for  the  three  Cemetery  Commissioners 
which  offices  must  be  capably  filled  to  insure  adequate  di- 
rection and  supervision  of  the  cemetery  work.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws, 
and  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  collector  of 
the  town  of  Pepperell  for  the  period  from  May  20,  1945,  the  date  of 
the  previous  examination,  to  March  4,  1946  has  been  made,  the  fol- 
lowing report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  cash  book  was  footed  and  the  recorded  receipts 
were  analyzed  and  checked  with  the  records  of  the  several  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from 
which  money  "was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments 
were  checked  with  the  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  dis- 
burse town  funds. 

The  cash  balance  on  March  4,  1946  was  verified  by  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  de- 
posit and  by  examination  of  savings  bank  books. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  invest- 
ments of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  listed,  the  income  being  proved  and  the  withdrawals 
being  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  tax  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  pre- 
vious examination  and  all  subsequent  commitment  lists  were  audited 
and  reconciled  with  the  warrants  of  the  assessors.  The  payments  to 
the  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer's  books,  the  abatements 
as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  assessors'  record  of  abatements 
granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a 
number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  it  appears  that  the 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 
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Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of 
the  treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  accounts,  as  well  as  tables 
showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment 
funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  several  town  officials  dur- 
ing the  process  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and 
for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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Report  of  the  Finance  Committee 


To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Pepperell. 

The  Finance  Committee  submits,  herewith,  its  recom- 
mendations for  the  year  1947. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  this  Committee,  to  endeavor  to 
keep  the  anticipated  increase  in  the  1947  Tax  Rate  as  low 
as  possible  without  lowering  the  present  standards  of  oper- 
ating the  various  departments  of  the  Town. 

Working  with,  and  receiving  full  cooperation  of  the 
Selectmen  and  all  department  heads  we  have  been  able  to 
reduce  some  of  the  appropriations  originally  asked  for,  by 
approximately  $7,425.00: 

These  reductions,  however,  have  been  offset  by  in- 
creases in  some  departments,  so  that  there  is  a  net  increase 
over  last  year  of  approximately  Eighteen  Thousand  ($18,- 
000.00)  Dollars,  in  the  budget.  This  is  to  be  expected,  how- 
ever, under  the  present  conditions. 

We  anticpiate  only  a  moderate  increase  in  the  Tax  Rate 
in  spite  of  the  increases,  provided  our  recommendations  are 
followed,  and  the  transfers  from  surplus  revenues  are  ap- 
proved by  the  Tax  Commissioner. 

Any  increase  in  the  appropriation  over  that  which  we 
recommend  will  increase  the  Tax  Rate  approximately  33c 
for  every  $1000.00.

Report  of  Selectmen 
For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1947 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  for  1947. 

Organization  of  the  new  Board  took  place  on  Tuesday, 
February  25,  1947,  with  Chester  H.  Waterous  serving  as 
Chairman,  Ray  M.  Newell  and  Leonard  J,  Davis  as  members. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  services  previously  started 
have  been  placed  on  a  more  satisfactory  basis  and  other  im- 
provements have  been  initiated.  Under  the  supervision 
of  Charles  Weston,  contractor,  collection  of  garbage  and 
rubbish  throughout  the  thickly  settled  portions  of  the  Town 
has  been  maintained  on  a  regular  schedule  of  once  weekly 
for  garbage;  twice  monthly  for  rubbish.  Printed  cards 
containing  'rules  and  regulations  covering  this  collection 
service  were  distributed  to  householders  during  the  summer. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Town  Dump  has  been  a 
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continuing  problem  with  respect  to  maintenance.  Starting 
in  July  full  time  supervision  of  the  Town  Dump  has  been 
provided  through  the  services  of  Louis  H.  Melvin.  The 
appearance  and  general  condition  of  the  premises  off  Brook- 
line  and  Boynton  Streets  have  been  vastly  improved  at  only 
nominal  expense  to  the  Town. 

As  a  preliminary  step  toward  assuring  sanitary  con- 
ditions in  restaurants  and  other  eating  and  drinking  estab- 
lishments, a  restaurant  inspection  was  conducted  during 
May  and  June  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health.  Recommendations  and  con- 
structive suggestions  were  furnished  where  needed  to  the 
business  establishments  and  this  program  was  supplemented 
in  September  with  a  three  day  Food  Handlers'  course,  again 
conducted  under  the  direction  and  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health. 

Contracts  were  awarded  for  needed  improvements  and 
repairs  at  the  Tarbell  Street  School  building  now  being  used 
jointly  by  the  American  Legion  and  by  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars.  Necessary  boiler  repairs  were  completed. 
The  front  of  the  building  was  repaired  and  the  porch  rebuilt. 
The  cupola  on  top  of  the  building  was  found  to  be  in  a 
hazardous  condition  and  was  removed.  Following  these 
repairs  the  front  and  two  sides  of  the  building  were  painted 
with  two  coats  and  the  rear  of  the  building  will  receive 
the  second  coat  as  early  in  the  spring  as  weather  permits. 

Complete  renovation  and  a  thorough  cleaning  of  the 
Town  House  was  started  early  in  the  fall  and  much  of  the 
work  has  now  been  completed  under  the  supervision  of  John 
Weston,  janitor  of  the  Town  House.  Double  doors  just 
inside  the  front  entrance  have  been  installed  to  conserve 
fuel  and  make  the  lower  (Town)  hall  more  comfortable 
during  meetings.  The  two  rest  rooms  adjoining  Prescott 
Hall  are  being  painted  and  improved. 

A  good  deal  of  additional  painting  is  needed  at  the  Town 
House  including  redecorating  of  Prescott  Hall,  and  drapes 
or  curtains  on  the  stage  to  replace  present  dilapidated  stage 
scenery.  The  exterior  of  the  building  should  be  painted 
within  the  not  too  distant  future.  A  survey  has  been  made 
through  an  electrical  contractor  as  a  preliminary  step  to- 
ward installing  new  fluorescent  lights  in  the  lower  (Town) 
hall.  As  soon  as  estimates  are  secured  it  will  be  determined 
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whether  it  is  practical  at  the  present  time  to  carry  this, 
work  forward. 

In  the  absence  of  an  adequate  building  or  other  accom- 
modations for  civic  groups,  a  comfortable  room  on  the  lower 
level  of  the  Town  House  opening  from  the  east  piazza  has 
been  made  available  for  use  by  the  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts, 
Brownies  and  Cubs.  This  room  is  heated  three  afternoons 
per  week  with  janitor  service  provided  for  the  convenience 
of  these  worth-while  groups  of  boys  and  girls.  The  large 
coal  stove  employed  in  the  Police  Station  during  the  war- 
time fuel  oil  shortage  was  moved  from  the  Police  Station 
to  this  room  in  the  Town  House  and  has  been  maintained  for 
heating  purposes. 

Because  of  the  extremely  hazardous  fire  condition  pre- 
vailing during  the  latter  part  of  October  a  state  of  emer- 
gency was  declared  by  the  Selectmen  on  October  23,  1947 
and  was  continud  through  October  31,  1947.  During  that 
period  two  drivers  were  maintained  at  the  Foster  Street 
fire  station  on  24  hour  duty  as  a  precaution  to  meet  the 
unusual  fire  hazard. 

It  is  noted  with  much  regret  that  the  end  of  1947  marks 
the  retirement  from  our  Fire  Department  of  2  men  who 
have  given  many  years  of  loyal  service  to  this  vital  de- 
partment of  the  Town.  For  reasons  of  health  Waldo  F. 
Parker  resigned  as  of  December  31st  after  25  years  in  the 
department,  8  years  as  Fire  Chief.  Marlton  E.  Twichell 
has  likewise  found  it  necessary  to  resign  from  the  depart- 
ment after  a  period  of  30  years  service,  20  of  them  as 
Treasurer  of  Engine  Company,  No.  1.  At  the  time  of  his 
resignation,  Mr.  Twichell  was  the  oldest  man  on  the  force  in 
years  of  service.  Our  sincere  thanks  are  extended  to  these 
two  men  in  particular  and  to  all  others  in  the  department 
who  maintain  fire  protection  for  the  Town. 

A  close  and  cordial  relationship  has  been  continued  with 
the  several  State  and  County  departments  with  jurisdiction 
over  Town  affairs.  Much  assistance  has  been  rendered  by 
the  personnel  in  the  office  of  Commissioner  Henry  F.  Long ; 
also  by  members  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  and  Department  of  Public  Safety. 
During  the  year  a  number  of  conferences  have  been  held 
by  the  Board  at  the  several  State  offices  in  Boston  and  like- 
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wise  at  the  County  Commissioner's  office  in  East  Cam- 
bridge. 

Negotiations  were  instituted  with  Boston  &  Maine  Rail- 
road toward-  acquisition  by  the  Town  of  three  parcels  of 
land  owned  by  the  Railroad  and  needed  by  the  Town.  These 
tracts  include  land  extending  from  Groton  Street  to  the 
Police  Stational,  an  additional  strip  parallelling  the  Railroad 
right  of  way  through  Railroad  Square,  and  a  small  triangle 
at  the  intersection  of  Lowell  Street  and  the  Boston  & 
Maine  tracks.  Further  discussion  will  be  started  shortly 
with  officials  of  the  Railroad  toward  final  purchase  of  this 
land  by  the  Town. 

During  the  year  the  services  of  Mrs.  Laura  Saunders 
as  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  were  continued  with 
the  following  hours  in  effect.

During  these  hours  the  Selectmen's  office  in  the  Town  House 
is  open  for  the  convenience  of  the  townspeople.    Calls  for 
information  or  on  other  Town  business  including  items  for 
the  District  Nurse  may  be  made  to  Pepperell  433. 

The  regular  meeting  night  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
is  Tuesday  at  7:30  p.m.  and  all  residents  of  the  Town  are 
welcome  to  appear  before  any  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  several  elective  officers  and  also  appointed  boards 
and  committees  have  functioned  throughout  the  year  with 
gratifying  harmony  and  complete  co-operation.  The  Board 
extends  at  this  time  its  sincere  thanks  to  those  other  offi- 
cers, boards,  and  committees  who  have  assisted  us  so  ma- 
terially throughout  the  year  in  carrying  forward  matters 
under  their  respective  jurisdiction. 

As  a  matter  of  interest  the  following  table  is  presented 
to  indicate  the  record  of  Pepperell  on  tax  rates  during  the 
past  five  years.

Only  through  careful  planning  and  through  the  full 
co-operation  of  all  departments  within  the  Town  has  it 
been  possible  to  avoid  considerably  higher  taxes  in  the 
face  of  current  increases,  many  of  them  substantial,  in 
the  cost  of  all  items  and  services. 
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The  daily  duties  of  the  members  of  the  Board  continue 
to  be  varied  and  interesting.  These  duties  range  in  scope 
from  the  honor  of  pitching  the  first  baseball  at  the  opening 
of  the  season  to  the  occasional  necessity  of  helping  to  push 
back  the  Town  Dump  or  rendering  assistance  on  garbage 
and  rubbish  collections.  To  the  great  majority  of  citizens 
who  have  been  considerate  and  understanding  in  the  Board's 
efforts  to  perform  their  duties,  we  extend  our  cordial  ap- 
preciation. Constructive  suggestions  are  welcome  at  all 
times.

The  annual  pre-school  clinic  was  held  in  May  with  Dr. 
Porter  examining  the  children.  Well  child  conferences  were 
held  every  other  month,  Doctors  Porter  and  Graves  alter- 
nating. These  were  well  attended  and  have  proved  to  be 
of  benefit  to  the  mothers  as  Miss  King,  State  Nutritionist, 
spends  considerable  time  explaining  diets  to  them.  The 
Nurse  Board  members  have  transported  the  mothers. 

A  toxoid  clinic  was  held  January  7th  and  75  children 
were  immunized. 

Two  children  were  placed  at  Walter  Fernald  School  for 
special  training. 

A  total  of  620  persons  had  chest  x-rays.  495  of  these 
were  done  at  the  factories  and  67  at  High  School.  This  was 
made  possible  through  Xmas  Seal  sales.  58  went  to  clinics, 
either  at  Waltham  or  Ayer. 

Appointments  were  made  at  Crippled  Children's  Clinics 
for  children  with  speech  and  orthopedic  defects.  One  pa- 
tient was  taken  to  Gardner  for  observation.

The  Committee  discussed  the  suggestions  received  for 
the  following  types  of  projects  for  a  War  Memorial: 

Part  1.    A  Permanent  Honor  Roll  listing  the  names  of 

all  the  World  War  II  veterans,  and  erecting  this 

plaque  in  a  suitable  place. 
Part  2.    A  Living  Memorial  in  the  form  of  one  of  the 

following  suggestions: 

1.  Construct  swimming  pool.  Scheme  1 — Artificial 
pool.   Scheme  2 — Natural  pool  in  Nissitissit  River. 

2.  Community  Center  for  the  young  people. 

3.  Children's  Reading  Room  in  Library  Building. 

4.  Prescott  Hall  Renovation  as  a  Memorial  Hall. 

5.  Entire  Town  Hall  Renovation — new  Town  Offices — 
Rooms  for  different  groups — Larger  hall  for  meet- 
ings, etc. 

6.  Playground  development  as  a  Memorial  Playground. 

7.  Railroad  Square  development. 

8.  Electrically  operated  carillonic  bells  (chimes) . 

It  was  decided  that  because  of  high  construction  costs 
and  scarcity  of  materials  it  is  impractical  to  submit  any 
plans  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1948  for  a  Living 
Memorial  as  listed  in  Part  2. 

The  Committee,  however,  unanimously  agreed  that 
prompt  action  should  be  taken  in  erecting  a  suitable  Perma- 
nent Honor  Roll,  and  with  this  objective  in  mind,  the  Com- 
mittee interviewed  five  monument  manufacturing  compan- 
ies, and  received  estimates  on  several  projects  ranging  from 
adding  a  new  World  War  II  plaque  to  the  present  Memorial, 
to  erecting  an  entirely  new  Monument  with  the  names  of  the 
World  War  II  veterans  engraved  on  it. 


After  duly  considering 'all  these  projects,  the  Committee 
is  recommending  a  new  plaque  listing  all  the  names  of  the 
World  War  II  Veterans  to  be  added  to  the  eastern  side  of 
the  existing  monument  where  the  Pepperell  Seal  is  now 
located,  and  move  the  Pepperell  Seal  (redesigned)  down  to 
the  stone  steps  at  the  foot  of  the  monument,  —  also  includ- 
ing reconditioning  the  present  monument. 

The  cost  of  the  project  will  be  within  $2500.00. 

The  account  on  the  town  books  known  as  the  Perman- 
ent Honor  Roll  and  War  Memorial  Fund,  for  the  purpose  of 
accepting  any  contributions,  which  was  set  up  by  the  Se- 
lectmen so  that  any  contributions  received  by  the  Town  may 
be  earmarked  for  this  purpose  has  a  balance  of  $80.75  as  of 
December  31,  1947. 

The  Committee  is  submitting  an  article  to  the  Town 
Meeting  as  follows: 

To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  from 
surplus  revenue  a  sum  not  exceeding  $2500  to  add  A  Perma- 
nent Honor  Roll  in  the  form  of  a  bronze  plaque,  containing 
the  names  of  all  the  World  War  II  veterans  on  the  eastern 
side  of  the  existing  monument  located  on  Town  Common. 
This  sum  also  includes  the  reconditioning  of  the  existing 
monument  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.

RECORDING  OF  BIRTHS 


Births  occurring  late  in  the  year  are  sometimes  re- 
corded without  the  Christian  name.  In  all  such  cases 
parents  should  return  the  name  to  the  Town  Clerk  as  soon 
as  it  is  selected  in  order  that  it  may  be  entered  upon  the 
town  books,  as  an  incompleteness  of  the  records  may  in- 
volve much  trouble  in  the  future. 

Read  the  Law 

Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a  child, 
and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth  in 
its  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk 
of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born.  General  Laws, 
Chapter  46,  Section  6. 

Why  Births  Should  Be  Recorded 

There  is  hardly  a  relation  of  life  —  social,  legal  or  eco- 
nomic—  in  which  the  evidence  furnished  by  an  accurate  regis- 
tration of  births  may  not  prove  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  value, 
not  only  to  the  individual,  but  also  to  the  public  at  large.  It  is 
not  only  an  act  of  civilization  to  register  birth  certificates  but 
good  business,  for  they  are  frequently  used  in  many  practical 
ways,  some  of  which  are  listed  below: 

(1)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  age  and  legitimacy  of  heirs: 

(2)  As  proof  of  age  to  determine  the  validity  of  a  contract 
entered  into  by  an  alleged  minor; 
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(3)  As  evidence  to  establish  age  and  proof  of  citizenship 
and  descent  in  order  to  vote; 

(4)  As  evidence  to  estalblish  the  right  of  admission  to  the 
professions  and  to  many  public  offices; 

(5)  As  evidence  of  legal  age  to  marry; 

(6)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  claims  of  widows  and 
orphans  under  the  widows'  and  orphans'  pension  law; 

(7)  As  evidence  to  determine  the  liability  of  parents  for 
the  debts  of  a  minor; 

(8)  As  evidence  in  the  administration  of  estates,  the  settle- 
ment of  insurance  and  pensions; 

(9)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  irresponsibility  of  children 
under  legal  age  for  crime  and  misdemeanor,  and  various  other 
matters  in  the  criminal  code. 

(10)  As  evidence  in  the  enforcement  of  law  relating  to 
education  and  to  child  labor; 

(11)  As  evidence  to  determine  the  relations  of  guardians 
and  wards; 

(12)  As  proof  of  citizenship  in  order  to  obtain  a  passport; 

(13)  As  evidence  in  the  claim  for  exemption  from  or  the 
right  to  jury  and  military  service.

DEATHS  —  (Continued) 
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Attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  following  extracts 
from  the  General  Laws. 


GENERAL  LAWS,  CHAPTER  46 
Extracts  from  Sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  6  and  8 
Section  1.    Each  city  and  town  Clerk  shall  receive  or 
obtain  and  record  *  *  *  facts  relative  to  births  *  *  *  in  his 
city  or  town. 

Section  3.  Every  physician  or  medical  officer  regis- 
tered shall  keep  a  record  of  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases 
of  which  he  was  in  charge  and  ***shall,  within  fifteen 
days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  regis- 
trar of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred  a  report  *  *  *  If 
the  child  is  illigitimate,  the  name  and  other  facts  relating 
to  the  father  shall  not  be  stated  except  at  the  request  in 
writing  of  both  father  and  mother  filed  *  *  *  Upon  pre- 
sentation to  him  of  a  certificate  of  the  town  clerk  stating 
that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the  town  treas- 
urer shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  officer  a  fee  of  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  *  *  *  A  physician  or 
any  such  officer  violating  any  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  4.  A  member  or  servant  of  a  family  in  which 
a  child  is  born,  having  knowledge  of  the  facts  required  *  *  * 
shall  furnish  the  same  upon  request  of  the  clerk  of  the 
town  *  *  *  or  of  any  person  authorized  by  him.  (Penalty 
for  refusal  not  more  than  ten  dollars.) 

Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth 
of  a  child,  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after 
a  birth  in  his  house  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given 
to  the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born. 

Section  8.  (Penalty  for  neglect  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  6,  not  more  than  five  dollars.) 

GENERAL  LAWS,  CHAPTER  207 
Section  36.  If  a  marriage  is  solemnized  in  another 
state  between  parties  living  in  this  Commonwealth,  who 
return  to  dwell  here,  they  shall  within  seven  days  after  their 
return  file  with  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  town  where  either 
of  them  lived  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a  certificate 
or  declaration  of  their  marriage,  including  the  facts  re- 
quired in  a  notice  of  intention  of  marriage. 

Section  55.  Whoever  violates  Section  36  shall  forfeit 
ten  dollars. 
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The  Town  Clerk  hereby  gives  notice  that  he  is  prepared 
to  furnish  parents,  householders,  physicians,  and  registered 
hospital  medical  officers  applying  therefor  with  blanks  for 
return  of  births  as  required  by  law.

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DOGS  MUST  BE  LICENSED  ON  OR  BEFORE 
MARCH  31 

Or  the  Owners  or  Keepers  Thereof  Are  Liable  to  a  Fine 

BRIEF  EXTRACTS  OF  THE  DOG  LAWS 

The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  clog  which  is  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  March  31st,  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for 
one  year  from  April  1st  following  if  the  dog  is  kept  in  Bos- 
ton, in  the  office  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  or  if  in  any 
other  town  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  thereof.  The  owner  or 
keeper  of  a  licensed  dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its 
neck  or  body  a  collar  or  harness  of  leather  or  other  suitable 
material  to  which  shall  be  attached  a  tag  upon  which  shall 
appear  the  license  number,  the  name  of  the  town  and  the 
year  of  issue.  If  any  such  tag  is  lost  the  owner  or  keeper 
shall  forthwith  secure  a  substitute  tag  from  the  town  or  city 
clerk;  Any  person  may  bring  from  another  state  any  dog 
licensed  under  the  laws  thereof  and  keep  such  dog  in  this 
commonwealth  not  exceeding  30  days,  without  licensing. 

A  person  who  after  April  first  in  any  year  becomes  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  not  duly  licensed,  and  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  when  it  becomes  three  months  old 
after  March  thirty-first  in  any  year,  shall  cause  it  to  be  reg- 
istered, numbered,  described,  licensed,  collared  or  harnessed 
and  tagged  as  required  by  section  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven.  A  person  who  after  April  first  in  any  year  becomes 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  duly  licensed  in  the 
town  where  kept  shall  forthwith  give  notice  in  writing  to 
the  clerk  of  such  town  or  if  kept  in  Boston,  to  the  Police 
Commissioner,  that  he  has  become  such  owner  or  keeper, 
and  said  clerk  or  said  police  commissioner,  as  the  case  may 
be  shall  change  the  record  of  such  license  to  show  the  name 
and  address  of  the  new  owner  or  keeper. 

The  fee  for  every  license  (except  as  otherwise  provid- 
ed) shall  be  $2.00  for  a  male  dog  and  $5.00  for  a  female.  If 
a  female  dog  has  been  spayed,  such  dog  can  be  licensed  for 
$2.00  providing  a  proper  certificate  from  a  registered  veter- 
inarian is  filed  with  the  clerk. 

Whosoever  violates  the  provisions  of  the  dog  law  shall 
be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $15.00. 

The"  Board  of  Health  is  required  to  furnish  anti-rabic 
vaccine  free  of  charge,  and  treatment  of  persons. 
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A  dog  license  in  valid  throughout  the  state.  In  case  of 
permanent  removal  to  another  town,  the  dog  must  be  li- 
censed within  thirty  days  in  such  town. 

The  assessors  shall  annually  take  a  list  of  all  owners  or 
keepers  of  dogs.  An  owner  or  keeper  who  gives  false  infor- 
mation to  assessors  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10. 

The  Mayor  and  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  one 
or  more  dog  officers.  Such  officers  may  also  be  appointed 
by  the  County  Commissioners. 

The  Mayor  and  Selectmen  shall  between  June  1  and  10 
issue  a  warrant  to  such  dog  officers  directing  them  to  seek 
out,  catch  and  confine  all  unlicensed  dogs  and  prosecute  com- 
plaints against  the  owners  or  keepers,  and  shall  kill  all  such 
dogs  after  being  confined  for  six  days.  Dog  officers  failing 
to  comply  with  the  warrant  shall  be  removed. 

Cropping  or  cutting  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  ears 
of  dogs  is  forbidden. 

KENNEL  LICENSE  , 

Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  kennel  may*  apply  for  a  license 
in  the  town  where  the  kennel  is  located.  Such  license  shall 
be  in  lieu  of  any  other  license  while  said  dog  is  kept  in  such 
kennel.  Such  owner  or  keeper  shall  cause  each  dog  so  kept 
to  wear,  while  it  is  at  large,  a  collar  or  harness  of  leather  or 
some  suitable  material  to  which  shall  be  attached  a  tag 
showing  tne  number  of  the  kennel  license,  the  name  of  the 
town  and  year.  These  tags  are  to  be  furnished  by  the  town 
clerk  where  the  kennel  is  licensed.  The  fee  for  each  kennel 
license  shall  be  $25.00  if  not  more  than  ten  dogs  are  kept  and 
$50.00  if  more  than  ten.  Dogs  under  six  months  of  age 
shall  not  be  included  in  the  number  of  dogs  kept.  Holders  of 
kennel  licenses  may  operate  a  boarding  kennel.  The  name 
and  address  of  every  owner  of  such  dog  shall  be  kept  avail- 
able for  inspection. 

Every  holder  of  a  kennel  license,  on  delivery  of  an  un- 
licensed dog  shall  attach  to  such  dog  a  collar  or  harness 
which  shall  carry  a  tag  marked  with  the  name  and  address 
of  the  kennel  licensee,  and  a  number  to  be  recorded;  and 
shall  aLo  furnish  to  the  owner  or  keeper  of  the  dog  a  certifi- 
cate, bearing  the  same  number  and  description,  date  of  pur- 
chase, which,  with  the  tag,  shall  be  a  legal  substitute  for  a 
license  for  two  weeks  only.  The  purchaser  shall  within  tw.o 
weeks,  either  return  the  dog  to  the  kennel  with  the  collar, 
harness,  tag  and  certificate  or  return  to  the  kennel  said  tag 
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with  a  certificate  from  the  city  or  town  clerk  certifying  that 
the  dog  has  been  licensed.  If  a  purchaser  of  a  dog  fails  to 
comply  with  the  foregoing  the  owner  of  the  kennel  shall 
notify  the  city  or  town  clerk.  Kennels  are  liable  to  inspec- 
tion to  see  if  they  are  maintained  in  a  sanitary  and  humane 
condition.

Under  Article  20.  Town  Meeting  of  February  1947  re- 
lating to  extending  the  Water  Main  on  Townsend  Street 
and  including  part  of  Willow  Street. 

Requests  for  bids  on  this  extension  were  advertised 
in  the  Pepperell  Free  Press  and  Turners  Public  Spirit  pa- 
pers, and  were  mailed  to  fourteen  different  contractors. 

Bids  were  closed  August  15,  1947.  We  received  three 
bids  for  this  extension  as  follows:  $3,450,  $3,700  and  $4,441. 
None  being  within  the  amount  allocated  for  this  exten- 
sion of  $2,950,  the  bids  could  not  be  accepted. 

Under  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  a  Special  Town  meet- 
ing in  regards  to  replacing  water  main  on  Tucker  Avenue. 
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Requests  for  bids  were  advertised  in  the  Pepperell  Free 
Press  and  Turners  Public  Spirit,  and  were  mailed  to  four- 
teen different  contractors.  Bids  were  closed  October  22, 
1947.  We  received  two  bids  on  this  replacement,  one  of 
which  was  under  the  amount  allocated;  $5,600.  Due  to  the 
fact  that  the  contractor  who  made  this  bid  was  unable 
to  obtain  the  pipe  by  October  31,  1947,  and  could  not 
guarantee  when  he  could  obtain  the  pipe,  this  bid  was  not 
accepted. 

The  other  bid  we  received  was  above  the  amount  al- 
located for  this  replacement  and  delivery  of  pipe  could 
not  be  made  before  May,  1948.  This  bid,  being  over  the 
amount  allocated,  was  not  accepted. 

Fay,  Spofford  and  Thorndike,  Engineers  of  Boston, 
Mass.,  submitted  their  proposal  for  an  investigation  and 
recommendations  for  improvement  and  expansion  of  the 
water  system.  The  cost  of  this  report  would  be  $4,500.00, 
also  the  Town  would  be  required  to  furnish  two  men  when- 
ever they  needed  them,  and  to  furnish  materials  required 
in  the  investigation. 

The  expense  was  more  than  the  $500.00  allocated  and 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Water  Commissioners,  more  than 
the  town  should  pay  for  a  survey  and  recommendations. 
The  Water  Board  voted  to  invite  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Finance  Board  to  form  a  committee  to  formulate 
plans  for  further  improvements  and  extension  of  the  water 
system,  to  be  presented  to  the  voters  of  the  town  for  their 
decision  at  a  future  town  meeting.

The  Trustees  of  the  Lawrence  Memorial  Library  feel 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1947,  was  most  successful 
from  the  standpoint  of  achievement. 

A  gift  of  a  new  semi-circular  desk  through  the  courtesy 
of  the  State  Division  of  Public  Libraries  was  accepted  and 
placed  in  the  most  advantageous  spot  in  the  Library.  Be- 
fore the  desk  could  be  installed,  it  was  necessary  for  some 
extensive  repairs  to  be  made  in  the  entrance  to  the  stack 
room  such  as  removing  the  old  permanent  desk  and  finish- 
ing off  the  job  so  as  to  still  be  in  keeping  with  the  general 
architectural  design  of  the  library-  We  believe  all  will  agree 
that  the  desk  is  indeed  an  improvement  to  the  library,  not 
to  mention  the  added  convenience  for  all  concerned  includ- 
ing the  librarians. 

After  the  desk  was  placed  it  was  found  that  due  to 
the  present  lighting  arrangements  a  desk  lamp  was  needed 
and  this  was  purchased  and  installed.

Since  the  purchase  and  installation  of  the  oil  burner 
last  fall,  the  librarians  as  well  as  Mr.  Gray,  the  janitor, 
have  done  everything  possible  to  conserve  fuel  but  still 
maintain  suitable  temperature  in  the  library  for  the  com- 
fort of  the  public.  One  step  taken  in  the  fuel  conservation 
program  by  the  Trustees  was  the  closing  off  of  the  large 
west  trophy  room  that  is  not  used  extensively  in  the  winter. 

Another  large  step  just  taken  that  will  help  in  the 
drive  to  save  fuel  was  the  installation  of  the  storm  door 
at  the  entrance.  Considerable  improvement  has  already  been 
noted  by  construction  of  this  last  project. 

Out  of  our  regular  budget,  salary  adjustments  went 
into  effect  the  last  half  of  1946  to  the  head  librarian,  Miss 
Wiley,  the  assistant  librarian,  Mrs.  Tower,  and  the  janitor, 
Mr.  Gray.  The  increases  were  the  first  any  of  these  loyal 
and  faithful  employees  had  received  for  many  years. 

We  are  in  hopes  that  in  the  near  future  we  can  work 
out  some  arrangement  for  an  attractive  children's  room. 
When  this  goal  is  attained  we  will  then  feel  our  library 
will  be  equal  to  other  libraries  in  towns  of  the  same  size. 

After  carefully  studying  over  our  budget  for  1948, 
it  was  decided  not  to  ask  for  an  increase  from  the  town 
over  the  original  appropriation  of  $1,800.00  that  was  given 
us  last  year.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Pepperell: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  of  the 
administration  of  the  School  Department. 

It  has  been  said  by  competent  authority  that  the  money 
used  for  education  is  not  an  expense  but  an  investment. 
Undoubtedly  many  will  disagree  with  this  statement  but 
I  think  that  all  of  us  will  admit  that  we  are  investing  in 
the  future  of  our  Government  through  the  expenditures 
for  education.  It  is  probable  that  most  of  us  will  admit  that 
of  necessity  we  must  continue  to  improve  our  educational 
systems  in  order  for  this  nation  to  survive  the  political  war 
now  in  progress.  Whether  education  be  considered  an  ex- 
pense or  an  investment  the  cost  to  the  taxpayer  is  increasing. 

Let  us  consider  the  situation  with  which  we  are  faced 
here  in  Pepperell.  The  school  population  is  increasing  and 
our  facilities  are  not  adequate  to  take  care  of  the  present 
elementary  grades.  Due  to  the  size  of  the  classes  at  the 
Clara  M.  Shattuck  School,  all  of  which  are  well  over  forty 
and  some  over  fifty,  some  remedy  of  the  situation  must 
be  found  at  once.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  to  reduce  the 
ratio  of  the  number  of  pupils  per  teacher  in  order  to  pro- 
vide adequate  instruction.  Classes  should  not  be  larger 
than  thirty-five  per  teacher  and  it  would  be  much  better 
if  there  are  thirty  pupils  per  teacher. 

There  are  several  ways  of  solving  the  problem,  one  is 
to  remodel  the  Clara  M.  Shattuck  School.  This  would  in- 
clude the  installation  of  a  new  heating  system  which  is  so 
badly  needed  and  provide  additional  class  rooms,  also  make 
available  room  in  the  basement  for  domestic  science,  cafe- 
teria, and  manual  training.  Another  possibility  would  be 
to  double  the  size  of  the  Groton  Street  School  and  a  third 
solution,  build  a  new  building.  In  order  to  arrive  at  a  prac- 
tical answer  to  the  solution  it  is  necessary  that  we  have 
some  preliminary  sketches  and  estimates  on  each  of  the 
above  mentioned  possibilities. 

In  order  to  relieve  the  crowded  condition  at  the  Clara 
M.  Shattuck  School  we  divided  one  of  the  class  rooms  on  the 
second  floor  and  have  assigned  seventeen  of  the  third  grade 
pupils  to  Mrs.  Ramsey  and  fifteen  of  the  first  grade  pupils 
to  Miss  Sanford  in  the  morning  and  about  the  same  number 
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of  second  grade  pupils  to  Miss  Sanford  in  the  afternoon. 
While  this  arrangement  is  not  satisfactory,  it  was  the  best 
we  could  do  under  the  circumstances.  It  is  probable  that 
we  will  have  to  divide  another  room  unless  additional  space 
is  provided  by  the  opening  of  school  in  September.  The  only 
other  solution  would  be  to  run  double  sessions  and  this 
would  be  a  very  expensive  method  for  caring  for  the  situation 
as  we  would  practically  double  our  transportation  costs  as 
well  as  our  instruction  costs.  Double  sessions  are  very  in- 
advisable, especially  for  the  elementary  grades  as  it  dis- 
rupts the  entire  day  for  the  whole  family  and  makes  it  al- 
together too  long  a  day  as  the  school  would  have  to  be  op- 
erated from  eight  in  the  morning  until  five  in  the  afternoon. 
I,  personally,  am  very  much  opposed  to  double  sessions. 

The  budget  for  1948  of  necessity  shows  ah  increase 
over  last  year.  It  has  been  necessary  to  revise  our  salary 
schedule  and  to  provide  for  the  increased  costs  in  all  text 
books,  supplies  and  fuel.  However,  the  town  is  fortunate  in 
that  we  have  received  a  new  reimbursement  from  the  State 
on  the  cost  of  transportation  in  the  amount  of  $4,800.00. 
This  reimbursement,  together  with  our  other  reimburse- 
ments, very  materially  reduced  the  actual  costs  to  the  town. 

The  reports  of  the  Principals  of  the  several  schools 
cover  the  detailed  changes  in  organization  and  personnel 
during  the  past  year.  You  are  urged  to  read  these  indi- 
vidual reports. 

During  the  past  year,  under  separate  appropriations, 
we  have  been  able 'to  make  some  very  necessary  repairs  on 
the  Groton  Street  School  and  have  reinstalled  an  entirely  new 
oil  burner  at  the  High  School.  It  is  very  essential  that  the 
repairs  on  the  buildings  be  kept  up  from  year  to  year  rather 
than  making  it  necessary  to  expend  such  large  sums  in  one 
year.  Regardless  of  whether  or  not  the  Clara  M.  Shattuck 
School  is  remodeled  it  is  essential  that  adequate  lights  be 
installed  and  a  new  heating  system  be  installed  to  take  the 
place  of  the  present  six  hot-air  heaters. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  particularly  thank 
the  members  of  the  faculty  for  their  loyalty  and'  efforts 
during  the  past  year.  The  co-operation  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee and  the  citizens  has  been  splendid  during  the  past 
year  and  it  has  been  a  real  pleasure  to  have  worked  with  you.

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Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School

Dear  Sir : 

The  three  new  members  of  our  faculty  are  working  well 
into  the  system.  Mr.  Robert  Patch,  our  new  sub-master  is 
doing  a  good  job  as  coach  and  an  excellent  job  as  teacher  of 
science  and  mathematics,  although  hampered  by  over  large 
classes.  Miss  Madeleine  Richard  has  made  herself  popular 
as  teacher  of  social  studies,  girls'  coach,  and  advisor  to  the 
Pro  Merito  Society  which  is  benefiting  from  her  extensive 
experience  in  public  speaking.  Miss  Clare  Carrigan,  head 
of  the  Commercial  Department,  is  doing  a  fine  job  in  keeping 
up  the  high  standards  of  her  department.  This  year  the 
principal  has  given  most  of  his  time  to  supervision  which 
seems  necessary  in  a  school  of  this  size  but  the  result  has 
been  too  many  classes  and  too  large  classes  for  the  teachers 
and  too  few  classes  for  the  pupils.  A  school  with  this  en- 
rollment requires  the  services  of  nine  full  time  teachers. 
The  appointment  of  Mr.  Robert  Thomas  to  take  effect  after 
mid-years  should  make  it  possible  for  the  teachers  to  give 
a  little  more  individual  instruction  than  is  now  possible  in 
oversized  classes  as  well  as  to  do  away  with  the  double  study 
hall. 

This  year  the  town  is  financing  our  athletic  programs 
for  the  first  time,  which  will  necessitate  a  larger  budget 
but  make  very  little  difference  to  the  taxpayers  as  the  pro- 
ceeds of  our  basketball  games  going  back  into  the  town 
treasury  should  nearly  pay  the  cost  of  the  program  and  the 
public  will  not  be  bothered  by  drives  to  make  up  the  differ- 
ence. 

My  first  Latin  teacher  told  us  that  the  chief  value  of 
Latin  was  teaching  a  pupil  to  work.  Isn't  this  one  of  the 
chief  values  of  any  high  school  course  ?  Many  of  the  facts 
we  learn  in  school  are  soon  forgotten  but  the  habits  we 
acquire  there  long  endure.  Exclusive  of  lunch  time  a  pupil 
spends  only  five  hours  a  day  at  high  school.  He.  is  expected 
to  spend  another  two  hours  on  home  work.  Slow  pupils  will 
need  more  time  as  will  any  pupil  taking  five  or  more  sub- 
jects. Seven  or  eight  hours  a  day  are  a  far  cry  from  the 
hours  our  grandparents  spent  at  that  age  in  shop  or  on  the 
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farm.  The  school  committee  has  asked  all  pupils  failing  in 
their  subjects  to  spend  another  half  hour  after  school  for 
special  help.  We  are  doing  all  we  can  to  prevent  the  failure 
of  any  pupil  but  the  toleration  of  haphazard  work  is  a  poor 
preparation  for  life.  I  realize  that  many  of  our  pupils  are 
working  long  hours  after  school  but  when  the  job  interferes 
with  the  schooling  or  the  schooling  interferes  with  the  job 
it  is  time  to  give  one  up.  What  is  worth  doing  is  worth 
doing  well.  You  cannot  have  your  cake  and  eat  it  too. 

Last  spring  I  had  personal  conferences  with  every 
pupil  to  assist  in  a  wise  selection  of  courses.  In  many  cases 
the  courses  selected  were  satisfactory  neither  to  me  nor  to 
the  pupil  due  in  part  to  a  poor  selection  in  earlier  years  and 
in  part  to  the  limited  number  of  courses  a  small  school  can 
offer.

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Report  of  the  Principal  of  Shattuck  School 


The  following  is  a  brief  report  of  school  activities  for 
the  past  year: 

The  biggest  problem  we  have  had  this  year  is  that  of 
accommodating  the  large  number  of  pupils  we  have.  Lack 
of  space  has  increased  the  load  of  teachers  far  beyond  a 
point  that  makes  for  good  teaching,  and  leaves  no  room  for 
individual  instruction.  More  space  and  teachers  are  an 
immediate  need,  for  the  census  figures  for  next  year  show 
.  that  there  will  be  a  large  increase  over  the  figures  of  this 
year. 

We  were  glad  to  have  Mrs.  Wright  back  with  us  in 
November,  after  a  year's  absence.  Mrs.  Sidney  Mason  did 
a  very  good  job  as  substitute  for  her  during  the  months 
of  September  and  October. 

Attention  may  well  be  called  to  the  inadequate  play- 
ground space  we  have  here.  More  space  is  needed  for  the 
ever  increasing  number  of  pupils  who  are  attending  this 
school.  Some  improvement  may  be  noted  if  an  expenditure 
of  money  is  made  on  the  improvement  of  the  grounds  we 
already  have.   Cleaning  and  grading  would  be  of.some  help. 

The  school  participated  in  Junior  Red  Cross  activities 
to  the  extent  of  a  membership  drive,  and  filling  of  boxes 
for  shipment  overseas  for  children  at  Christmas. 

Eyes  were  examined  by  the  teachers  as  prescribed  by 
law,  early  in  September,  and  notices  of  defects  sent  home 
to  the  parents.  Ears  were  examined  by  Mrs.  Dee  by  means 
of  an  audiometer  machine,  and  a  larger  percentage  of  pupils 
were  found  hard  of  hearing  than  usual.  Loud  radio  pro- 
grams may  be  the  answer  to  this. 

Dr.  Porter  and  Mrs.  Dee  have  made  their  usual  good 
examinations  of  the  school  pupils. 

John  "F.  Cullman  has  done  a  very  fine  job  as  janitor 
since  he  took  over  the  job  during  the  summer. 

The  lunch  room  is  in  operation,  sponsored  by  the  Par- 
ent-Teachers' Association. 

Thanks  to  a  material  interest,  the  building  is  in  good 
repair,  and  has  had  paint  on  several  ceilings,  and  repairs  to 
the  roof  to  stop  leaks.

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Report  of  the  Groton  Street  School  Principal 


The  large  entering  class  in  the  fall  necessitated  the 
opening  of  the  spare  room  and  the  services  of  another  teach- 
er were  required. 

Six  first  grade  bus  pupils  and  six  sixth  grade  pupils 
were  transferred  from  the  Shattuck  School.   The  first  and 

sixth  grades  have  separate  rooms  leaving  grades  two  and 
three  combined,  also  grades  four  and  five. 

The  teachers  remain  as  a  year  ago  with  the  addition 
of  Mrs.  Whalon  who  had  previously  taught  in  this  system 
for  quite  a  few  years. 

Physical  examinations  of  children  were  carried  on  in 
the  fall  by  Dr.  Porter  and  the  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Dee. 

The  Mothers'  Club  has  continued  to  sponsor  penny  milk. 
The  price  of  milk  having  gone  up,  the  children  are  now 
paying  eighteen  cents  a  week. 

Gift  boxes  containing  health  and  educational  articles 
were  filled  for  Junior  Red  Cross.  Most  of  the  children  were 
enrolled  in  this  organization. 

Many  needed  repairs  were  made  both  inside  and  out 
of  the  building  during  the  summer.  The  plumbing  in  the 
boys'  basement  was  certainly  a  big  improvement  over  the 
old  unsanitary  system. 

Colonel  Stephenson  is  a  keen  observer  as  to  the  needs 
of  the  building  and  school  as  a  whole  and  much  credit  is 
due  him.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 


Col.  Charles  Stephenson, 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  School  Nursing  Service 
for  1947. 

During  January,  Dr.  Porter  and  I  completed  the  toxoid 
clinic  immunizing  75  pupils  against  diphtheria. 

There  were  several  cases  of  chicken  pox  during  the 
year  and  the  usual  number  of  colds  and  intestinal  grippe 
but  no  severe  epidemics. 

Two  children  were  admitted  to  Walter  E.  Fernald 
School  for  special  training.  This  was  made  possible  through 
the  services  of  Mr.  Kirby  of  the  Society  for  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children. 

Home  visits  were  made  to  the  two  handicapped  chil- 
dren who  are  unable  to  attend  school.  Appointments  were 
made  at  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  clinic  for  one  of 
them. 

During  May  the  Sophomores  and  Seniors  at  High  School 
and  all  members  of  the  teaching  staff  were  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  have  chest  x-rays.  Sixty-seven  persons  responded. 
This  service  was  made  possible  as  a  result  of  the  sale  of 
Xmas  seals. 

May  13-15,  Dr.  Porter  examined  the  children  who  were 
to  enter  school.  Since  their  parents  were  present  at  the 
examination,  most  of  the  remedial  defects  were  corrected 
before  school  opened  in  September. 

The  services  of  Crippled  Children  Clinic  at  St.  John's 
Hospital  in  Lowell,  which  includes  orthopedic  and  speech 
defects,  have  been  used  whenever  necessary. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  John  Shugert,  the  Sal- 
vation Army  Fund  has  helped  pay  for  school  lunches  and 
for  tonsil  operations. 

Home  visits  were  made  to  20  retarded  children.  Social, 
economic  and  environmental  histories  were  prepared  for 
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the  use  of  State  Doctors  to  help  determine  the  cause  of 
the  retardation. 

402  pupils  were  given  hearing  tests  with  the  Audio- 
meter and  notices  sent  to  the  parents  of  those  requiring 
attention. 

The  annual  school  physicals  of  the  Grammar  Schools 
have  been  completed  and  notices  sent  to  parents  of  any 
defects.  Those  participating  in  athletics  at  the  High  School 
were  given  special  attention. 

Once  again  the  dental  defects  rank  very  high  and  the 
percentage  of  corrections  is  very  low.  It  would  seem  that 
a  school  dental  clinic  might  alleviate  the  situation.  At  the 
present  time  the  State  Department  is  unable  to  assist  us 
in  this  capacity  due  to  a  shortage  of  dentists  but  we  are 
hoping  that  during  1948  something  may  be  accomplished 
in  this  field. 

I  have  enjoyed  working  with  Dr.  Porter  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Department  and  thank  them  sincerely 
for  their  co-operation  and  kindness.

1947 


Report  to  the  Town  of 
Pepperell,  Massachusetts 

The  year  1947  still  called  for  an  all-out  food  produc- 
tion by  farmers,  as  well  as  food  conservation  by  home- 
makers.  For  this  reason,  efforts  of  the  Extension  Service 
during  the  year  were  largely  on  these  factors,  the  produc- 
tion and  conservation  of  food. 

The  major  agricultural  work  done  during  the  year  has 
been  with  the  poultrymen  as  Pepperell  is  one  of  the  out- 
standing poultry  towns  of  the  county.  Farm  and  home 
visits  have  been  made  in  all  cases  where  such  visits  have 
been  requested,  and  these  have  been  largely  on  feeding, 
breeding,  management  and  disease  control,  as  well  as  some 
work  on  marketing  poultry  and  poultry  products.  A  month- 
ly news  letter  has  been  mailed  to  all  interested  poultrymen. 

General  work  has  been  done  with  fruit  growers  and 
dairymen,  assisting  fruit  growers  in  their  spray  schedules 
and  orchard  management;  and  the  dairymen  with  their 
Herd  Improvement,  Feeding,  and  Labor-Saving  problems. 
Six  farmers  in  Pepperell  belong  to  the  Selective  Breeding 
Association. 

Judges  were  furnished  the  local  Grange  Fair. 

Mrs.  Leslie  Smith  has  served  as  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  homemakers  of  the  county.  Meetings 
of  interest  to  homemakers  have  been  held  on  family  life 
Money  Management  and  Home  Furnishings.  A  recreational 
institute  for  leaders  was  held  in  Pepperell. 

Boys'  and  Girls'  4-H  Club  work  has  been  carried  on 
starting  the  year  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Sophie  Tier- 
ney,  Mrs.  Bernard  Scott,  Mrs.  Charles  Maynard,  Miss  Flor- 
ence Flynn,  and  Miss  Evelyn  Yeutter.  Walter  Richards  and 
Thomas  Tierney  represented  the  county  in  the  Dairy 
Judging  Contest  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  Eve- 
lyn Yeutter  received  a  special  award  for  outstanding  club 
work.

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Report  of  Cemetery  Commissioners 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

In  submitting  this  our  first  annual  report,  we  wish  to 
express  cur  sincere  appreciation  to  your  Honorable  Board 
for  your  valuable  counsel  in  guiding  and  advising  us  in  the 
first  weeks  of  our  tenure.  We  also  wish  to  express  our  ap- 
preciation to  Mrs.  Saunders  for  her  assistance. 

Your  Cemetery  Commissioners  have  held  regular  meet- 
ings the  last  Monday  of  every  month  in  the  Selectmen's 
room  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  7:30  P.  M.  This  practice  will  be 
continued  and  anyone  having  problems  to  discuss  with  the 
Cemetery  Commissioners  may  present  them  at  these 
meetings. 

We  have  been  greatly  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  ad- 
equate records.  A  careful  survey  of  both  cemeteries,  with 
suitable  plans  and  maps  made  is  a  project  that  is  an  abso- 
lute necessity  to  insure  efficient  and  proper  burials. 

Following  the  policy  of  our  predecessors  to  bring  the 
equipment  up  to  date,  we  have  purchased  an  Onan  genera- 
tor and  Stanley  electric  clippers  to  expedite  the  work  of  car- 
ing for  cemeteries.  This  has  proved  a  wise  investment. 
We  feel  that  the  town  should  own  a  lowering  device  and 
greens,  at  present  we  hire  this  equipment. 

Bills  for  the  annual  care  of  lots  have  been  sent  to  the 
owners,  as  listed  on  our  records,  there  are  several  of  which 
we  have  no  record  but  hope  to  record  when  the  survey  is 
made.  The  response  to  these  bills  has  been  disappointing. 
It  is  the  desire  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  to  have  our 
cemeteries  kept  in  the  best  possible  condition  at  all  times. 
We  do  not,  however,  feel  justified  in  spending  the  taxpayers 
money  to  care  for  an  individual's  lot  that  has  not  paid  the 
annual  care  charge  for  the  previous  year.  We  therefore 
have  made  the  ruling  that  if  the  1947  annual  care  bill  re- 
mains unpaid  on  Anril  1,  1948  the  lot  will  not  be  cared  for 
in  1948  until  the  bill  is  paid. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  make  certain  rules  and  regu- 
lations relative  to  the  erection  of  monuments  and  markers, 
these  regulations  being  necessary  to  gain  the  utmost  ef- 
ficiency from  the  power  mower.  We  suggest  that  anyone 
anticipating  placing  a  monument  or  marker  on  their  lot 
contact  the  commissioners  for  specifications.

The  use  of  concrete  burial  vaults  is  becoming  quite 
general  and  we  urge  the  use  of  same.  The  use  of  these 
vaults  eliminates  forever  that  unsightly  settling  of  graves 
and  the  expense  of  filling  these  depressions. 

A  concrete  vault  eliminates  the  possibility  of  disturb- 
ing a  former  burial  when  opening  new  graves,  by  their  use 
our  dead  rest  undisturbed. 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  the  State  Auditor  we  have 
adopted  a  system  of  records  approved  by  him  and  in  general 
use  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

We  recommend  the  following  appropriation  for  1948: 


We  recommend  an  increase  in  appropriation  for  sol- 
diers' graves,  because  of  the  increased  number  of  graves  in 
this  catagory.  We  have  made  a  corresponding  decrease 
in  appropriation  for  general  cemeteries.

The  law  requires  the  Assessors  to  list  all  property  at 

its  full  fair  cash  value  which  has  been  defined  as  what  a 

buyer  would  be  willing  to  pay    under    normal  conditions. 

What  are  normal  conditions  is  questionable.  If  present 


conditions  are  normal  the  valuation  of  practically  every 
dwelling  in  town  should  be  doubled  or  trebled.  We  do  not 
believe  that  fair  value  of  a  piece  of  property  doubles  or 
trebles  in  five  or  ten  years  and  we  definitely  refuse  to  assess 
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at  todays  inflated  values  those  places  which  have  recently 
changed  hands  while  retaining  old  values  for  places  still 
held  by  former  owners.  We  believe  that  the  trend  of  val- 
ues is  definitely  upward  and  that  most  changes  will  be  in 
that  direction  although  we  prefer  to  move  slowly  rather 
than  suddenly  with  the  prices. 

The  Assessors  do  make  mistakes.  There  are  provi- 
sions under  which  some  classes  of  people  may  be  relieved 
of  the  burden  of  taxation.  The  Assessors  cannot  legally 
abate  faxes  or  exempt  from  taxes  without  application  on 
proper  form.  In  most  cases  these  applications  must  be 
received  by  the  Assessors  before  October  1.  Forms  may 
be  obtained  at  the  Town  Hall  any  morning  from  the  Clerk 
or  at  the  Tuesday  evening  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Assessors'  books  have  not  been  bound  for  the  past  ten 
years.   Additional  funds  have  been  asked  for  that  purpose.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  bcoks  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Pepperell  for  the  period  from  May  20, 
1945  to  August  25,  1947,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report 
made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of 
Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Pepperell  for  the  period  from  May  20, 
1945,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  August  25,  1947,  and 
submit  herewith  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded  on  the 
books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined 
and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  books  and  records  in  the 
offices  of  the  treasurer  and  the  town  accountant. 

The  selectmen's  recorded  receipts  from  licenses  issued  were 
checked  with  the  available  records  and  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 
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The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
compared  with  the  town  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records 
of  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or 
responsible  for  the  committing  of  bills  for  collection.  The  re- 
corded disbursements  were  checked  with  the  treasury  warrants 
and  with  the  payments  as  shown  by  the  town  treasurer's  books. 
The  appropriations,  transfers,  and  loans  authorized,  as  recorded 
on  the  ledger,  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  footed  and  analyzed  for  the  pe- 
riod covered  by  the  audit,  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  the 
necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made, 
and  a  balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
on  August  25,  1947,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  appended  balance  sheet  shows  overdrafts  in  the  Chapter 
81  and  90  highway  maintenance  accounts  toward  which  funds 
are  contributed  by  the  State  and  County.  These  overdrafts 
could  have  been  avoided  if  the  town  had  appropriated  from  its 
available  surplus  an  amount  sufficient  to  meet  the  State's  and 
County's  allotments,  and  had  voted  that  the  reimbursements 
from  the  State  and  County  be  credited  back  to  surplus  revenue 
upon  their  receipt. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed 
and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  in 
which  charges  originated  or  in  which  money  was  collected  for 
the  town,  and  with  the  other  sources  "from  which  money  was 
paid  into  the  town  treasury. 

The  disbursements  were  checked  with  the  warrants  author- 
izing the  treasurer  to  pay  out  town  funds  and  with  the  town 
accountant's  books.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the  cash 
balance  on  August  25,  1947  was  verified  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliaton  of  the  bank  balances  with 
statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  in- 
vestment of  the  several  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  cus- 
tody of  the  town  treasurer  were  personally  examined  and  found 
to  be  in  agreement  with  the  books  of  the  treasurer  and  the  town 
accountant. 
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The  records  of  tax  titles  taken  by  the  town  and  of  tax  title 
redemptions  were  checked  in  detail  and  all  outstanding  tax  titles 
were  listed  and  proved. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation 
of  the  treasurer's  cash  as  well  as  summaries  of  the  transactions 
and  condition  of  the  several  trust  and  investment  funds. 

The  books  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and  checked 
in  detail.  The  commitments  of  taxes  were  added  and  verified 
by  comparison  with  the  records  of  the  assessors.  The  recorded 
collections  were  checked  with  the  commitment  books  and  with 
the  town  accountant's  ledger,  the  reports  cf  collections  being- 
proved  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book  and  with  the  town  ac- 
countant's records. 

The  abatements  granted  were  checked  with  the  record  of 
abatements  issued  by  the  assessors,  and  all  outstanding  accounts, 
as  shown  on  the  commitment  books,  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  town  accountant's  ledger. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town, 
the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts, as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  collector's  cash  balance  as  of  August  25,  1947  was  veri- 
fied by  actual  count  of  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of 
deposit. 

Tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  collector's  cash,  to- 
gether with  summaries  of  the  tax  accounts,  are  appended  to  this 
report. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  records  of  licenses  granted  were  checked 
and  proved,  and  the  recorded  payments  to  the  town  treasurer 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  books. 

The  records  of  dog  licenses  issued  on  behalf  of  the  County 
and  of  sporting  licenses,  the  receipts  of  which  are  paid  to  the 
State,  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  duplicates  and  stubs 
on  file.  The  cash  balance  on  September  29,  1947  was  verified  by 
actual  count  of  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the 
bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit, 
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and  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  financial  votes  and  orders  passed 
by  town  meetings  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  town 
accountant's  records. 

The  records  of  the  police  department  on  account  of  revolver 
permits  and  bicycle  registration  issued  were  examined  and  veri- 
fied, the  payments  to  the  treasurer  being  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books. 

The  records  of  fees  charged  by  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures  were  checked  with  the  field  books,  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer  being  verified. 

The  records  of  the  library  on  account  of  fines  collected 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  the 
cash  on  hand  on  October  15,  1947  was  verified  by  actual 
count,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with 
the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books. 

The  records  of  the  cemetery  department,  available  for  the 
period  from  May  1,  1946  to  August  25,  1947,  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  departments  sending  out  bills 
for  collection  notify  the  accountant  promptly  of  the  total  amount 
of  such  bills,  so  that  his  ledger  may  at  all  times  reflect  the  true 
condition  of  the  departmental  accounts  receivable. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  co-operation  was  re- 
ceived from  the  several  departmental  officials,  for  which,  on 
behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appre- 
ciation.

I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  Pepperell  District  Nurse 
Association  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1948.

Patients  were  taken  to  Lowell,  Groton  and  Children's 
Hospital. 

Well  child  conferences  were  held  every  month  and  well 
attended,  with  Drs.  Porter  and  Graves  alternating.  Miss 
King,  State  Nutritionist,  instructed  mothers  about  diet. 
Board  members  transported  patients  and  helped  with  cleri- 
cal work. 

Pre-school  clinic  May  25  and  June  1.  Board  members 
assisted. 

Conferences  held  with  Welfare  Agent,  State  Nurse, 
Chief  King  and  Mr.  Kirby  from  S.  P.  C.  C.  regarding 
neglected  children.  Also  Miss  Foster  from  Crippled  Chil- 
dren's Clinic. 

Appointments  were  made  for  children  to  attend  habit 
and  speech  defect  clinics. 
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Physical  examinations  of  all  school  children  completed 
and  written  notices  to  parents  regarding  defects,  home 
visits  when  necessary. 

Blood  plasma  sets  obtained  from  Red  Cross  for  each 
doctor  and  myself  for  emergency  use.  Arrangements  were 
made  with  Red  Cross  for  blood  bank.  Our  list  of  blood 
types  has  been  brought  up  to  date.  The  Selectmen's  Office, 
Chief  King  and  myself  have  a  list  of  blood  types  and  anyone 
requiring  a  transfusion  may  call  us. 

I  attended  classes  at  Fitchburg  Teachers  College  for 
three  days  in  October  for  instruction  in  the  use  of  hearing 
and  vision  machines. 

Mrs.  Saunders  continues  to  take  nurse  calls.  This  has 
proved  to  be  a  great  convenience.  I  thank  all  with  whom 
I  have  been  associated  for  their  cooperation.

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RECORDING  OF  BIRTHS 


Births  occurring  late  in  the  year  are  sometimes  re- 
corded without  the  Christian  name.  In  all  such  cases  par- 
ents should  return  the  name  to  the  Town  Clerk  as  soon  as 
it  is  selected  in  order  that  it  may  be  entered  upon  the  town 
books,  as  an  incompleteness  of  the  records  may  involve 
much  trouble  in  the  future. 

Read  the  Law 

Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a  child, 
and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth  in 
its  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk 
of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born.  General  Laws, 
Chapter  46,  Section  6. 

Why  Births  Should  Be  Recorded 

There  is  hardly  a  relation  of  life  —  social,  legal  or  economic 
—  in  which  the  evidence  furnished  by  an  accurate  registration 
of  births  may  not  prove  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  value,  not  only 
to  the  individual,  but  also  to  the  public  at  large.  It  is  not  only 
an  act  of  civilization  to  register  birth  certificates  but  good  busi- 
ness, for  they  are  frequently  used  in  many  practical  ways,  some 
of  which  are  listed  below: 

(1)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  age  and  legitimacy  of  heirs: 

(2)  As  proof  of  age  to  determine  the  validity  of  a  contract 
entered  into  by  an  alleged  minor; 

(3)  As  evidence  to  establish  age  and  proof  of  citizenship 
and  descent  in  order  to  vote; 

(4)  As  evidence  to  establish  the  right  of  admission  to  the 
professions  and  to  many  public  offices; 

(5)  As  evidence  of  legal  age  to  marry; 

(6)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  claims  of  widows  and 
orphans  under  the  widows'  and  orphans'  pension  law; 

(7)  As  evidence  to  determine  the  liability  of  parents  for 
the  debts  of  a  minor; 

(8)  As  evidence  in  the  administration  of  estates,  the  settle- 
ment of  insurance  and  pensions; 

(9)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  irresponsibility  of  children 
under  legal  age  for  crime  and  misdemeanor,  and  various  other 
matters  in  the  criminal  code. 

(10)  As  evidence  in  the  enforcement  of  law  relating  to 
education  and  to  child  labor; 

(11)  As  evidence  to  determine  the  relations  of  guardians 
and  wards; 

(12)  As  proof  of  citizenship  in  order  to  obtain  a  passport; 

(13)  As  evidence  in  the  claim  for  exemption  from  or  the 
right  to  jury  and  military  service.

GENERAL  LAWS,  CHAPTER  46 
Extracts  from  Sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  6  and  8 

Section  1.  Each  city  and  town  Clerk  shall  receive  or 
obtain  and  record  *  *  *  facts  relative  to  births  *  *  *  in  his 
city  or  town. 

Section  3.  Every  physician  or  medical  officer  regis- 
tered shall  keep  a  record  of  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases 
of  which  he  was  in  charge  and  *  *  *  shall,  within  fifteen 
days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  regis- 
trar of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred  a  report  *  *  *  If 
the  child  is  illigitimate,  the  name  and  other  facts  relating 
to  the  father  shall  not  be  stated  except  at  the  request  in 
writing  of  both  father  and  mother  filed  *  *  *  Upon  pre- 
sentation to  him  of  a  certificate  of  the  town  clerk  stating 
that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the  town  treas- 
urer shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  officer  a  fee  of  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  *  *  *  A  physician  or 
any  such  officer  violating  any  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  4.  A  member  or  servant  of  a  family  in  which 
a  child  is  born,  having  knowledge  of  the  facts  required  *  *  * 
shall  furnish  the  same  upon  request  of  the  clerk  of  the 
town  *  *  *  or  of  any  person  authorized  by  him.  (Penalty 
for  refusal  not  more  than  ten  dollars.) 

Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth 
of  a  child,  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after 
a  birth  in  his  house  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given 
to  the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born. 

Section  8.  (Penalty  for  neglect  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  6,  not  more  than  five  dollars.) 

GENERAL  LAWS,  CHAPTER  207 
Section  36.    If  a  marriage  is  solemnized  in  another 
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state  between  parties  living  in  this  Commonwealth,  who 
return  to  dwell  here,  they  shall  within  seven  days  after  their 
return  file  with  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  town  where  either 
of  them  lived  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a  certificate 
or  declaration  of  their  marriage,  including  the  facts  re- 
quired in  a  notice  of  intention  of  marriage. 

Section  55.  Whoever  violates  Section  36  shall  forfeit 
ten  dollars. 

The  Town  Clerk  hereby  gives  notice  that  he  is  prepared 
to  furnish  parents,  householders,  physicians,  and  registered 
hospital  medical  officers  applying  therefor  with  blanks  for 
return  of  births  as  required  by  law.

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DOGS  MUST  BE  LICENSED  ON  OR  BEFORE 
MARCH  31 


Or  the  Owners  or  Keepers  Thereof  Are  Liable  to  a  Fine 

BRIEF  EXTRACTS  OF  THE  DOG  LAWS 

The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  March  31st,  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for 
one  year  from. April  1st  following  if  the  dog  is  kept  in  Bos- 
ton, in  the  office  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  or  if  in  any 
other  town  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  thereof.  The  owner  or 
keeper  of  a  licensed  clog  shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its 
neck  or  body  a  collar  or  harness  of  leather  or  other  suitable 
material  to  which  shall  be  attached  a"  tag  upon  which  shall 
appear  the  license  number,  the  name  of  the  town  and  the 
year  of  issue.  If  any  such  tag  is  lost  the  owner  or  keeper 
shall  forthwith  secure  a  substitute  tag  from  the  town  or  city 
clerk.  Any  person  may  bring  from  another  state  any  dog 
licensed  under  the  laws  thereof  and  keep  such  dog  in  this 
commonwealth  not  exceeding  30  days,  without  licensing. 

A  person  who  after  April  first  in  any  year  becomes  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  not  duly  licensed,  and  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  when  it  becomes  three  months  old 
after  March  thirty-first  in  any  year,  shall  cause  it  to  be  reg- 
istered, numbered,  described,  licensed,  collared  or  harnessed 
and  tagged  as  required  by  section  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven.  A  person  who  after  April  first  in  any  year  becomes 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  duly  licensed  in  the 
town  where  kept  shall  forthwith  give  notice  in  writing  to 
the  clerk  of  such  town  or  if  kept  in  Boston,  to  the  Police 
Commissioner,  that  he  has  become  such  owner  or  keeper, 
and  said  clerk  or  said  police  commissioner,  as  the  case  may 
be  shall  change  the  record  of  such  license  to  show  the  name 
and  address  of  the  new  owner  or  keeper. 

The  fee  for  every  license  (except  as  otherwise  provid- 
ed) shall  be  $2.00  for  a  male  dog  and  $5.00  for  a  female.  If 
a  female  dog  has  been  spayed,  such  dog  can  be  licensed  for 
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$2.00  providing  a  proper  certificate  from  a  registered  veter- 
inarian is  filed  with  the  clerk. 

Whosoever  violates  the  provisions  of  the  dog  law  shall 
be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $15.00. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  required  to  furnish  anti-rabic 
vaccine  free  of  charge,  and  treatment  of  persons. 

A  dog  license  is  valid  throughout  the  state.  In  case  of 
permanent  removal  to  another  town,  the  dog  must  be  li- 
censed within  thirty  days  in  such  town. 

The  assessors  shall  annually  take  a  list  of  all  owners  or 
keepers  of  dogs.  An  owner  or  keeper  who  gives  false  infor- 
mation to  assessors  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10. 

The  Mayor  and  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  one 
or  more  dog  officers.  Such  officers  may  also  be  appointed 
by  the  County  Commissioners. 

The  Mayor  and  Selectmen  shall  between  June  1  and  10 
issue  a  warrant  to  such  dog  officers  directing  them  to  seek 
out,  catch  and  confine  all  unlicensed  dogs  and  prosecute  com- 
plaints against  the  owners  or  keepers,  and  shall  kill  all  such 
dogs  after  being  confined  for  six  days.  Dog  officers  failing 
to  comply  with  the  warrant  shall  be  removed. 

Cropping  or  cutting  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  ears 
of  dogs  is  forbidden. 

KENNEL  LICENSE 

Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  kennel  may  apply  for  a  license 
in  the  town  where  the  kennel  is  located.  Such  license  shall 
be  in  lieu  of  any  other  license  while  said  dog  is  kept  in  such 
kennel.  Such  owner  or  keeper  shall  cause  each  dog  so  kept 
to  wear,  while  it  is  at  large,  a  collar  or  harness  of  leather  or 
some  suitable  material  to  which  shall  be  attached  a  tag- 
showing  the  number  of  the  kennel  license,  the  name  of  the 
town  and  year.  These  tags  are  to  be  furnished  by  the  town 
clerk  where  the  kennel  is  licensed.  The  fee  for  each  kennel 
license  shall  be  $25.00  if  not  more  than  ten  dogs  are  kept 
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and  $50.00  if  more  than  ten.  Dogs  under  six  months  of  age 
shall  not  be  included  in  the  number  of  dogs  kept.  Holders  of 
kennel  licenses  may  operate  a  boarding  kennel.  The  name 
and  address  of  every  owner  of  such  dog  shall  be  kept  avail- 
able for  inspection. 

Every  holder  of  a  kennel  license,  on  delivery  of  an  un- 
licensed dog  shall  attach  to  such  dog  a  collar  or  harness 
which  shall  carry  a  tag  marked  with  the  name  and  address 
of  the  kennel  licensee,  and  a  number  to  be  recorded;  and 
shall  also  furnish  to  the  owner  or  keeper  of  the  dog  a  certifi- 
cate, bearing  the  same  number  and  description,  date  of  pur- 
chase, which,  with  the  tag,  shall  be  a  legal  substitute  for  a 
license  for  two  weeks  only.  The  purchaser  shall  within  two 
weeks,  either  return  the  dog  to  the  kennel  with  the  collar, 
harness,  tag  and  certificate  or  .return  to  the  kennel  said  tag 
with  a  certificate  from  the  city  or  town  clerk  certifying  that 
the  dog  has  been  licensed.  If  a  purchaser  of  a  dog  fails  to 
comply  with  the  foregoing  the  owner  of  the  kennel  shall 
notify  the  city  or  town  clerk.  Kennels  are  liable  to  inspec- 
tion to  see  if  they  are  maintained  in  a  sanitary  and  humane 
condition.

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  combine  and 
amend  the  votes  passed  under  Articles  26  and  27  of  the 
warrant  for  the  annual  town  meeting  held  February  16,

Article  12.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
amend  the  existing  Town  By-Laws  by  inserting  a  New  Sec- 
tion under  the  heading  of  Zoning  Laws  which  will  read  as 
follows : 

PROPOSED  ZONING  BY-LAWS  FOR  THE  TOWN 
OF  PEPPERELL,  MASSACHUSETTS 

SECTION  I 

A.  In  order  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  convenience, 
morals  or  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Pepper- 
ell  under  the  authority  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40  of 
the  General  Laws,  and  with  a  view  to  encouraging  the  most 
appropriate  use  of  land;  the  alteration,  repair,  height,  area, 
location  and  use  of  buildings  and  the  use  of  land  is  hereby 
regulated. 
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B.  Any  lawful  building  or  use  of  a  building  or  premises 
or  part  thereof  existing  at  the  time  this  by-law  is  adopted 
may  be  continued  although  such  building  or  use  does  not 
conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  district  in  which  it  is  lo- 
cated, provided  such  use  has  not  been  abandoned  for  •  a 
period  of  one  year. 

C.  Change  of  Non-Conforming  Uses.  The  Board  of 
Appeals  may  permit  any  non-conforming  use  to  be  changed 
to  any  specific  use  not  more  detrimental  or  objectionable  to 
a  neighborohood. 

SECTION  II  ;  I  |K 

A.  For  the  purposes  of  this  By-Law,  the  Town  of  Pep- 
perell  is  hereby  divided  into  the  following  zones: 

1.  Residence  and  Farming. 

2.  Business. 

B.  Zoning  Map.  These  zones  are  to  be  shown  on  a  map 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  entitled  "Zoning- 
Map  of  Pepperell,  Massachusetts,  1948."  This  Zoning  Map 
is  hereby  declared  a  part  of  this  By-Law. 

SECTION  III 

A.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Appeals  of  three  members 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  provided  in  Chapter  40  of 
the  General  Laws  which  shall  act  on  all  matters  within  its 
jurisdiction  under  this  By-Law  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
said  Chapter  of  the  General  Laws.  Salary  shall  be  $100.00 
per  annum. 

B.  The  Selectmen  shall  issue  permits  before  any  new 
construction  or  exterior  alteration  of  any  building  or 
dwelling  is  commenced.  The  permit  will  be  issued  in  the 
form  of  a  card  or  poster  and  shall  be  displayed  in  a  place 
where  it  will  be  most  visible  from  the  street. 

SECTION  IV 

A.  In  the  residence  zone  buildings  and  structures  shall 
be  erected  and  altered  and  premises  used  for  only  the  fol- 
lowing purposes : 
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1.  Detached  one  or  two  family  dwellings.  Multiple 
dwellings  with  the  permission  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

2.  Private  clubs  not  conducted  for  profit. 

3.  Building  for  religious,  educational  or  municipal  use. 

4.  Farming,  nursery,  garden  or  greenhouse,  selling 
primarily  products  or  plants  raised  or  produced  on  the 
premises  providing  the  use  is  not  injurious,  noxious  or  offen- 
sive to  the  neighborhood. 

5.  Accessory  use  on  the  same  lot  with  and  customarily 
incident  to  any  of  the  above  permitted  uses.  The  term  "ac- 
cessory use"  shall  include: 

a.  Use  of  a  room  or  rooms  in  a  dwelling  for  customary 
home  occupations,  such  as  dressmaking,  millinery,  letting 
of  rooms,  taking  of  boarders  or  for  the  work  of  any  member 
of  a  recognized  profession. 

b.  Use  of  premises  or  building  theron,  in  connection 
with  his  trade  by  a  resident  builder,  carpenter,  electrician, 
mason,  painter,  plumber,  tinsmith,  upholsterer  or  machin- 
ist, provided  that  no  manufacturing  or  other  business  re- 
quiring substantially  continuous  employment  be  carried  on 
therein. 

c.  Display  of  not  more  than  two  signs  pertaining  to  a 
permitted  use  with  a  total  area  of  not  more  than  12  square 
feet. 

6.  Any  of  the  following  uses,  provided  the  use  is  not 
injurious,  noxious  or  offensive  to  the  neighborhood  and  only 
if  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Appeals — 

Aviation  Field,  Fur  Farm,  Riding  Stable,  Stone  Quarry, 
Cemetery,  Golf  Club.  Soil,  loam,  sod,  sand  or  gravel  re- 
moval. Hospital,  Convalescent  Home  or  Sanitarium.  Edu- 
cational or  Philanthropic  Institution.  Ice  Harvest  and  /  or 
Ice  Storage.  Telephone  Exchange,  and  any  other  use  no 
more  injurious  or  noxious  than  the  aforementioned  uses. 

7.  Commercial  Livestock  or  Poultry  farms,  provided 
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that  the  buildings  housing  livestock  or  poultry  be  located 
not  less  than  200  feet  from  any  street  or  way  and  not  less 
than  100  feet  from  any  adjoining  property  line. 

SECTION  V 

In  a  Business  Zone  buildings  and  structures  shall  be 
erected  and  altered  and  premises  used  for  only  the  follow- 
ing purposes: 

A.  Any  use  permitted  in  Residence  Zones. 

B.  Retail  business,  service  or  public  utility. 

C.  Signs  advertising  goods  or  services  offered  by  an 
occupant  of  the  premises  for  sale,  hire,  or  use. 

D.  Industry  or  manufacturing  providing  it  is  not  in- 
jurious or  noxious  to  the  neighborhood  and  only  if  author- 
ized by  the  Board  of  Appeals  subject  to  appropriate  condi- 
tions and  safeguards. 

SECTION  VI— Area  Regulations. 

A.  Lot  Size  and  Frontage.  In  residence  zones  no  build- 
ing except  a  one-story  building  of  accessory  use  shall  be 
erected  upon  a  lot  having  less  than  the  following  area  and 
frontage : 

Frontage  Area 
Res.  Zone  100'  20,000  sq.  ft. 

providing  that  one  building  and  its  accessory  buildings  may 
be  erected  on  any  lot  which,  at  the  time  this  By-Law  is 
adopted,  cannot  be  made  to  conform  to  the  above  require- 
ments. 

B.  Front  Yards.  In  a  residence  zone  no  building  or 
roadside  stand  shall  be  erected  or  placed  within  twenty  feet 
of  a  street  line.  In  a  business  zone  no  building  shall  be 
erected  within  ten  feet  of  a  street  line.  In  any  zone  there 
shall  be  in  front  of  every  dwelling  on  a  lot  not  abutting  on 
a  street,  a  yard  not  less  than  thirty  feet  deep.

C.  Side  and  Rear  Yards.  In  a  Residence  Zone,  no 
building  except  one-story  buildings  of  accessory  use  shall  be 
built  within  15  feet  of  a  side  lot  line,  or  within  30  feet  of  a 
rear  lot  line  or  within  20  feet  of  another  building,  and  no 
one-story  building  of  accessory  use  shall  be  built  within  10 
feet  of  a  lot  line,  or  within  20  feet  of  another  building  un- 
less there  is  a  firewall  facing  the  lot  line  or  other  building, 
in  which  case  the  building  may  not  be  less  than  10  feet  to 
the  nearest  building. 

D.  All  dwellings  shall  have  a  foundation  enclosed  area 
of  at  least  500  sq.  ft. 

E.  In  a  Business  Zone  no  building  shall  be  built  within 
10  feet  of  a  street  line.  When  nearer  than  50  ft.  or  con- 
nected to  another  building  there  shall  be  a  suitable  firewall 
constructed  as  required  by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety. 

F.  Projections.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the 
projection  of  steps,  eaves,  cornices  or  window  sills  into  any 
required  yard. 

G.  Cesspools,  sumps,  dry  wells,  septic  tanks  or  any 
device  for  the  disposal  of  refuse,  drainage  or  sewage,  shall 
be  located  at  least  25  ft.  from  an  adjoining  property  line. 

SECTION  VII— Interpretation  and  Validity. 

A.  Nothing  in  this  By-Law  shall  be  construed  as  repeal- 
ing or  modifying  any  existing  By-Law  or  regulation  of  the 
town,  but  shall  be  in  addition  thereto. 

B.  The  invalidity  of  any  provision  or  feature  of  this 
By-Law  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other  provision 
or  feature  not  manifestly  inseparable  therefrom.

After  many  weeks  of  careful  consideration  the  Trus- 
tees concluded  to  invest  the  money  that  had  been  in  various 
savings  banks  in  this  section  of  the  country  in  some  type 
of  bond.  The  reason  for  this  decision  was  because  these 
funds  have  been  paying  only  %  to  1%  interest.  After  a 
thorough  investigation  and  upon  the  advice  of  expert  in- 
vestment counsel  it  was  decided  to  withdraw  from  these 
savings  banks  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  and  purchase  two 
$5,000.00  Series  G  Government  Bonds  which  pay  at  the 
rate  of  2!/2%  per  year.  It  is  felt  that  these  bonds  are  the 
safest  investment  possible  and  the  increased  rate  of  return 
will  help  to  augment  the  Library's  annual  income.  Before 
making  this  transfer  of  funds,  permission  was  obtained 
from  Henry  F.  Long,  Commissioner  of  Taxation.  These 
bonds  appear  on  the  State's  approved  list  of  investments 
for  public  funds. 


Without  additional  compensation  from  the  Town,  our 
Book  Committee  were  able  to  purchase  at  a  cost  of  $100.00 
a  new  set  of  Compton's  Encyclopedia.  A  stand  for  this  set 
was  also  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $5.00.  These  new  reference 
books  were  badly  needed  and  we  hope  the  children  of  school 
age  and  others  will  find  them  helpful. 

The  driveway  in  front  of  the  Library  has  also  been 
paved  from  funds  especially  alloted  by  the  Town  about  two 
years  ago. 

Your  Committee,  the  librarians,  and  the  janitor  are 
still  doing  everything  possible  to  conserve  fuel  oil.  During 
the  winter  months  the  Reading  and  Art  Rooms  are  closed 
for  the  season  and  the  Library  itself  is  only  open  on  con- 
secutive days,  namely  Wednesday,  Thursday,  Friday  and 
Saturday.  This  schedule  is  still  in  the  experimental  stage 
but  we  hope  it  will  effect  a  considerable  saving  in  the  fuel 
consumption. 

After  careful  consideration  of  our  budget,  we  have  de- 
cided that  the  regular  Town  appropriation  of  $1,800.00  will 
be  sufficient  for  our  purposes  in  1949.  However,  before 
too  long  extensive  repairs  may  be  required  on  the  roof.  If 
after  a  more  complete  investigation  this  is  found  to  be  the 
case,  it  will  probably  then  be  necessary  to  request  the  Town 
for  additional  funds  for  these  repairs.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Pepperell: 

It  is  an  honor  for  me  to  submit  the  annual  report  of 
the  administration  of  the  School  Department. 

Inasmuch  as  the  services  of  my  office  extend  only 
through  three  months  of  the  past  year,  it  is  not  possible 
for  me  to  review  the  entire  activities  of  our  schools  for 
1948.  Accordingly  I  refer  the  reader  to  reports  of  the 
various  principals  and  supervisors  for  detailed  information 
concerning  the  progress  of  their  respective  departments. 

It  would  be  presuming,  indeed,  for  me,  on  such  limited 
acquaintance  and  opportunities  for  observation,  to  pass 
judgment  at  the  present  time  or  make  comments  on  the 
various  phases  of  educational  endeavor  as  I  find  them  here 
in  Pepperell.  All  that  would  be  appropriate  to  report  at  the 
moment  would  be  that  interest  in  education  is  very  much 
in  evidence,  both  on  the  part  of  our  school  officials  with 
their  staff  of  teachers  and  the  parents  and  citizens  of  the 
town. 

On  all  sides  there  appears  to  exist  a  genuine  interest  in 
giving  our  children  the  best  possible  type  of  training.  To 
this  end  a  study  group  has  been  formed,  consisting  of  par- 
ents and  teachers,  to  explore  into  the  needs  of  all  youth  of 
today  and  to  ascertain  how  well  we  are  meeting  those  needs 
by  our  educational  program.  This  group  is  taking  as  its 
guide  in  the  study  the  "Imperative  Needs  of  Youth"  as  out- 
lined by  the  Educational  Policies  Commission  of  the  Na- 
tional Education  Association  in  its  very  thorough-going 
survey  and  report  on  "Education  for  All  American  Youth." 

Our  study  will  be  directed  not  to  how  we  are  doing 
what  we  are  already  attempting  but,  rather,  to  whether  we 
are  doing  all  we  should  do  to  equip  these  young  people  for  a 
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happy,  useful,  and  profitable  adult  life  as  citizens  in  our 
American  Democracy.   It  will  be  an  interesting  study. 

Quite  definitely  the  attention  and  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  time  spent  in  the  School  Board  meetings  of  the  past 
three  months  has  been  directed  to  the  crowded  housing 
conditions  of  cur  schools.  A  study  of  the  census  figures 
reveals  an  ever  expanding  school  enrollment  particularly 
through  the  elementary  divisions.  The  School  Committee 
is  investigating  several  ways  and  means  of  meeting  this 
difficulty  of  overcrowded  classrooms,  and  will  submit  some 
definite  recommendation  during  the  early  part  of  1949  as 
their  solution  to  the  problem. 

It  is  imperative  that  the  heating  and  lighting  facilities 
of  the  Clara  M.  Shattuck  School  be  remodeled.  Plans  and 
specifications  for  installing  a  new  heating  unit,  to  replace 
the  six  very  worn-out  hot-air  heaters,  and  for  the  installa- 
tion of  new  and  better  lighting  of  rooms  in  this  building  are 
now  in  the  hands  of  contractors  with  bids  expected  by 
January  19th.  This  constitutes  a  "must"  on  our  construc- 
tion plans  for  1949. 

Beyond  this  project  careful  attention  is  being  given  to 
care  for  the  anticipated  increases  in  school  enrollments. 
Whether  this  takes  the  form  of  an  addition  of  four  or  eight 
rooms  to  the  Shattuck  School  is  a  moot  question.  Educa- 
tional authorities  would  say  "No!",  They  would  tell  us  to 
consider  a  long-range  plan  predicated  on  the  adoption  of  a 
well  thought-out  and  carefully  conceived  educational  pro- 
gram— one  that  will  be  certain  to  embody  all  the  necessary 
elements  of  instruction,  equipment  and  facilities,  with 
which  to  provide  the  youth  of  the  next  quarter  century  the 
type  of  education  which  they  will  need.  There  is  little 
doubt  in  the  writer's  mind  that  an  addition  on  the 
Shattuck  School  would  serve  but  a  temporary  relief  to  con- 
gestion and  would  definitely  postpone  consideration  of  more 
permanent  and  adequate  plans  to  meet  the  school  building 
needs  of  Pepperell  as  many  of  us  see  them  shaping  up  for 
the  next  two  or  three  decades. 

The  fitting  up  of  one  additional  classroom  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Shattuck  School,  similar  to  the  one  remodelled 
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for  Grade  II  last  year,  would  suffice  for  the  school  year 
1949-1950.  It  would  seem  probable  also,  with  increased 
interest  being  aroused  in  the  direction  of  State  and  Federal 
aid  to  school  building  projects,  that  more  help  is  certain  to 
be  forthcoming  in  the  years  ahead.  As  it  stands  now  Pep- 
perell  can  receive  up  to  fifty  percent  of  all  building  con- 
struction costs  from  State  aid,  but  there  would  be  consid- 
erable doubt  as  to  receiving  such  aid  for  an  addition  to  an 
old  building. 

The  budget  for  1949  follows  the  general  pattern  of 
increased  cost  of  living.  Everything  pertaining  to  the  oper- 
ation of  school  plants  costs  more  than  it  ever  did.  Teachers 
in  communities  all  over  the  country  have  been  highly  un- 
derpaid. Our  budget  calls  for  the  customary  annual  in- 
crement but  makes  no  provision  for  a  cost-of-living  adjust- 
ment such  as  has  been  made  in  many  towns  in  Massa- 
chusetts during  the  past  year.  The  School  Committee  has 
carefully  considered  each  item  in  the  budget  and  feels  that 
it  is  asking  for  a  bare  minimum  for  the  operation  and  main- 
tenance of  the  school  system  for  the  coming  year.  It  would 
be  well  to  explain  that  much  more  money  will  be  returned 
to  Pepperell  by  way  of  State  Aid  to  Education  in  1949.  The 
new  law  (S-131),  effective  in  1949,  makes  provision  for  a 
return,  by  way  of  State  reimbursements,  of  much  more 
money  to  Pepperell  as  "Aid  to  Education"  than  ever  before. 
In  1947  over  seventeen  thousand  dollars  came  to  Pep- 
perell by  way  of  reimbursements ;  in  1948  something  a  little 
over  twenty-one  thousand  was  ear-marked  "Aid  to  Educa- 
tion." In  1949  S-131,  with  attending  reimbursements, 
should  cut  educational  cost  to  the  town  by  approximately 
thirty-thousand  dollars.  The  trend  is  definitely  toward 
state  and  federal  aid  to  education.  A  real  drive  is  being 
made  by  our  state  and  national  governing  bodies  to  assist 
those  communities  which,  for  a  long  time  now,  have  bravely 
borne  the  burden  of  supporting  schools,  sometimes  well 
beyond  the  limits  of  their  capacities,  on  real-estate  tax 
money.  It  is  high  time  relief  of  some  sort  has  come,  for 
no  town  wants  to  give  its  children  an  inferior  type  of  edu- 
cation, nor  does  it  wish  to  see  its  tax-rate  soar  to  an  un- 
reasonable limit  in  order  to  provide  what  is  necessary  for 
its  youth. 
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It  has  been  a  real  pleasure  personally  to  start  educa- 
tional work  here  in  Pepperell.  I  appreciate  the  whole- 
hearted interest  and  support  I  find  here  from  all  connected 
in  any  way  with  the  schools,  and  I  look  forward  to  a  1949 
characterized  by  co-operative  effort  in  the  direction  of  a 
growing  school  system.

Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School 


Mr.  Herbert  Archibald, 
Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Pepperell,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Sir: 

Last  year,  for  the  first  time  in  twenty-five  years,  a 
graduate  of  Pepperell  High  School  matriculated  at  she 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  In  the  same  year, 
for  the  first  time  of  which  I  have  record,  one  of  our  beys 
matriculated  at  Harvard  College.  This  year  we  have  two 
graduates  at  Harvard  and  three  at  M.  I.  T\  I  mention  these 
cases  because  these  schools  are  among  those  most  difficult 
to  enter.  As  usual  we  have  many  graduates  studying  in 
many  other  New  England  colleges. 

Most  persons  now  of  middle  age  did  their  high  school 
studying  in  the  back  of  rooms  where  recitations  were  tak- 
ing place.  I  think  most  of  us  admit  that  that  situation  was 
not  conducive  to  good  study.  I  know  I  spent  much  of  my 
time  listening  to  the  recitations.    Mr.  Bernard  improved 
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this  situation  as  well  as  he  was  able  by  instituting  the  doa- 
ble study  hall,  with  one  teacher  overseeing  study  in  two 
adjoining  rooms.  With  strong,  experienced  teachers  this 
plan  worked  well.  With  weak  or  inexperienced  teachers 
these  double  study  halls  constituted  our  greatest  dis- 
ciplinary problem.  The  election  of  an  extra  teacher  last 
year  made  it  possible  to  separate  the  junior  and  senior  high 
with  separate  study  halls  for  each.  In  other  words  we  now 
have  the  equivalent  of  two  full  time  teachers  doing  study 
hall  supervision  which  was  not  provided  ten  years  ago.  We 
believe  this  is  worth  while  both  in  providing  better  condi- 
tions for  study  and  also  in  making  for  better  teaching 
where  a  teacher  is  not  distracted  by  study  pupils  in  the 
back  of  the  room. 


Several  periods  a  week  the  two  study  halls  do  not  con- 
tain all  study  pupils,  calling  for  a  third  study  hall  teacher. 
This  has  resulted  in  some  teachers  having  no  free  periods 
and  none  have  the  five  a  week  which  are  provided  for  better 
paid  teachers  in  most  high  schools  of  the  state. 


At  the  present  time  perhaps  the  weakest  link  is  the 
principal  with  only  five  free  periods  per  week  available  for 
office  work,  supervision,  and  conferences  with  pupils.  To 
maintain  a  class  A  high  school  it  is  necessary  to  have  a 
full  time  teacher  for  every  twenty-five  pupils.  We  main- 
tain this  rating  by  including  the  principal  among  the  full 
time  teachers.  It  is  doubtful  economy  to  pay  a  principal's 
salary  to  a  man  who  is  not  available  for  a  principal's  chief 
duties.  We  have  barely  room  this  year.  We  will  be  over- 
crowded next  year.

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Report  of  the  Principal  of  Shattuck  School 


The  following  report  may  be  of  interest  to  parents  and 
tax  payers : 

The  big  problem  of  last  year,  that  of  accommodating 
all  the  pupils  we  had,  is  still  a  bigger  one  this  year.  Our 
numbers  are  still  increasing  daily,  due  to  the  number  of 
soldiers  who  have  come  to  Fort  Devens,  and  who  are  quar- 
tered here,  and  to  still  others  who  have  moved  here  recent- 
ly. For  example,  in  one  week  in  December  we  enrolled 
seven  new  pupils.  Each  week,  we  enroll  two  or  three,  and 
none  seem  to  move  away.  The  one  new  room  which  we 
built  last  summer  in  the  basement,  helped  to  the  extent  of 
taking  care  of  eighteen  pupils.  More  space  must  be  pro- 
vided before  next  September.  A  large  entering  class  in 
Grade  One,  plus  the  new  ones  who  come  to  town  daily,  make 
this  a  must. 

The  very  poor  playground  we  have  here  received  no 
attention  in  1948,  but  serious  thought  should  be  given  it 
this  coming  year.  It  is  not  a  large  enough  spot,  is  not 
healthful,  nor  safe.  Many  Cuts  and  bruises  are  treated 
here,  caused  by  the  rugged  and  stony  soil. 

We  have  had  very  little  turn  over  in  the  teaching- 
staff,  all  of  which  helps  toward  a  better  school  set-up. 

The  children  took  part  as  usual  in  all  the  Red  Cross 
programs,  such  as  membership,  filling  Christmas  boxes  to 
send  abroad  and  in  making  nut  cups  on  several  occasions 
for  use  in  hospitals  and  camps  on  holidays. 

Dr.  Porter  and  Mrs.  Dee  have  completed  their  physical 
examinations  and  notices  of  defects  have  been  sent  to  the 
parents. 

Teachers  have  made  the  required  eye  examinations, 
and  several  pairs  of  glasses  are  the  result.    Many  children 
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have  needed  them  for  some  time.  Ears  will  be  tested  in  the 
spring,  by  using  an  audiometer. 

A  new  heating  plant,  and  adequate  lighting  are  urgent- 
ly needed.  These  should  be  installed  during  the  coming 
summer. 

Several  major  repairs  are  also  needed  in  this  building, 
and  the  budget  for  1949  is  set  up  to  include  them. 

We  were  sorry  to  lose  Mrs.  Wright,  who  resigned  in 
December.  She  had  been  a  member  of  the  Shattuck  School 
faculty  for  twenty-one  years.  Mr.  Warren  Fuller,  who  had 
formerly  been  a  teacher  in  the  High  School,  was  secured  to 
take  her  place.

Report  of  the  Principal  of  Groton  Street  School 


To  relieve  to  some  extent  the  crowded  condition  at  the 
Shattuck  School,  some  of  the  bus  pupils  from  Grades  One 
and  Two  were  transferred  to  this  building. 

Grades  One  and  Two  because  of  their  large  enrollment 
were  assigned  separate  rooms,  with  Grades  Three  and  Four 
being  combined,  also  Grades  Five  and  Six. 

There  are  four  teachers  for  six  grades  with  the  teach- 
ing staff  remaining  the  same  as  that  of  last  year. 

The  children  were  weighed,  measured  and  their  eyes 
tested  by  the  teachers  before  the  physical  examinations 
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were  made  by  Dr.  Porter  and  the  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Dee. 
Notices  of  physical  defects  were  sent  home  by  Mrs.  Dee. 
She  is  always  cooperative  and  helpful  whenever  her  services 
are  called  upon. 

A  Junior  Red  Cross  membership  drive  was  conducted 
in  the  fall.  Nut  cups  made  for  veterans'  hospitals  and  gift 
boxes  containing  health  and  educational  articles  were  filled 
for  this  organization  to  be  shipped  children  overseas  for 
Christmas. 

Miss  Meehan  continues  to  do  commendable  work  as 
Supervisor  of  Music. 

After  many  years  as  Art  Supervisor,  Miss  Attridge 
resigned  and  has  not  been  replaced. 

The  children  enjoyed  "Hoodsies"  at  Christmas  time 
through  the  generosity  of  the  Mother's  Club. 

Col.  Stephenson  resigned  and  concluded  his  duties  as 
Superintendent  at  the  end  of  October.  Mr.  Archibald  took 
over  these  duties  in  November.  We  hope  Col.  Stephenson 
enjoys  a  well  earned  rest  and  many  years  of  comfort  and 
relaxation.

Report  of  School  Nurse 


Mr.  H.  Archibald, 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  ' 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  school  nursing  for  the 
year  1948. 
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The  annual  school  physicals  of  the  Grammar  School 
and  Junior  High  pupils  have  been  completed.  Written 
notices  of  any  defects  have  been  sent  to  the  parents.  A 
home  visit  was  made  to  all  requiring  immediate  attention 
and  where  necessary  the  parents  were  acquainted  with 
clinic  services  available  in  this  area. 

The  High  School  athletes  were  given  special  examina- 
tions by  Dr.  Porter. 

In  April  the  audiometer,  for  testing  ears,  owned  by  the 
State  Department,  was  loaned  the  town  for  one  week. 
Hearing  tests  were  given  the  pupils  from  the  fourth  grade 
up.  Twenty  required  retesting.  Two  pupils  attended  ear 
clinic;  one  required  the  attention  of  an  ear  specialist  and 
had  surgical  work.  Six  home  visits  were  made  in  this 
service. 

On  May  25  and  June  1  the  pre-school  clinic  for  pupils 
entering  school  in  September  was  held  at  the  High  School. 
Most  defects  found  were  corrected  before  the  children  en- 
tered school.  The  Mrs.  Bufland,  Cleary  and  Libby,  mem- 
bers of  the  Nursing  Board,  assisted  with  the  clerical  work, 
weighing  and  measuring  the  pupils. 

There  was  a  good  attendance  at  the  clinic  but  I  feel 
even  more  parents  should  avail  themselves  of  this  oppor- 
tunity as  it  permits  the  child  to  become  accustomed  to  being 
examined  by  the  school  doctor. 

Appointments  were  made  for  several  children  to  attend 
Crippled  Children's  Clinic  held  at  St.  John's  Hospital  in 
Lowell.  Several  conferences  were  held  with  Miss  Foster, 
the  physiotheripist  from  the  clinic.  Histories  were  sent 
with  children  attending  speech  clinics. 

Several  pupils  have  had  chest  x-rays  at  the  clinic  held 
in  Ayer  every  other  month. 

During  October  I  attended  classes  in  Fitchburg  for  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  the  new  maico  puretone  audiometer 
group  testing  machine  and  the  new  vision  test.    Both  ap- 
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paratus  will  be  available  for  use  in  our  schools  later  in  the 
year. 

Dr.  Porter  and  I  are  planning  to  hold  a  Diphtheria  im- 
munization clinic  at  an  early  date. 

I  have  enjoyed  my  work  and  thank  all  with  whom  I 
have  been  associated  for  their  kindness  and  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service 
For  the  Town  of  Pepperell 
1948 


The  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service  is  a  county 
organization  maintained  to  serve  the  various  towns  of  the 
county  especially  in  the  field  of  agriculture  and  home 
economics. 


The  agricultural  work  this  year  was  of  a  very  general 
nature  of  interest  to  dairymen,  poultrymen,  and  fruit  grow- 
ers. Edwin  H.  Walker  was  one  of  three  orchard  growers  in 
the  county  to  be  honored  by  being  elected  a  member  of  the 
90%  Red  Apple  Club  by  the  Massachusetts  Fruit  Growers 
Association.  Twilight  Meetings  of  interest  to  orchard  grow- 
ers as  well  as  assistance  in  the  spray  program  was  carried 
on  during  the  year. 


With  the  dairymen  three  men  participated  in  the  New 
England-wide  "Green  Pastures"  Contest.  Many  were  mem- 
bers in  the  Selective  Breeding  Association  to  help  dairy  far- 
mers in  the  high  production  of  dairy  cattle  and  Harold  Olsen 
was  a  member  of  the  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Association. 
Many  visits  to  poultry  farms  were  made  upon  request  to 
assist  largely  in  flock  management  and  disease  control. 
Organized  projects  were  developed  largely  through  the 
Middlesex  County  Poultry  Association  with  many  poultry- 
men  in  Pepperell  belonging  to  this  organization. 

Meetings  of  interest  to  homemakers  were  held  on  food 
preservation  and  the  making  of  Christmas  gifts. 

Boys  and  girls  4-H  clubs  in  clothing,  canning,  foods, 
crafts,  gardening,  and  dairy  were  carried  on  under  the  lead- 
ership of  Miss  Florence  Flynn,  Mrs.  Sophie  Tierney,  Miss 
Evelyn  Yeutter,  Mrs.  Robert  Farmer,  Alfred  Parker,  Her- 
bert Sweet,  and  Charles  Maynard.  4-H  club  work  was  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  Town  Committee,  of  which  Mrs. 
Ernest  Melendy  was  Chairman. 
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Evelyn  Yeutter  was  awarded  one  of  the  finest  prizes 
that  can  come  to  a  4-H  member,  namely,  representing  the 
State  at  the  4-H  National  Club  Congress  in  Chicago.  She 
won  this  on  her  excellent  work  in  the  home  improvement 
project.  While  at  Chicago  she  was  awarded  a  National 
Scholarship  of  $200. 

Pepperell's  Dairy  Club  members  did  exceptionally  well 
in  both  the  County  Dairy  Show  at  Littleton  and  the  Dairy 
Show  at  the  County  Fair,  winning  more  prizes  than  any 
other  town  in  the  County.  Bernard  Olsen  won  two  Firsts 
and  was  Third  in  Showmanship,  Richard  Briggs  being 
Second.  William  Townsend  won  a  First  and  two  Thirds. 
Allan  Young  won  a  First  and  was  Fourth  in  the  Showman- 
ship Contest. 

A  County  medal  was  awarded  to  Cynthia  Ryan  in  the 
National  Farm  and  Home  Safety  Contest.  William  Town- 
send  represented  the  County  at  State  Boys'  Day  and  was 
awarded  a  cash  prize  by  the  Massachusetts  Society  for 
Promoting  Agriculture  on  his  excellent  dairy  work.  The 
4-H  exhibit  at  the  Grange  Fair  was  one  of  the  best  in  the 
County.  Others  who  did  fine  work  were  Baine  Conley, 
Robert  Yeutter,  Eugene  Reese,  Lawrence  Lowe,  and  John 
Bouchard.

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Report  of  Cemetery  Commissioners 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

In  submitting  this  our  annual  report  we  wish  to  thank 
all  who  have  so  kindly  assisted  in  our  work.  Mr.  Newell, 
Mr.  Burney,  Mr.  McClain,  and  Mrs.  Saunders,  have  rendered 
valuable  assistance  and  to  them  we  extend  a  special  word 
of  appreciation. 

The  care  of  the  cemeteries  the  past  year  has  been 
carried  on  under  the  same  policy  as  the  preceding  year  with 
Mr.  Harry  Dow  as  Superintendent.  From  the  many  good 
reports  we  have  received  from  visitors  throughout  the  state 
we  believe  our  cemeteries  compare  favorably  with  many. 

However  the  matter  of  Annual  Care  has  not  met  with 
the  cooperation  of  many  of  the  lot  owners  as  it  should.  In 
justice  to  those  whose  lots  are  on  perpetual  care  and  to 
those  who  pay  their  annual  care  bills  promptly,  we  feel  that 
we  can  not  go  on  caring  for  the  lots  of  those  who  have  not 
paid  the  annual  care  bill.  We  hesitate  to  do  this  because 
we  know  that  the  citizens  of  our  town  enjoy  seeing  our 
cemeteries  looking  as  nice  as  possible  especially  at  Memo- 
rial Day. 

Because  of  the  inaccuracy  of  our  records  there  are 
many  lot  owners  who  have  not  received  bills  for  the  care  of 
their  lots.  We  are  slowly  revising  our  list  and  we  hope  that 
in  the  course  of  time  we  will  have  a  complete  list  of  all  lot 
owners. 

In  regards  to  the  lots  where  there  are  no  immediate 
heirs  left  especially  the  old  section  of  the  Walton  Cemetery 
we  believe  it  is  the  wish  of  the  people  of  Pepperell  to  care 
for  these  lots. 

In  the  past  year  three  trees  were  removed  in  Walton 
Cemetery,  these  trees  had  outlived  their  usefulness  and 
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were  a  hazard  if  left  standing.  Some  of  the  dead  limbs 
were  taken  out  of  the  other  trees. 

We  regret  to  report  that  six  headstones  were  tipped 
over  at  Halloween,  one  of  them  being  broken.  These  were 
in  the  older  part  of  Walton  Cemetery.  This  was  evidently 
the  work  of  someone  with  a  perverted  sense  of  a  good  time. 
Our  cemeteries  should  be  held  in  a  much  higher  esteem  and 
not  used  as  playground  for  the  younger  generation  whose 
forbears  may  be  interred  there. 


In  the  Woodlawn  Cemetery  part  of  the  fence  was 
pushed  over  and  the  turf  disturbed. 


At  the  close  of  the  year  a  lowering  device  was 
purchased  and  this  year  we  intend  to  purchase  the  greens. 
This  will  eliminate  the  necessity  of  hiring  them.  The  fence 
in  Woodlawn  Cemetery  is  in  poor  condition  and  will  need 
some  work  done  on  it  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 


The  tool  house  is  much  too  small  to  house  our  equip- 
ment and  an  addition  should  be  made  but  owing  to  the  high 
cost  of  labor  and  material  at  the  present  time  we  hesitate 
to  ask  for  this  appropriation  now. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  lots  there  was  no  fertilizer- 
used  in  the  cemeteries  this  year.  This  Spring  we  hope  to 
topdress  both  cemeteries. 


The  drives  at  the  Woodlawn  Cemetery  should  be  oiled 
and  graded;  this  would  greatly  reduce  the  amount  neces- 
say  to  maintain  the  drives  in  good  condition. 


The  roof  of  the  tomb  was  painted  last  Fall  and  the  rest 
of  the  building  should  be  painted  this  Spring. 


Your  commissioners  have  met  reguarly  each  month 
throughout  the  year. 
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We  recommend  the  following  appropriation  for  1949.

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Report  of  Pepperell  District  Nurse 


I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  District  Nurse  Asso- 
ciation for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1949. 

A  total  of  2092  home  visits  were  made.  The  following 
health  services  were  conducted.  Maternity  service — 1  home 
delivery,  40  prenatal  visits  which  included  instruction  about 
diet,  exercise  and  blood  pressure  reading,  54  visits  to  new 
born  babies. 

Pre-school  service.  The  annual  diphtheria  immuniza- 
tion clinics  and  pre-school  summer  round-up  for  children 
entering  school  were  held.  The  Board  of  Health  and  Dis- 
trict Nurse  Association  cooperated  in  holding  the  Well 
Child  Clinics  every  other  month.  All  doctors  were  con- 
tacted and  given  an  opportunity  to  assist  at  the  clinics, 
some  declined  the  service.  Nursing  Board  members  trans- 
portated  the  children  and  helped  with  clerical  work.  Miss 
Almeda  King,  State  Nutritionist,  attended  each  clinic.  Her 
services  were  greatly  appreciated.  Appointments  were 
made  for  children  to  attend  Crippled  Children  clinics  in 
Lowell  and  Rheumatic  Fever  clinics  at  Fitchburg. 

T.  B.  service.  Patch  test  was  done  on  several  patients 
at  request  of  family  doctor.  37  appointments  were  made 
for  chest  X-ray,  either  at  Middlesex  County  Sanatorium  or 
Ayer  clinic.  Arrangements  were  also  made  for  Industrial 
X-rays  for  Bemis  Bro.  Bag  Co.  and  St.  Regis  Paper  Co. 

Patients  were  accompanied  to  Lowell,  Tewksbury  and 
Groton  hospitals.  Conferences  were  held  with  Mr.  Kirby 
of  the  Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  Miss 
Joseph,  Social  Worker,  Miss  Glidden  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment ,Dr.  Cobb  and  Miss  White  of  Nashoba,  and  Miss 
Adams  of  Metropolitan  Insurance  Co.  Meetings  were  at- 
tended in  Worcester,  Winchendon  and  Groton. 

We  were  most  fortunate  to  obtain  the  services  of  Mrs. 
Anna  Colbert,  R.  N.  for  relief  work. 

Mrs.  Saunders  continues  to  take  calls  for  me.  This 
has  proved  a  most  satisfactory  arrangement.  I  have  had 
the  cooperation  of  all  Nursing  Board  members  which  has 
been  a  great  asset  in  a  busy  year.

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Report  of  Playground  Committee 


We  wish  to  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1949. 

The  use  of  the  Playground  appears  to  be  increasing 
each  year,  with  High  School  baseball,  Pepperell  A.  A.  base- 
ball, basketball  and  tennis.  It  is  a  common  sight  to  see 
many  of  the  younger  children  roller  skating  and  riding 
their  bicycles  on  the  macadamized  court.  The  field  is  used 
from  early  spring  until  late  in  the  fall. 

Additional  improvements  this  past  year  are  as  follows : 
The  score  board  was  moved  to  center  field  to  eliminate  the 
danger  of  a  player  colliding  with  it  while  running  after  a 
foul  ball.  A  pole  to  hold  the  switches  for  the  electric  lights 
used  on  the  field  and  the  skating  rink  has  been  installed  at 
no  cost  to  the  town.  The  road  going  into  the  field  was 
scraped  but  froze  before  we  could  have  it  oiled.  This  will 
be  oiled  in  the  spring  before  the  High  School  games  start  in 
April.  The  skinned  part  of  the  diamond  was  dug  up  and 
graded  and  the  whole  field  rolled  again  this  year. 

The  skating  rink  is  especially  popular  when  weather 
permits  and  the  lights  are  turned  on  every  night  that  we 
consider  it  safe  for  the  youngsters  to  skate. 

We  feel  that  at  present  and  with  the  few  improve- 
ments mentioned  above,  we  have  the  finest  if  not  the  best 
field  in  either  the  Wachusett  League  or  the  Middlesex 
County  League.

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RECORDING  OF  BIRTHS 


Births  occuring  late  in  the  year  are  sometimes  re- 
corded without  the  Christian  name.  In  all  such  cases  par- 
ents should  return  the  name  to  the  Town  Clerk  as  soon  as 
it  is  selected  in  order  that  it  may  be  entered  upon  the  town 
books,  as  an  incompleteness  of  the  records  may  involve 
much  trouble  in  the  future. 

Read  the  Law 

Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a  child, 
and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth  in 
its  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk 
of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born.  General  Laws,  Chap- 
ter 46,  Section  6. 

Why  Birth  Should  Be  Recorded 

There  is  hardly  a  relation  of  life  —  social,  legal  or  economic 
—  in  which  the  evidence  furnished  by  an  accurate  registration 
of  births  may  not  prove  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  value,  not  only 
to  the  individual,  but  also  to  the  public  at  large.  It  is  not  only 
an  act  of  civilization  to  register  birth  certificates  but  good  busi- 
ness, for  they  are  frequently  used  in  many  practical  ways,  some 
of  which  are  listed  below: 

(1)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  age  and  legitimacy  of  heirs: 

(2)  As  proof  of  age  to  determine  the  validity  of  a  contract 
entered  into  by  an  alleged  minor; 

-  (3)  As  evidence  to  establish  age  and  proof  of  citizenship 
and  descent  in  order  to  vote; 

(4)  As  evidence  to  establish  the  right  of  admission  to  the 
professions  and  to  many  public  offices; 

(5)  As  evidence  of  legal  age  to  marry; 

(6)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  claims  of  widows  and 
orphans  under  the  widows'  and  orphans'  pension  law; 

(?)  As  evidence  to  determine  the  liability  of  parents  for 
the  debts  of  a  minor; 

(8)  As  evidence  in  the  administration  of  estates,  the  settle- 
ment of  insurance  and  pensions; 
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(9)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  irresponsibility  of  children 
under  legal  age  for  crime  and  misdemeanor,  and  various  other 
matters  in  the  criminal  code. 

(10)  As  evidence  in  the  enforcement  of  law  relating  to 
education  and  to  child  labor; 

(11)  As  evidence  to  determine  the  relations  of  guardians 
and  wards; 

(12)  As  proof  of  citizenship  in  order  to  obtain  a  passport; 

(13)  As  evidence  in  the  claim  for  exemption  from  or  the 
right  to  jury  and  military  service.

Extracts  from  Sections  1,  2,  3  ,  4,  6  and  8 

Section  1.  Each  city  and  town  Clerk  shall  receive  or 
obtain  and  record  *  *  *  facts  relative  to  births  *  *  *  in  his 
city  or  town. 

Section  3.  Every  physician  or  medical  officer  regis- 
tered shall  keep  a  record  of  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases 
of  which  he  was  in  charge  and  *  *  *  shall,  within  fifteen 
days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  regis- 
trar of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred  a  report  *  *  *  If 
the  child  is  illigitimate,  the  name  and  other  facts  relating 
to  the  father  shall  not  be  stated  except  at  the  request  in 
writing  of  both  father  and  mother  filed  *  *  *  Upon  pre- 
sentation to  him  of  a  certificate  of  the  town  clerk  stating 
that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the  town  treas- 
urer shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  officer  a  fee  of  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  *  *  *  A  physician  or 
any  such  officer  violating  any  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  4.    A  member  or  servant  of  a  family  in  which 
-  a  child  is  born,  having  knowledge  of  the  facts  required  *  *  * 
shall  furnish  the  same  upon  request  of  the  clerk  of  the 
town  *  *  *  or  of  any  person  authorized  by  him.  (Penalty 
for  refusal  not  more  than  ten  dollars.) 

Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth 
of  a  child,  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after 
a  birth  in  his  house  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given 
to  the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born. 

Section  8.  (Penalty  for  neglect  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  6,  not  more  than  five  dollars.) 
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GENERAL  LAWS,  CHAPTER  207 

Section  36.  If  a  marriage  is  solemnized  in  another 
state  between  parties  living  in  this  Commonwealth,  who 
return  to  dwell  here,  they  shall  within  seven  days  after  their 
return  file  with  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  town  where  either 
of  them  lived  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a  certificate 
or  declaration  of  their  marriage,  including  the  facts  re- 
quired in  a  notice  of  intention  of  marriage. 

Section  55.  Whoever  violates  Section  36  shall  forfeit 
ten  dollars. 

The  Town  Clerk  hereby  gives  notice  that  he  is  prepared 
to  furnish  parents,  householders,  physicians,  and  registered 
hospital  medical  officers  applying  therefor  with  blanks  for 
return  of  birth  as  required  by  law.

BRIEF  EXTRACTS  OF  THE  DOG  LAWS 

The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  March  31st,  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for 
one  year  from  April  1st  following  if  the  dog  is  kept  in  Bos- 
ton, in  the  office  of  the  Police  Commissioner,,  or  if  in  any 
other  town  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  thereof.  The  owner  or 
keeper  of  a  licensed  dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its 
neck  or  body  a  collar  or  harness  of  leather  or  other  suitable 
material  to  which  shall  be  attached  a  tag  upon  which  shall 
appear  the  license  number,  the  name  of  the  town  and  the 
year  of  issue.  If  any  such  tag  is  lost  the  owner  or  keeper 
shall  forthwith  secure  a  substitute  tag  from  the  town  or  city 
clerk.  Any  person  may  bring  from  another  state  any  dog 
licensed  under  the  laws  thereof  and  keep  such  dog  in  this 
commonwealth  not  exceeding  30  days,  without  licensing. 

A  person  who  after  April  first  in  any  year  becomes  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  not  duly  licensed,  and  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  when  it  becomes  three  months  old 
after  March  thirty-first  in  any  year,  shall  cause  it  to  be  reg- 
istered, numbered,  described,  licensed,  collared  or  harnessed 
and  tagged  as  required  by  section  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven.  A  person  who  after  April  first  in  any  year  becomes 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  duly  licensed  in  the 
town  where  kept  shall  forthwith  give  notice  in  writing  to 
the  clerk  of  such  town  or  if  kept  in  Boston,  to  the  Police 
Commissioner,  that  he  has  become  such  owner  or  keeper, 
and  said  clerk  or  said  police  commissioner,  as  the  case  may 
be  shall  change  the  record  of  such  license  to  show  the  name 
and  address  of  the  new  owner  or  keeper. 

The  fee  for  every  license  (except  as  otherwise  provid- 
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ed)  shall  be  $2.00  for  a  male  dog  and  $5.00  for  a  female.  If 
a  female  dog  has  been  spayed,  such  dog  can  be  licensed  for 
$2.00  providing  a  proper  certificate  from  a  registered  veter- 
inarian is  filed  with  the  clerk. 

Whosoever  violates  the  provisions  of  the  dog  law  shall 
be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $15.00. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  required  to  furnish  anti-rabic 
vaccine  free  of  charge,  and  treatment  of  persons. 

A  dog  license  is  valid  throughout  the  state.  In  case  of 
permanent  removal  to  another  town,  the  dog  must  be 
licensed  within  thirty  days  in  such  town. 

The  assessors  shall  annually  take  a  list  of  all  owners 
or  keepers  of  dogs.  An  owner  or  keeper  who  gives  false  in- 
formation to  assessors  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10. 

The  Mayor  and  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  one 
or  more  dog  officers.  Such  officers  may  also  be  appointed 
by  the  County  Commissioners. 

The  Mayor  and  Selectmen  shall  between  June  1  and  10 
issue  a  warrant  to  such  dog  officers  directing  them  to  seek 
out,  catch  and  confine  all  unlicensed  dogs  and  prosecute 
complaints  against  the  owners  or  keepers,  and  shall  kill 
all  such  dogs  after  being  confined  for  six  days.  Dog  officers 
failing  to  comply  with  the  warrant  shall  be  removed. 

Cropping  or  cutting  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  ears 
of  a  dog  is  forbidden. 

KENNEL  LICENSE 

Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  kennel  may  apply  for  a 
license  in  the  town  where  the  kennel  is  located.  Such 
license  shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  other  license  while  said  dog 
is  kept  in  such  kennel.  Such  owner  or  keeper  shall  cause 
each  dog  so  kept  to  wear,  while  it  is  at  large,  a  collar  or 
harness  of  leather  or  some  suitable  material  to  which  shall 
be  attached  a  tag  showing  the  number  of  the  kennel  license, 
the  name  of  the  town  and  year.   These  tags  are  to  be  fur- 


nished  by  the  town  clerk  where  the  kennel  is  licensed. 
The  fee  for  each  kennel  license  shall  be  $25.00  if  not  more 
than  ten  dogs  are  kept  and  $50  if  more  than  ten.  Dogs 
under  six  months  of  age  shall  not  be  included  in  the  num- 
ber of  dogs  kept.  Holders  of  kennel  licenses  may  operate  a 
boarding  kennel.  The  name  and  address  of  every  owner 
of  such  dog  shall  be  kept  available  for  inspection. 

Every  holder  of  a  kennel  license,  on  delivery  of  an 
unlicensed  dog  shall  attach  to  such  dog  a  collar  or  harness 
which  shall  carry  a  tag  marked  with  the  name  and  address 
of  the  kennel  licensee,  and  a  number  to  be  recorded;  and 
shall  also  furnish  to  the  owner  or  keeper  of  the  dog  a 
certificate,  bearing  the  same  number  and  description,  date 
of  purchase,  which,  with  the  tag,  shall  be  a  legal  substitute 
for  a  license  for  two  weeks  only.  The  purchaser  shall 
within  two  weeks,  either  return  the  dog  to  the  kennel 
with  the  collar,  harness,  tag  and  certificate  or  return  to 
the  kennel  said  tag  with  a  certificate  from  the  city  or  town 
clerk  certifying  that  the  dog  has  been  licensed.  If  a  pur- 
chaser of  a  dog  fails  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  the 
owner  of  the  kennel  shall  notify  the  city  or  town  clerk. 
Kennels  are  liable  to  inspection  to  see  if  they  are  maintained 
in  a  sanitary  and  humane  condition.

This  money  to  be 
spent  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  a 
Committee  to  be  appointed  by  them.  This  was  a  deck  list 
vote.   Total  votes  cast  168.    Yes  125.    No  43. 

Article  13.  Amendment  to  Article  13,  made  as  fol- 
lows :  Provided  that  fees  be  set  at  such  a  level  as  to  pay  all 
operating  expenses.  Not  carried. 

Article  14.  Voted  that  the  Town  construct  cement 
steps  at  the  High  School  instead  of  Granite  steps  as  voted 
under  Article  XIX  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  the  current  year,  and  authorize  the  expenditure 
of  five  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($550.00)  for  said  construc- 
tion and  transfer  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  valid  un- 
der said  Article  XIX,  to  wit:  Two  thousand,  two  hun- 
dred fifty  dollars  ($2,250.00)  for  the  following  purposes. 

One  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  for  the  construction  and 
furnishing  of  an  additional  classroom  in  the  basement  of 
the  Clara  M.  Shattuck  School;  and  one  thousand,  two  hun- 
dred fifty  dollars  ($1,250.00)  for  the  salaries  of  three  addi- 
tional teachers  necessary  for  the  balance  of  1949. 

Article  15.  Voted  that  the  Town  rescind  the  votes 
passed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  March  24,  1913, 
relating  to  the  election  of  a  Playground  Commission.

years,  and  annually  thereafter,  one  member  be  elected  for 
three  years,  said  Playground  Commission  to  have  control 
and  supervision  of  the  Town  Playground  and  all  activities 
to  be  conducted  thereon. 

Article  18.  Voted  that  a  Playground  Commssion  of 
three  members  be  elected  at  this  meeting,  to  serve  until  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  in  February  1950. 

The  three  members  elected  were  Robert  B.  Patch,  Wal- 
ter D.  Crowley  and  Harold  T.  Lynch,  as  members  of  the 
Playground  Commission  to  serve  until  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  February  1950. 

Article  19.  Voted  that  the  Town  vote  to  transfer 
from  Surplus  Revenue,  the  sum  of  $300.00  for  use  on  the 
Playground.

The  most  important  project  handled  during  1949  by 
the  Trustees  was  major  repairs  to  the  roof.  These  repairs

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Pepperell: 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting,  herewith,  my  second 
annual  report  of  the  supervision  of  the  Pepperell  Schools 
for  the  year  1949. 

Organization 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  teaching  and 
administrative  staffs  of  our  schools  during  1949,  as  follows : 

Mr.  Robert  Patch,  formerly  a  teacher  of  Science  and 
Mathematics  in  the  high  school,  has  assumed  the  duties  of 
Principal  of  the  Pepperell  High  School. 

Mr.  Robert  McCreech,  a  graduate  of  Fordham  Univer- 
sity, was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Miss  Dorothy  Manion  and  is  now  capably  handling 
the  teaching  of  all  subjects  in  the  Social  Studies  Depart- 
ment. 

Miss  Ruth  Webster,  a  graduate  of  Boston  University 
P.  A.  L.,  has  been  elected  to  teach  all  commercial  subjects 
to  replace  Mr.  Neland  Klonel  who  resigned  in  June  1949. 
The  high  standard  of  work  started  in  this  field  of  studies 
fs  being  capably  maintained  under  Miss  Webster's  direction 
and  teaching. 

Mr.  Frederick  Kaufmann  was  engaged  as  a  new  teacher 
of  Junior  High  School  subjects,  a  move  taken  to  meet  re- 
quirements of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Educa- 
tion in  the  direction  of  preserving  and  maintaining  our 
Class  "A"  rating,  by  giving  our  principal,  Mr.  Patch,  at 
least  fifty  per  cent  administrative  time.  Mr.  Kaufmann 
is  a  graduate  of  Boston  University,  School  of  Education. 

Miss  Joan  Littlehale,  a  graduate,  Class  of  1949,  from 
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Massachusetts  School  of  Art,  with  a  degree  of  B.  S.  in  Ed., 
has  been  elected  as  Art  Supervisor  for  all  schools  in  Union 
No.  63,  Pepperell  having  her  services  for  three  days  a  week, 
Dunstable,  one-half  day,  and  Tyngsborough,  one  and  one- 
half  days.  Her  report  gives  in  detail  the  objectives  and 
aims  of  her  instruction  which,  I  believe,  represent  very 
definite  growth  and  fill  one  of  the  long-felt  needs  in  our 
educational  program. 

In  the  elementary  schools  the  changes  and  additions 
are  as  follows: 

In  the  Clara  M.  Shattuck  School  no  resignations  were 
received  from  members  of  this  staff.  Two  additional  teach- 
ers were  required  to  make  provisions  for  greatly  increased 
enrollments  and  the  management  of  two  additional  class- 
rooms. Mrs.  Agnes  Grainger,  a  graduate  of  Fitchburg 
Teachers'  College,  Class  of  1947,  after  two  years  of  success- 
ful teaching  experience  in  Hubbardston,  Massachusetts, 
was  elected  to  teach  in  Grades  III  and  IV  in  one  of  our  new 
basement  rooms,  and  Mrs.  Inez  Creighton,  a  graduate  of 
Fitchburg  Teachers'  College,  was  elected  to  take  an  over- 
flow class  of  Grade  I  pupils  in  the  other  newly  constructed 
classroom  in  the  basement.  These  two  rooms,  with  another 
built  in  the  summer  of  1948,  are  regarded  as  emergency 
classrooms  and  should  serve  only  in  that  capacity,  to  re- 
main until  such  time  as  a  building  program  can  make  for 
more  suitable  and  permanent  housing  facilities. 

In  the  Groton  Street  School  Mrs.  Carroll  Whalon  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation 
of  Mrs.  Ethel  Bailey  who  has  accepted  a  Groton  teaching 
position  in  order  to  be  nearer  her  home.  Mrs.  Whalon,  a 
graduate  of  Lowell  State  Teaches'  College,  comes  to  us  with 
a  background  of  seventeen  years'  successful  teaching  ex- 
perience in  Pepperell  and  Everett,  Massachusetts..  We  feel 
the  work  of  grades  III  and  IV  here  are  in  very  capable 
hands.  Other  than  this  one  change  our  staff  at  the  Groton 
Street  School  remains  the  same  as  in  the  previous  school 
year  and,  again,  the  Committee  is  pleased  that  no  other 
replacements  became  necessary. 

Repairs 

Some  important  repairs,  representing  very  definite 
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improvements,  have  been  made  in  our  school  system.  Chief- 
ly among  these  are  two  renovations  in  the  Shattuck  School. 
An  obsolete  and  entirely  inadequate  heating  system,  com- 
prising six  old  and  worn-out  coal  furnaces,  has  been  re- 
placed by  a  splendid  H.  B.  Smith  Oil  Heater  with  Master- 
craft  burner— a  unit  capable  of  properly  heating,  with 
thermostat  control,  all  rooms  in  the  building  in  the  most 
severe  winter  weather  .  The  lighting  system,  also,  has 
been  improved.  Discarding  the  lights  which  have  served 
the  building  for  over  a  decade,  the  rooms  are  now  splendidly 
illuminated  by  the  latest  of  lighting  devices — the  Wake- 
field fluorescent  unit.  In  addition  to  these  two  major  re- 
pair items  we  have  retreaded  all  stairs  in  the  Shattuck 
building,  and  have  resurfaced  the  driveways  to  both  the 
Shattuck  School  and  the  High  School.  It  is  my  recommen- 
dation that  we  immediately  give  attention  to  these  same 
three  items  of  repair  and  replacements  as  relate  to  the 
Groton  Street  School.  All  three,  heating,  lighting,  and 
stair  treads,  need  the  same  consideration  as  was  given  to 
the  Shattuck  School.  This  work  completed  would  put  our 
two  elementary  units  in  splendid  shape. 


Finances 

Sometimes  we  are  led  to  believe  that  we  are  spending 
a  great  deal  of  money  on  education  here  in  Pepperell.  In- 
deed it  is  not  hard  to  hear  it  said  that  we  spend  altogether 
too  much  in  the  education  of  our  youth.  Lest  we  be  misled, 
and  before  we  feel  ourselves  extravagant  and  spendthrifts, 
shall  we  consider  ourselves  in  comparison  with  others — 
some  one  hundred  two  other  towns  about  our  size  through- 
out the  state.  We  are  classified  by  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation in  what  is  known  as  "Group  III,  Towns  under  five 
thousand  population  with  High  Schools."  The  median 
school  support  per  pupil  for  these  one  hundred  three  towns 
is  $175.29  for  the  school  year  ending  last  June.  Pepperell 
spent  for  that  same  year  $125.47  per  pupil.  There  were 
two  towns  only  in  the  one  hundred  three  towns  that  spent 
less  money  per  pupil  during  the  past  school  year,  Merri- 
mac  at  $116.95  and  Northbridge  at  $124.27.  In  light  of 
these  facts  it  does  not  seem  unreasonable  for  our  School 
Committee  to  ask  for  slightly  more  money  on  which  to  run 
our  school  system  during  the  coming  year. 
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A  group  of  interested  citizens  and  teachers  called  the 
Pepperell  Study  Group  has  carefully  analyzed  the  needs  of 
Pepperell  youth  as  they  pertain  to  education,  and  they  find 
many  elements  of  a  modern  educational  program  lacking 
in  our  offerings  to  the  children  of  Pepperell.  The  Study 
Group  attributes  our  very  low  per  pupil  cost  to  the  fact 
that  we  are  not  offering  our  boys  and  girls,  especially  at 
the  high  school  level,  the  courses  and  instruction,  the  guid- 
ance and  individual  help  offered  in  other  schools.  It  is  our 
belief  also  that  our  limited  college  curriculum  does  not 
arouse  the  interest  of  the  average  boy  or  girl,  many  of 
whom  are  not  going  on  into  college  work,  and,  as  a  result, 
drop  out  between  grades  VII  and  XII  before  completing 
their  high  school  education.  Experience  tells  us  that  "these 
drop-outs,  and  the  percentage  is  very  high  each  year  (to  be 
exact,  fifty-two  per  cent  of  the  last  four  graduating 
classes),  without  a  high  school  diploma,  are  going  to  face 
very  "rough  sledding"  in  making  their  way  in  this  highly 
complex  and  competitive  world  of  today. 

Some  of  the  elements  of  a  modern  educational  program 
found  lacking  in  our  Pepperell  schools  are: 


Health  Education  Program 
Industrial  Arts 
Household  Arts 
Guidance  Program 
Kindergarten 


School  Library 

Cafeteria  and  Lunch  Program 
Adult  Education  Program 
Remedial  Reading 


If  our  schools  are  to  offer  the  children  of  Pepperell  the 
type  of  education  they  need,  the  type  that  is  found  in  the 
more  progressive  communities  of  our  state,  all  of  the  above 
mentioned  elements  must  ultimately  be  included  in  our  cur- 
riculum offerings.  We  are  recommending  a  start  on  three 
of  these  for  the  present  year:  (1)  Health  Education  Pro- 
gram, (2)  A  Guidance  Program  and  (3)  Remedial  Reading 
Program.  Just  how  much  of  a  start  can  be  made  depends 
upon  how  much  money  can  be  found  available  with  which 
to  launch  the  programs. 

Our  budget  for  1949,  originally  set  for  $88,955  was 
necessarily  increased,  by  vote  of  the  Town,  to  $90,966.19. 
This  increase  was  occasioned  first  by  a  State  Law  obliging

us  to  pay  all  teachers  employed  a  minimum  of  $2,100  per 
year;  second,  the  need  of  an  additional  first  grade  teacher 
to  handle  the  overcrowded  Grade  I  problem  in  the  Shattuck 
School;  third,  an  additional  high  school  teacher  to  give  Mr. 
Patch  the  required  fifty  per  cent  time  in  administration; 
and  fourth,  another  State  Law  affecting  all  union  superin- 
tendents. The  new  law  has  it  that  all  superintendents  in 
unions  are  to  start  at  a  $4,400  yearly  salary  with  $200  an- 
nual pay  increase  up  to  $5,000  for  the  fourth  year  of  ser- 
vice. Travel  allowance  also  was  increased  from  $400  a 
year  to  $600  under  the  new  law. 


As  over  against  this  yearly  outlay  of  $90,899.59  for 
education  in  Pepperell  we  have  in  estimated  receipts  and 
State  Reimbursement  of  1949  for  education  the  amount  of 
$31,397.80.  This  represents  a  return  to  the  Town,  from  the 
State,  of  about  one-third  of  our  expenditures  for  education, 
and  is  larger  than  the  1948  Reimbursement  of  $21,099.64 
by  $10,298.16.  Each  year  shows  a  much  larger  return  from 
the  State  to  aid  in  meeting  educational  costs. 


For  the  year  1950  our  School  Committee  is  asking  for 
an  appropriation  of  $100,503.00,  an  amount  sufficient  to 
give  proper  regard  to  the  necessary  operational  costs.  This 
increase  of  $9,603.41,  as  will  be  noted,  is  a  little  less  than 
the  increase  of  State  Reimbursement,  $10,298.16.  It  will 
make  it  possible  to  give  our  teachers  a  salary  comparable 
to  the  average  salary  for  the  one  hundred  three  towns 
making  up  Group  III.  Pepperell's  average  teaching  salary 
for  the  past  year  has  been  $2,233  per  year.  The  average 
for  all  towns  in  Group  III  is  $2,378  for  the  same  period.  If 
we  are  to  expect  retention  of  the  services  of  our  good  teach- 
ers it  is  clear  that  we  must  be  able  to  give  them  a  salary 
commensurate  with  at  least  the  average  of  the  state  for 
towns  of  our  size. 


The  School  Committee  is  greatly  indebted  to  Mr- 
Thomas  Kennedy  for  his  giving  the  Town  of  Pepperell  a 
very  valuable  plot  of  land  to  be  used  for  school  purposes  in 
future  years.  Such  consideration  of  the  welfare  of  our 
children  will  long  be  remembered. 
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Conclusion 

It  has  been  a  very  great  personal  pleasure  for  your 
superintendent  to  combine  his  efforts  with  those  of  a  high- 
ly co-operative  School  Committee  in  the  interest  of  giving 
our  Pepperell  youngsters  the  very  best  possible  type  of 
public  school  education.  Progress  is  very  definitely  being 
made  toward  an  expanding  educational  program,  one  which 
will  include  all  of  the  necessary  elements,  courses  of  study, 
and  instruction  that  go  to  make  up  modern  education  for 
modern  children.  The  support  of  many  lay  groups,  particu- 
larly the  Study  Group,  the  P.  T.  A.,  and  Woman's  Club, 
and  civic  organizations  is  greatly  appreciated.  Their  in- 
terest and  expressed  idea  of  wanting  our  Pepperell  schools 
to  be  growing  schools,  their  willingness  to  help  in  every 
way  is  encouraging  to  the  efforts  of  the  School  Committee. 
Indeed,  there  is  much  truth  to  the  assertion  that  our  public 
schools  are  just  what  our  public  wants  them  to  be.  Ap- 
parently Pepperell  people  want  our  schools  to  rank  with 
the  better  schools  of  the  state.  To  that  end  we  all  have  a 
real  goal  toward  which  to  strive.  It  is  a  challenging  and 
interesting  objective  and  well  worth  working  for.  Your 
School  Committee  and  entire  staff  eagerly  await  such  an 
opportunity  for  1950.

Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School

Dear  Mr.  Archibald: 

Much  of  our  attention  this  year  has  been  focused  on 
giving  our  High  School  pupils  opportunities  to  participate 
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in  school  activities.  Pupils  planned  #and  carried  out  assem- 
bly programs  for  Education  Week,  Thanksgiving,  and 
Christmas.  We  were  very  fortunate  to  obtain  two  periods 
of  time  on  Radio  Station  WOTW.  During  Education  Week, 
a  group  of  pupils  went  on  the  air  with  a  panel  discussion. 
During  the  Christmas  season,  the  Girls  Glee  presented  a 
program  of  music  and  Christmas  Carols. 

Dr.  Porter,  Mrs.  Dee,  and  the  teachers  have  completed 
physical  examinations,  eye  examinations,  and  ear  examina- 
tions.  Notices  of  defects  have  been  sent  to  the  parents. 

This  fall  the  school  received  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  a  checklist  of  requirements  for  Class  A. 
There  are  two  main  items  on  which  Pepperell  High  is  weak. 
Because  of  the  teaching  requirements  placed  upon  our 
coaches,  we  are  unable  to  offer  Physical  Education  classes 
to  our  four  upper  grades.  Some  provision  should  be  made 
for  these  classes  in  another  year.  Under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Pappalardo,  a  program  of  intramurals  for  boys  has 
been  started.  This  may  partially  fill  the  requirement  of 
Physical  Education  for  all.  Our  School  Library  is  extre- 
mely limited  and  exists  on  an  informal  basis  only.  There 
is  no  separate  budget  for  the  school  library.  Whether  the 
proximity  of  our  fine  Lawrence  Public  Library  makes  our 
school  facilities  adequate  is  a  question  which  should  be 
referred  to  the  State  Department. 

Reports  reaching  the  High  School  office  from  the  vari- 
ous colleges  which  our  graduates  are  attending  have  been 
highly  favorable.  We  are  doing  well  the  job  of  preparing 
youth  for  college.  But  how  fine  a  job  do  we  do  in  satis- 
fying the  needs  of  the  other  eighty-five  per  cent  who  do 
not  go  to  college  ?  Why  do  we  find  that  fifty-two  per  cent 
of  our  last  four  classes  which  entered  Grade  VII  have 
dropped  out  before  graduation  ?  Here  is  probably  the  most 
important  problem  which  every  high  school  in  America  is 
facing  today.  The  curriculum  studies  which  have  been 
started  by  Mr.  Archibald  will  go  a  long  way  toward  answer- 
ing this  question.  Teachers,  pupils,  and  lay  persons  are 
working  together  to  determine  the  best  possible  answer 
for  our  young  people  of  Pepperell.  We  know  that  in  the 
end  we  will  make  our  good  school  even  better. 
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Our  present  lack  of  space  and  overflow  of  pupils  has 
brought  about  conditions  which  are  not  the  most  conducive 
to  good  learning,  but  our  fine  group  of  teachers  and  student 
body  have  co-operated  to  make  the  best  of  the  situation.

Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Shattuck  School 


The  year  of  1949  has  been  one  marked  with  consider- 
able advancement  physically  for  this  building,  adequate 
lighting  and  heating  being  two  of  the  things  lacking  for  a 
good  many  years.  In  place  of  six  large  furnaces  we  now 
have  one  boiler  which  does  a  better  job  than  the  six  com- 
bined did.  The  lighting  is  sufficient,  and  should  be  respon- 
sible for  better  eyesight  among  pupils.  The  treads  on  the 
stairs  were  all  replaced,  after  having  seen  service  for  some 
sixty  years. 

The  construction  of  three  new  rooms  in  the  basement 
during  the  past  two  years  has  competently  taken  care  of 
the  ever  increasing  numbers  who  attend  this  school.  These 
rooms  are  adequately  heated,  lighted,  and  well-ventilated 
by  window  fans. 

The  open-house  night,  which  was  held  during  Educa- 
tion Week,  was  very  gratifying.  Approximately  two  hun- 
dred fifty  parents  and  visitors  came  in  to  look  over  the 
building  and  displays  of  school  work. 

About  one  hundred  fifty  bottles  of  milk  are  being- 
served  at  lunch  hour  this  year.  Since  the  State  aids  to  the 
extent  of  one  and  one  half  cents  per  bottle,  it  brings  the 
cost  of  milk  to  a  lower  figure  than  otherwise  would  be  the 
case. 
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A  supervisor  of  Art  has  been  added  to  the  faculty,  and 
progress  is  again  being  made  in  this  subject. 

I  here  make  my  annual  complaint  about  the  play- 
grounds at  this  school.  Plans  seem  to  be  in  the  making, 
such  that  adequate  playground  space  may  be  provided. 

Last  June  the  achievement  tests  were  given  to  the 
pupils  of  the  sixth  grade,  and  results  showed  that  most 
pupils  were  well  above  the  Norm  for  the  country,  as  a 
whole,  for  these  tests. 

The  school  census  taken  in  October  shows  that  the  en- 
tering class  in  September  will  be  equally  as  large  as  the  one 
we  had  last  September.  This  will  mean  two  rooms  for  each 
of  the  six  grades  in  this  school.

Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Groton  Street  School

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
1949. 

Some  of  our  biggest  problems  were  congestion,  heat- 
ing, and  lighting.  A  new  heating  plant  and  adequate  light- 
ing are  urgently  needed.  The  school  was  built  in  1892  and 
with  the  original  heating  system  it  has  certainly  served 
the  townspeople  well.  Five  more  seats  and  desks  had  to 
be  installed  in  Grades  V  and  VI  to  accommodate  forty 


youngsters.  The  seating  capacity  of  the  third  and  fourth 
grade  room  provided  for  forty  pupils  and  forty-seven  had 
to  be  taken  care  of.  Three  bus  pupils  were  sent  to  the 
Shattuck  School  and  five  children  were  sent  downstairs  to 
Mrs.  George  Whalon,  making  a  combination  second  and 
third  grade  room. 

There  was  only  one  change  in  the  faculty.  Mrs.  Bailey 
resigned  during  the  summer  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Car- 
roll Whalon. 

Pupils  participated  in  the  Junior  Red  Cross  member- 
ship drive,  filled  Christmas  boxes  for  shipment  abroad  and 
made  nut  cups  for  use  in  veterans'  hospitals  on  holidays. 

Dr.  Porter  and  Mrs.  Dee  made  the  annual  physical  ex- 
aminations in  the  fall.  Ears  were  tested  by  Mrs.  Dee.  In- 
dividual tests  were  given  first  graders  and  pupils  needing 
retesting.  Eyes  were  examined  by  means  of  testing  equip- 
ment using  the  Snellen  E.  Chart.  This  test  was  more  ac- 
curate than  ever  before  and  eliminated  any  guessing.  Dr. 
Mcintosh,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Dee,  examined  the  pupils'  teeth 
and  a  large  majority  needed  attention.  Forty-one  children 
received  "booster  shots"  at  the  Toxoid  Clinic  and  nine,  the 
regular  inoculations. 

Milk  is  sponsored  by  the  Pepperell  School  Department. 
The  cost  to  the  child  is  four  and  one  fourth  cents  a  day  and 
the  State  pays  one  and  one  half  cents.  The  fraction  of  a 
cent  collected  over  is  used  to  buy  straws. 

The  Mothers'  Club  provided  the  usual  "Hoodsies"  for 
the  children's  Christmas  party. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  superintendent, 
teachers,  and  nurse,  as  their  co-operation  is  excellent.

Report  of  the  Art  Supervisor 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Pepperell: 

The  objectives  of  art  education  have  changed  a  great 
deal  in  the  past  years.  Keeping  in  step  with  the  modern 
trends,  I  am  trying  to  do  the  following: 

At  the  elementary  level  (First  through  sixth  grades) 
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the  child  is  given  the  opportunity  to  express  his  own  ideas 
in  his  own  way.  Their  expressions  or  drawings  are  judged, 
not  by  adult  standards  of  perfection,  as  in  the  past,  but  by 
the  child-likeness  of  the  picture  and  the  individual  growth 
of  the  child.  The  child  is  not  shown  "how  to  draw"  in  the 
static  way  of  the  past.  He  is  given  the  chance  to  think  for 
himself  and  learn  through  his  own  observations.  This  way 
he  does  not  become  dependent  on  others. 

At  the  Junior  High  level  the  creative  work  of  the 
elementary  level  is  continued.  Because  this  may  be  the 
last  time  the  student  has  the  opportunity  to  work  with  art 
materials,  it  is  best  to  give  him  many  different  materials 
to  create  with.  Examples  of  these  are:  block-printing, 
stenciling,  poster  work,  charcoal  and  others.  I  hope  in  the 
future  to  be  able  to  give  the  students  in  Pepperell  many  of 
these  materials  to  work  with.  However,  because  of  the 
lack  of  materials  at  the  present  time,  it  has  not  been  possi- 
ble.

Report  of  the  Music  Supervisor 


During  the  past  year  noticeable  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  music  programs  at  the  Shattuck  School  and 
at  the  Groton  Street  School.  I  believe  that  love  of  music 
is  a  spiritual  and  social  asset  which  should  increase  with 
age.  In  keeping  with  this  principle,  the  Grade  School 
Teachers  and  I,  have  endeavored  to  create  in  each  pupil  a 
love  of  music  which  will  increase  with  the  years. 

New  and  more  attractive  singing  books  have  been 
procured  and  are  in  use  in  both  second  grades,  taught  by 
Mrs.  Helen  Whalon  and  Mrs.  Mildred  Milroy.   These  books 
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are  also  in  use  in  the  combination  third  and  fourth  grade 
at  the  Shattuck  School,  taught  by  Mrs.  Agnes  Grainger. 
This  series  of  books  will  be  completed  through  the  sixth 
grade  within  a  year  or  two,  depending  upon  the  funds 
allotted  for  that  purpose. 

Classes  in  Tonettes  were  organized  in  October,  in  the 
third  and  fourth  grades  of  both  schools.  These  classes 
should  aid  the  pupils  in  reading  music  and  I  expect  to  have 
a  Tonette  band  perform  sometime  in  the  latter  part  of  this 
school  year. 

Music  appreciation  in  both  schools  is  seriously  handi- 
capped by  lack  of  materials.  The  Groton  Street  School 
does  not  have  a  record  player,  nor  a  record  library.  The 
Shattuck  School  has  one  stationary  record  player  and  a 
very  small  and  inappropriate  record  library. 

Since  neither  school  has  an  auditorium,  it  is  impossible 
to  adequately  present  a  production.  The  situation  is  re- 
grettable because  the  participation  in  such  productions  is 
essential  for  the  musical  experience  of  every  school  child. 
We  have  presented  a  few  small  programs  in  observance  of 
holidays  in  both  schools,  and  the  annual  Mother's  Club 
Program,  at  the  Groton  Street  School. 

In  April  the  pupils  of  the  Junior  High  School  supple- 
mented by  few  of  the  Senior  High  School  boys  presented 
a  very  successful  Operetta,  "Rose  of  the  Danube."  The 
Junior  High,  the  Girls,  and  the  Mixed  Glee  Clubs  have  per- 
formed at  various  assemblies  throughout  the  year.  In  Feb- 
ruary the  Girls  Glee  Club  sang  for  the  Women's  Club  and 
in  December  they  presented  a  fifteen  minute  program 
through  the  facilities  of  radio  station  WOTW,  Nashua. 
The  three  Glee  Clubs  participated  in  a  successful  Christ- 
mas Concert  on  December  twenty-second. 

Last  spring  several  used  instruments  were  purchased 
by  the  School  Department.  When  these  are  repaired  they 
will  form  the  nucleus  of  a  High  School  Band. 

The  High  School  is  in  dire  need  of  another  piano  which 
should  be  placed  in  one  of  the  classrooms.   This  need  arises 
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from  the  conflict  between  music  rehearsals  and  basketball 
practice:  the  one  piano  we  have  is  located  in  the  combina- 
tion auditorium  and  gymnasium. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  Mr.  Herbert  H.  Archibald,  the  Prin- 
cipals with  whom  I  have  worked  for  the  past  year,  Miss 
Beth  Dwy.er,  Messrs.  Trescott  Abele,  Carlton  Burney,  and 
Robert  Patch,  and  to  all  the  grade  teachers  for  their 
splendid  co-operation.

Report  of  the  School  Nurse 


Mr.  Herbert  H.  Archibald 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  school  nursing  service 
for  the  year  1949. 

Early  in  January  the  Massachusetts  State  Department 
loaned  us  their  audiometer  and  I  tested  the  ears  of  five 
hundred  seventy  pupils.  Seven  were  found  to  have  hearing 
loss  sufficient  to  require  treatment.  Written  notices  were 
sent  to  the  parents  of  these  children  and  they  were  taken 
to  their  family  doctor,  or  an  ear  specialist  or  to  Eye  and 
Ear  Infirmary. 

During  February,  three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were 
reported.  Two  were  of  pre-school  age  and  one  of  school 
age. 

Northern  Worcester  Seal  Sale  office  was  contacted 
and  request  for  X-rays  of  High  School  pupils  made,  also  Dr. 
A.  Pope  contacted  in  regard  to  same.   Request  not  granted. 
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During  March  the  toxoid  clinic  for  immunization 
against  diphtheria  was  held  at  the  High  School.  Dr.  Por- 
ter, myself,  Mrs.  James  Lynch  and  four  Nursing  Board 
members  conducted  the  work.  One  hundred  thirty  children 
were  given  treatment.  Of  these,  seventy-eight  were 
booster  shots,  while  fifty-two  new  patients  were  immun- 
ized. Many  of  the  younger  children  were  given  the  triple, 
that  is  immunization  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus.  On  April  12th  and  May  12th  respectively,  the 
second  and  third  treatments  were  administered.  This  clinic 
was  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Due  to  the  high  percentage  of  dental  defects,  it  seemed 
advisable  to  have  a  dental  survey.  This  met  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  School  Committee.  The  services  of  Dr.  Ray 
Macintosh  of  Nashua,  were  obtained.  On  April  7th  the 
elementary  schools  were  done ;  268  children  were  examined, 
198  required  dental  work,  70  were  under  treatment  or  re- 
quired none.  May  5th  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools 
were  examined.  Of  277  pupils,  102  needed  attention,  34 
were  under  treatment  and  141  required  no  treatment. 
Notices  were  sent  to  the  parents. 

As  a  result  of  the  survey,  it  seemed  advisable  to  estab- 
lish a  dental  clinic  as  part  of  the  school  program.  A  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  make  a  study  of  the  clinics  estab- 
lished throughout  the  state  and  the  approximate  cost  of 
the  same.  Dr.  Herlihy  of  the  State  Dental  Department  was 
contacted  and  he  was  most  helpful.  A  great  deal  of  time 
and  effort  was  spent  by  this  committee  and  they  should 
be  commended  for  their  work  and  interest  in  such  a  worthy 
project. 

One  suggestion  was  that  we  buy  a  portable  army  sur- 
plus dental  unit  which  could  be  set  up  in  each  school  build- 
ing as  needed.  For  various  reasons  this  did  not  prove 
adequate.  At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  September  it  was 
voted  to  use  $2,000.00  for  establishing  a  dental  clinic  in 
school.  Because  of  the  over  crowded  conditions  and  con- 
sequent lack  of  space,  the  work  has  not  been  completed. 

In  June,  the  pre-school  clinic  was  held  at  the  High 
School,  sponsored  by  the  District  Nursing  Association.  Miss 
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Almeda  King,  State  Nutritionist,  gave  a  demonstration  of 
powdered  milk  and  instructed  mothers  about  diet.  Two 
members  of  the  Nursing  Committee  assisted  with  records 
and  transportation.  Dr.  Porter  gave  the  children  a  physical 
examination  and  vaccinated  any  child  upon  request.  Many 
of  the  defects  found  were  corrected  before  school  opened  in 
September. 

During  the  summer  months,  follow-up  visits  were 
made  to  the  homes  of  children  requiring  correction.  The 
kindness  received  from  the  Salvation  Army  furnishing 
funds  to  help  pay  for  tonsil  operations  was  greatly  appre- 
ciated. Appointments  were  made  for  children  with  ortho- 
pedic and  speech  defects  at  the  Lowell  clinics,  also  those  re- 
quiring child  guidance.  Appointments  to  rheumatic  fever 
clinics  were  also  made. 

The  annual  physical  examinations  of  elementary  school 
pupils,  by  Dr.  Porter,  have  been  completed.  Written  notices 
of  any  defects  found  were  sent  to  the  parents.    The  High 

School  athletes  were  also  examined. 

i 

During  September,  the  Massachusetts  State  Depart- 
ment vision  machine  was  loaned  us  and  the  teachers  tested 
the  eyes  of  all  pupils.  I  wrote  out  notices  for  eighty-one 
pupils — forty-eight  of  these  were  from  the  High  School, 
twenty-one  from  the  Shattuck  School,  and  twelve  from  Gro- 
ton  Street  School.  Many  of  the  grammar  school  pupils 
have  been  fitted  to  glasses.  Several  home  visits  were 
made. 

In  October,  the  State  owned  audiometer  was  loaned 
to  us  and  I  tested  the  ears  of  all  pupils.  The  first  and  sec- 
ond grades  were  given  individual  tests,  while  the  others 
were  done  in  groups  of  forty.  Those  failing  the  first  test 
were  retested  in  a  group  and  if  they  failed  again,  were 
given  individual  tests.  Four  of  the  children  who  failed  in 
January  were  much  improved  due  to  treatment  received. 
Notices  were  sent  to  the  parents  of  those  failing  and  most 
pupils  have  been  seen  by  a  doctor. 

Home  visits  to  the  physically  handicapped  children 
were  made  and  histories  filled  out. 
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Patch  test  was  done  on  several  children  at  the  request 
of  their  family  doctor  and  appointments  for  X-rays  made 
at  Waltham  as  requested. 

First  aid  was  given  whenever  required  and  sick  chil- 
dren were  taken  home. 

I  have  received  splendid  co-operation  from  the  school 
department  and  wish  to  thank  them  all.

During  the  year  we  invited  to  a  meeting  with  this 
board  and  representatives  of  the  selectmen  and  finance  board 
a  representative  of  The  J.  M.  Cleminshaw  Co.,  which  com- 
pany is  engaged  in  the  revaluation  of  property  for  tax 
purposes  throughout  the  country. 

Present  assessed  valuations  in  this  town  have  dropped 
far  below  present  values  and  although  this  board  tries  each 
year  to  equalize  the  more  glaring  discrepancies  we  realize 
that  an  accurate  revaluation  would  require  more  time  and 
more  specialized  knowledge  than  we  possess.  A  complete 
impartial  survey  would  cost  $7,150.  It  would  increase  the 
taxes  of  some  who  are  now  under-assessed,  decrease  the 
taxes  of  others  who  are  now  over-assessed,  and  make  very 
little  difference  to  others. 

We  believe  such  a  revaluation  should  be  made  in  this 
town  but  whether  now  or  later  we  leave  to  the  judgement 
of  the  selectmen,  finance  board,  and  citizens.

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Report  of  the  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service 
Pepperell  — 1949 


The  dairy  projects  carried  on  during  1949  consisted  of 
distribution  of  information  relating  to  mastitis  control 
in  dairy  cows.  The  1949  Green  Pasture  Program,  in  which 
William  Blood,  James  Hallowell,  Mrs.  Rose  Kozlowski, 
H.  E.  McNiff,  George  W.  Nichols,  Jr.  and  Harold  Olsen 
co-operated,  endeavored  to  promote  more  efficient  dairying. 
Co-operation  was  extended  to  the  Dairy  Herd  Improvement 
Association  and  to  the  Selective  Breeding  Association.  '  The 
Selective  Breeding  Association  is  organized  to  improve  our 
dairy  animals  by  the  use  of  superior  bulls  through  artificial 
insemination.  General  farmers  and  gardeners  used  the 
facilities  of  our  soil  testing  laboratory. 

Poultry  projects  conducted  during  the  year  included 
the  Quality  Egg  Program,  in  which  Lucien  Milot  co-oper- 
ated. Through  this  program  poultrymen  are  assisted  in 
improving  their  egg  handling  facilities  and  practices.  Sev- 
eral poultrymen  made  use  of  the  diagnostic  service  of  the 
Poultry  Disease  Program  in  maintaining  flock  health  during 
the  year.  The  1949  Middlesex  County  Poultry  Trade  Show 
held  in  co-operation  with  the  turkey  and  poultry  associations 
of  the  county  gave  poultrymen  an  opportunity  to  see  the 
latest  in  egg  graders,  automatic  feeders  and  other  equip- 
ment. Egg  quality  and  efficient  management  were  the 
themes  of  the  event. 

Weekly  agricultural  broadcasts  are  given  over  WBZ 
every  Wednesday  morning  at  6:45  of  general  interest  to 
local  farmers.  The  monthly  bulletin  is  published .  covering 
all  phases  of  extension  work  and  mailed  to  nearly  every 
farmer  in  the  town. 

A  rodent  control  meeting  of  general  interest  to  local 
farmers  was  held  at  the  farm  of  Harold  Olsen. 

Mrs.  Leslie  Smith,  Town  leader,  organized  a  group  for 
the  slip  cover  demonstrations  presented  by  the  Middlesex 
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County  Extension  Service.  Assistance  was  given  in  select- 
ing material  for  draperies  for  the  Community  Church. 
Canned  goods  and  handwork  were  judged  at  a  local  fair. 
Mrs.  Smith  is  President  of  the  Women's  Advisory  Council. 
Monthly  service  letters  sent  to  many  Pepperell  homemakers. 
Also  many  are  reached  through  replies  to  individual  phone 
and  mail  inquiries  on  homemaking  problems. 

There  were  100  4-H  Club  members  in  Pepperell  with 
clubs  organized  in  foods,  clothing,  food  preservation,  dairy, 
poultry  and  garden.  Cynthia  Ryan  was  the  county  winner 
in  both  the  Safety  Contest  and  the  Room  Improvement 
Contest.  She  was  awarded  a  trip  to  the  State  Club  Congress 
in  Boston  as  a  result  of  being  the  Safety  winner.  She  was 
also  a  delegate  to  Junior  Leaders'  Camp  held  annually  in 
Amherst.  Patricia  Tierney  represented  the  county  of  Mid- 
dlesex in  a  state  contest  for  "The  Use  of  Vegetables" 
demonstration. 

The  work  of  the  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service 
is  available  to  everyone  interested  in  agriculture,  home  eco- 
nomics and  boys'  and  girls'  4-H  club  work.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Pepperell  for  the  period 
from  August  26,  1947,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to 
May  18,  1949,  the  following  report  being  submitted  thereon: 

An  examination  and  verification  was  made  of  the  recorded 
financial  transactions  of  the  town  as  shown  on  the  books  of  the 
departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  or  committing  bills 
for  collection. 

The  town  accountant's  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer's  books,  while  the  recorded  payments  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  with  the  treasury  war- 
rants, and  with  the  approved  bills  and  payrolls  on  file.  The 
appropriations,  transfers,  and  loan  authorizations,  as  entered, 
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were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  record  of  town  meetings 
and  with  the  finance  committee's  records  of  transfers  authorized 
from  the  reserve  fund. 

A  trial  balance  was  taken  off  proving  the  accounts  to  be  in 
balance,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report, 
was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of 
May  18,  1949 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  cash  book  additions  were  verified, 
the  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  accountant's 
books,  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which 
money  is  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  recorded  payments 
were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the 
treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and  with  the  accountant's 
ledger. 

The  cash  balance  on  May  18,  1949  was  proved  by  recon- 
ciliation of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the 
banks  of  deposit  and  by  verification  of  a  bank  deposit  in  transit. 

The  transactions  of  the  several  trust  and  investment  funds 
in  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  securities 
and  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of  these 
funds  were  examined  and  listed. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  amounts 
added  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  tax  col- 
lector's records  and  with  the  accountant's  books,  the  reported 
redemptions  and  sales  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  cash 
book,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed,  proved,  and  checked 
with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  checked 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  notes  on 
file. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  federal 
taxes,  Blue  Cross,  and  the  retirement  fund  were  examined  and 
reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger  controls. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  poll  and  property  taxes  and  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise  outstanding  according  to  the  previous  examination, 
as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited  and 
checked  to  the  warrants  for  their  collection.  The  payments  to 
the  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the 
recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors'  records 
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of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  the  respective  ledger  accounts. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto 
indicating  that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted  were  recon- 
ciled with  the  collector's  books  and  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 
The  assessors'  warrants  for  the  commitment  of  taxes  and  motor 
vehicle  and  trailer  excise  were  examined  and  checked  with  the 
detailed  lists. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  in  verifying  the  abatements 
granted  by  the  assessors  due  to  errors  in  reporting  and  in  record- 
ing them  in  the  assessors'  record  book. 

The  selectmen's  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  were 
examined  and  checked  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were 
verified. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  collections  on  account  of  town,  dog, 
and  sporting  licenses  issued  were  verified  and  compared  with 
the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fish- 
eries and  Game. 

The  surety  bonds  filed  by  the  several  town  officials  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found 
to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  accounts  receivable  of  the  health,  public 
welfare,  and  veterans'  services  departments  were  examined. 
The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer,  the  abatements  were  compared  with  the  records  in  the 
departments  authorized  to  grant  them,  and  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts were  listed  and  compared  with  the  accountant's  ledger 
accounts. 

It  is  again  recommended  that  all  departments  sending  out 
bills  for  collection  notify  the  accountant  promptly  of  the  total 
amount  of  such  bills,  so  that  his  ledger  may  at  all  times  reflect 
the  true  condition  of  the  departmental  accounts  receivable. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  of  the  sealer 
of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  of  the  library  and  cemetery 
departments,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the 
town  treasurer  were  verified  and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  several 
departments  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  records  of  the  water  department  were  examined  and 
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checked.  The  charges  were  compiled  from  the  customers'  ledger 
cards,  the  abatements  were  verified,  the  payments  to  the  treasur- 
er were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  proved  to  the  accountant's 
control  account. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  previously  mentioned,  there 
are  appended  to  this  report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of 
the  treasurer's  and  tax  collector's  cash,  together  with  summaries 
of  the  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  tax  title,  tax  posses- 
sion, departmental,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  show- 
ing the  trust  and  investment  fund  transactions. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  all  the  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assist- 
ants and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Article  1.    To  choose  a  Moderator. 


Article  2.  To  hear  and  act  upon  all  reports  of  Town 
Officers  and  Committees. 

Article  3.    To  choose  all  Town  Officers  and  Commit- 
f        tees  for  the  ensuing  year  not  required  to  be  elected  by  bal- 
lot, or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  4.    To  determine  whether  the  Town  will  vote 
/^-v  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  with  the  consent  of  the  Select- 
men to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  revenue  for  the  cur- 
rent year. 

^  ft  ^-r^c^e  5-    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the 

salary  and  compensation  of  all  elective  officers  of  the  town 
as  provided  by  Section  108  of  Chapter  41,  General  Laws,  as 
amended. 

Article  6.  To  determine  what  sums  of  money  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  or  transfer,  to  de- 
fray the  expenses  of  the  Public  Schools,  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Welfare,  and  various  other  departments  and  special  ac- 
counts. 

Article  7.  To  determine  what  method  the  Town  will 
adopt  for  the  collection  of  Taxes  for  1950. 

Article  8.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $132,68  to  pay  commission  due 
the  Tax  Collector  for  collection  of  1949  taxes. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize

tion thereto. 

Article  10.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
transfer  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  from  Overlay  Surplus  Re- 
serve to  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "Reserve  Fund"  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  6  of  Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws, 
or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $20,965.26  from  Water  Department 
receipts,  to  pay  operating  and  maintenance  cost  of  the  de- 
partment for  the  current  year.

To  determine  if  the  Town  will  accept  and 
maintain  the  new  road,  approximately  one  mile  long,  con- 
structed under  Article  12  of  Special  Town  Meeting,  Septem- 
ber 28,  1949,  to  the  Pumping  Station  from  Boynton  Street 
and  that  this  road  be  designated  as  "Bemis  Road." 

Article  14.  To  determine  what  sum  of  money  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  removal  of  snow 
and  ice  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  15.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $300.00  to  purchase  snow  fences. 

Article  16.  To  determine  whether  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,000.00  for  repairs 
and  improvements  on  outlying  roads  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  26  through  29,  Chapter  81  of  General  Laws,  as 
amended,  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  17.  To  determine  whether  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  $2500.00  for  maintenance  of  Chap- 
ter 90  Roads,  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any 
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money  which  may  be  allotted  by  State  or  County,  or  take 
any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  18.  To  determine  whether  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds 
the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  construction  on  Chapter  90  Roads 
or  other  Town  Roads ;  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County, 
or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  19.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
transfer  from  Surplus  Revenue  the  sum  of  $30,000.00  to 
meet  the  State's  and  County's  Shares  of  the  Chapter  81  and 
90  Maintenance  and  Construction  Highway  work  and  that 
the  reimbursements  from  the  State  and  County  to  be  re- 
stored, upon  their  receipt,  to  Surplus  Revenue. 

Article  20.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
transfer  from  Machinery  Fund  Reserve  the  sum  of  $500.00 
to  a  workable  fund. 

Article  21.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  the 
sum  of  $975.00  to  purchase  for  the  Highway  Department 
one  Model  No.  33  Husky  Road  Grader. 

Article  22.  To  determine  whether  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds 
the  sum  of  $2500.00  for  a  special  project  to  remove  dead 
trees  and  dangerous  limbs,  this  work  to  be  done  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Tree  Warden. 

Article  23.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $2500.00  to  paint  the  exterior  of  the 
Town  House  and  the  interior  of  the  Lower  Hall,  including 
necessary  repairs  to  make  ready  for  this  work. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
deed  of  Thomas  H.  Kennedy  of  a  gift  of  approximately  ten 
acres  of  land  in  the  rear  of  the  Shattuck  School,  for  school 
purposes,  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  25.    To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
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have  the  Moderator  appoint  a  Regional  School  District 
Committee  in  accordance  with  Chapter  638,  Section  14  of 
the  General  Laws,  which  committee,  consisting  of  three 
members,  shall  include  one  member  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee ;  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  26.  (By  Petition)  To  determine  whether  the 
town  will  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available 
funds,  the  sum  of  $1400.00  to  construct  a  bituminous  con- 
crete sidewalk  on  the  South  side  of  Groton  Street  from  Mill 
Street  to  Hollis  Street  about  1300  feet;  or  take  any  action 
in  relation  thereto. 

Article  27.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  turn  in  the  present  Police 
Cruiser  and  purchase  a  new  car  at  a  net  cost  not  to  exceed 
$550.00. 

Article  28.  (By  Petition)  To  determine  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  for 
the  printing  of  the  Valuation  and  Tax  List. 

Article  29.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  have  published  in  the  annual  town  report  an  item- 
ized account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  every  town 
officer  authorized  to  expend  money. 

Article  30.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $500 
to  repair,  purchase,  and  install  necessary  radiation  and 
plumbing  facilities  for  the  Legion  Hall  on  Tarbell  Street. 

Article  31.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  sell,  at  Public  Auction,  a  parcel  of  land  of  approxi- 
mately 30,000  square  feet  located  at  Hollis  and  Main 
Streets,  being  a  portion  of  the  so-called  Varnum  property 
purchased  by  the  town  in  1909,  or  take  any  action  in  rela- 
tion thereto.
